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YOUR MAILING LABEL 

This is where we explain the mailing code, on the far right of 
the first line of the address label. . 

A number indicates the last issue that you'll be getting. So it 
the number is "40", you need to Do Something if you want to keep 
getting FF. If the number is "40" and you don't even know why 
you got this, you probably have a Secret Admirer or something. 
Wanna subscribe? 

There are a couple of things that can flank this number. It irs 
flanked with asterisks (*40*), you've paid for, and should be getting, 
first class postage. If it's flanked with carets (‘40"), then this is a 
trade copy for which you paid first-class postage, after which you 
will revert to bulk-mail trade copies. If it's flanked with plus signs 
(+40+) you're getting a library subscription, including first-class 
postage, mailing envelopes, and the index. 

"!" indicates that you've got nothing to worry about, because 
you're on the staph, you won a contest, or you just got lucky. 

"A" means that you're getting this because of your artwork; 
either you sent us some or we want you to send us some, or both. 
"B" means we're trading for a book you sent. 

"D" means that you're a distributor and so you get one copy 
for yourself as a freebie. We're always looking for new distributors, 
people who can sell at least ten copies and want to split the proceeds. 
Distributors get a 40-50% wholesale discount on all copies, and may 
sell on consignment. The number after the colon is how many copies 
I think I'm sending you. For more information on terms, send an 
SASE. Unfortunately, we are unable to stock distributors outside of 
North America. 

"L" means you're a lifetime subscriber, and will receive every 
issue of the magazine as long as either it or you is alive. Lifetime 
subscribers get their copies sent out bulk mail, without extra goodies. 

If you want extra goodies, you should be a supporting subscriber 
(see below) instead. Lifetime subscribers may upgrade to supporting 
status at any time by paying the current difference in rates. 

"M" means you sent us music to review. We will continue to 
send you copies as long as we stay on your mailing list. If you 
produce music infrequently, we expect at least a note every two 
issues to keep you on the mailing list. 

"P" means you're a prisoner. FACTSHEET FIVE is always free 
to prisoners, but you need to keep in touch to keep getting it, 
otherwise we'll assume the copies aren't getting through to you. 
Wardens, you gotta pay like anyone else. Prisoners in mental 
institutions are extended the same privileges as those in allegedly- 
saner criminal institutions. Prisoners must write at least every other issue 
to stay on the mailing list! "R" means that this is a review/checking 
copy. It is for you to have to check the review we've done of your 
zine, or to be able to do a review of FACTSHEET FIVE. We would 
like to see further copies of yours for future review—though of 
course you're not obligated to publish a review. We will continue 
to send you R copies as long as we stay on your mailing list, 
whether you write reviews or not. If you publish infrequently, we 
expect at least a note every six months to keep you on the mailing 

list. c 

"R?" means that we'd like you to consider sending copies of 
your zine in return for review/checking copies of mine. 

"S" means that you are a Supporting Subscriber, and therefore 
exempt from nonsense. Supporting subscribers get their issues sent 
First Class, with the index included. They also get free copies of 
FACTSHEET FIVE publications as they're issued—most recently, 
with #40, Merritt Clifton's THE SAMISDAT METHOD book. 

"V" means you sent us a videotape to review. If you require 
the tape to be returned, one video is good for one issue in trade; 
if you leave it with us for the archives, one video is worth four 
issues. 

Any of the above followed by a number (like "M/40") indicate 
the issue you'll have to renegotiate to keep getting FF. You must 
get in touch with us at least once every two issues, regardless of the 
mailing code, to continue getting FF! This applies to prisoners, artists, 
traders, everyone! 

Send us your zine, drop me a line, do SOMETHING so we 
know you're still out there. Actually, this doesn't apply to subscribers, 
only to people getting the zine for free. Clear? 

Please take a moment to check your mailing label. If there are 
any mistakes, you have to let us know. They won t fix themselves. 
And you won't get any further warning if your subscription has 
run out. 


And remember, FF is sent hulk mail Not only does this make it 
slow (though, I hope, not too slow), but it means undeliverable 
copies go to that Big Post Office In The Sky. So PLEASE get your 
CO As to me promptly to avoid missing issues. We are not responsible 
for copies lost due to unannounced moves. Please allow at least 
four weeks for delivery. 

Here's the basic subscription rates:

Publishers and others who get their issues without paying may have 
them delivered first class for $1.50 per issue. This rate is only valid 
if you would have received that issue anyhow. 

If you want FF sent to a friend, just send their address and

This 
includes all the folks who sell FF, whether directly or to stores, and 
with as many details as possible on what they want and what their 
terms are as I know. Send us an SASE (be sure to tell me what 
it's for!) and we'll send you a copy. 

•The collected WHY PUBLISH? book, including most of the 


words published on this subject in the first 30 issues of FF, as well 
as new material from Miekal And, Joel Biroco, Stewart Brand and 
Merritt Clifton, is now available for only $3.50 postpaid. Don't miss 
this; there were only 500 printed and we probably won't do any 
more. 

•If you like Anni Ackner's columns you'll love her book. The 
collection is called NOBODY LOVES A VISUAL ARTS CRITIC, and 
it features all of her writings from FF, as well as four new columns 
(unavailable elsewhere), an introduction by Elayne Wechsler and 
graphics by Freddie Baer. 134 pages long, you can get a copy book 
rate for $4, or first class for $5.50. 75% of the profits are going to 
Anni, so we'd really like to sell a lot of these. Think what they'll 
be worth in twenty years when she's a wealthy mainstream author. 

•FACTSHEET FIVE T-Shirts, designed by Freddie Baer, are now 
available for a measley $10.00 postpaid. The new shirts are white 
ink on a black heavy-duty all-cotton shirt. Specify size or we'll send 
you whatever we feel like. Think of the possibilities for starting a 
conversation! (XXL available for $2 extra; inquire about even larger 
sizes). 

•There's another new set of FF ads available, camera-ready for 
anyone who wants to run them. In the future we may swap or pay 
for some of these to be published, but meanwhile if you want to 
give us a free plug write and we'll send you a copy. 

•We're maintaining a list of electronic mail addresses for people 
involved in fanzines. Since this is rather pointless if you don't have 
a computer, I'm not offering paper copies. You can download the 
latest version from the FF BBS (518-479-3879) which is also a good 
place to leave me mail if you'd like to be added to the list. The 
list is also available on the WELL, where I am ffmike, from the f5 
conference menu. 

•The FF ZINE EXCHANGE is still running, although it remains, 
as always, a low priority compared to actually publishing the 
magazine. Zine Editors: If you're at all interested in having samples 
of -.your zine go to people who don't even know you exists send 
as many as you want to us to distribute. The rest of you: Send us 
an SASE with 25£ to $2.40 postage and we'll stuff it with whatever 
we have laying about ($2.40 is enough to mail a couple of pounds 
in the country, so use a decent-sized envelope [10x13 is a good 
size]: two pounds is about 8 issues of FF, OK?). You should also 
take a look at a rate chart; while $2.40 will cover postage on two 
pounds, $2.30 is only enough for eleven ounces. I'd recommend 
springing for the full two pounds. You might also take note of some 
similar offers: 

Absinthe Press's (537 Jones St. #484, San Francisco, CA 94102) 
offer of a SAN FRANCISCO FUNPAK of cultural and tourist freebies 
about that city is available to anyone who sends a 9x12 SASE with 
$2.40 in postage, or who sends 3 IRCs or a similar package from 
their own local scene in a foreign country.

AFTERSHOCK fanzine will fill up SASEs with posters,' flyers, 
comics and zines. 

Lucinda Goodwin's (PO Box 127224, San Diego, CA 92112) offer 
to stuff large SASEs with "as many zines and other neat stuff that 
it can hold." 

Gene Guthrie's (6221 Acton Rd., Indianapolis, IN 46259) offer to 
send local freebies to anyone who sends him a package of exchange 
stuff in return; 

Plaster Cramp Press's offer to fill up SASEs of any size with 
freebies, flyers, old zines and other stuff. 

The "Small Press Food Shelf" is run by the POETRY HARBOR 
folks in Duluth (1619 Jefferson St., Duluth, MN 55812): they give 
stuff away in person and not by mail, so don't send for it, but 
they'd be delighted to have your excess literary output to distribute; 

Sparrow's (322 E. 11th St. #23, New York, NY 10003) offer to 
send "original handwritten manuscripts, full of unique stories, essays, 
poems, et al, by me, for the price of postage". 

Dallas Swan's (PO Box 270, Horntown, VA 23395) offer to fill 
up large SASEs with as many zines as they will hold; 

Jim Testa's (151 First Ave., Box A., New York, NY 10003) Demo 
Xchange of band demo tapes, also available for a few dollars postage; 

R. Wherever 7 s (11 Bayberry Ln., Cohasset, MA 02025) offer to 
fill up large SASEs with as many zines as they will hold. 

and Rosemary West's (PO Box 8059, Mission Hills, CA 91346) 
offer of personalized computer-generated poetry for 75* an ounce, 
up to five pounds—send your name and the names of a few friends 
to assure personalization. 

Anyhow, remember, send a SELF-ADDRESSED STAMPED EN¬ 
VELOPE to minimize the work we have to do. We mean it. The 
next person who sends a blank envelope and a check, instead of 
buying the stamps himself and pasting them on, is going to get 
something nasty in the mail. If he gets anything at all. OK, OK, 
we'll make an exception for those of you in foreign countries: just 
send me a check or cash and a self-addressed envelope and we'll 
do the rest. Those out of the country can supply up to $4.50 worth 
of postage, since the rates are higher. Those in the country should 
stop using such obviously glued stamps or I'm going to start pitching 
your envelopes in the trash. This has already happened to some people 
stupid enough to ignore what I've said! Use mint stamps only!! (Look, 
it's OK to glue down un-used stamps; what we're upset about is 
people putting the glue over the top of them so they can be re-used. 
If this doesn't make sense to you, call and ask). And please be 
patient; Zine Exchange envelopes are filled on a first-come, 
first-served basis. The backlog of orders waiting to be filled has 


been reduced considerably in the last few months, but there's still 
something like a 2-month line ahead of you. 

A few clarifications about the Zine Exchange: No, we am not 
going to send you any back issues of FACTSHEET FIVE. No, you 
may not request a specific zine you saw reviewed here; that copy 
is in the archives, and that's where it's staying. You can request a 
specific type of zine, but often we cannot fill requests; it depends 
on what's been sent to us recently for distribution. 

•We put together an index to each issue, usually about a 24-page 
pamphlet. If you want to see a copy, send $1.50. To get it every 
issue, you should sign up for a library rate subscription. 

•HOW TO PUBLISH A FANZINE is, alas, out of print. If you 
don't have a copy, you'll have to wait for the next edition, scheduled 
for early 1991. We will be making arrangements for a discount for 
those who already own the first edition. 

GETTING ZINES 

Just a few hints to consider when you're writing away for fanzines: 

•If we list a name in the address for a zine, you ought to make 
checks or money orders out to that name rather than the zine name. 
If a zine has odd payment requirements, we try to note this in the 
address section of the listing. In general, cash is preferable to money 
orders which are preferable to checks. But if you send cash, wrap 
it carefully, and don't send coins! 

•On a related topic, when we put a question mark after the 
price it means that we're guessing because the zine editors didn't 
list a price. 

•We list single copy rates whenever we can find them, otherwise 
we try to indicate how many issues your subscription covers. If we 
put something like "$10/yr" it means we can't tell how many issues 
come out in a year. 

•If we separate issue numbers with a dash, they're single issues; 
a slash indicates two-in-one issues. So, for example, "#7-11/12" 
indicates that we received #7, a double issue containing #11 and 
#12, and everything in between. Prices given are for one issue, not 
for a set of all the issues reviewed, unless otherwise indicated. 

•On zines with a price under $1, it really helps to include a few 
stamps for postage. "SASE" means self-addressed stamped envelope: 
#10 with 25* postage unless otherwise specified. 

•Don't send loose coins in an envelope. If you want to send 
coins, tape them to an index card and wrap a piece of paper around 
that. And remember that there's a postal surcharge on envelopes 
more than 1/4 inch thick. 

•Canadians and some Britishers generally don't mind receiving 
U.S. funds in cash. For Canada it is generally safe to send US$1 
for each C$1 in price; the exchange rate is high enough to cover 
postage. For Great Britain, US$2 for each £1 asking price similarly 
allows for postage even after covering the exchange. For other 
countries you should think about alternative payment. Foreign 
currency is available at larger banks, and IRCs (International Reply 
Coupons, which can be exchanged for stamps almost anywhere in 
the world) at your post office. Foreign MOs are also available from 
the post office, but can take forever to get. Sending checks to other 
countries is not a good idea; bank exchange charges can be 
outrageous. 

•"Age Statement" means that you should send along a signed 
note saying that you're over 18 (or over 21, if you are) to help the 
publisher avoid legal hassles associated with distributing sexually- 
explicit material. In fact, it's a good idea to include an age statement 
for any zine that might contain blunt writing or explicit pictures, 
whether we mention it in the review or not. 

•OPENQUOTEThe Usual" refers to the traditional method of 
obtaining SF fanzines without sullying oneself with cash. Generally 
this includes trading other zines, writing Iocs, contributing articles 
or art, or being recipient of a whim. These days $1 is often accepted 
as the equivalent to these more active approaches. 

•We'd appreciate it if you'd mention FACTSHEET FIVE when 
ordering zines you saw reviewed here. It helps us all in the long 
run, as the more credibility we build up the more fine zines we'll 
be able to bring to your attention. 

•If you have any problems with a zine please let us know. We'll 
be happy to contact publishers in cases of non-receipt. 99% of the 
time it's just a case of things being lost in the mail. If you are 
writing to, complain, it is imperative to include all the details: what 
you ordered, when, what form of payment and how much you 
sent, as well as what you've done to follow up yourself. 

•If you have time, any zine publisher enjoys hearing comments 
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on the zine he has sent you. This is especially true if you didn't 
like it; we all like to improve. Even a simple note of thanks can 
make a publisher's day, though. 

•Many zine publishers print small quantities, so you may not be 
able to get the exact issue that I reviewed. If you must have that 
particular issue, say so, and be prepared to pay extra. Otherwise 
it's best just to request the most recent or the next issue and save 
trouble for everyone. And be patient; if the current issue is all gone, 
it may take a while. 

•And since it may take a while, the envelope your order came 
in may get lost. Make sure your address is on the letter itself! 
Otherwise you may not get your copy despite the best intentions 
of the publisher. 

•Most zine publishers are willing to exchange their zines for 
others, so we generally don't mention this in listings unless I know 
they don't swap. But use some discretion—a 150-page typeset music 
publication is unlikely to swap with a 4-page xeroxed newsletter on 
Central American farming. And remember, publishers are under no 
obligation to respond to unsolicited zines, so if you can't afford to 
give away the copy, don't send it. 

•When an advertiser or publication indicates a price of, for 
example, o2°° or o5°°, you should send that many Federal Reserve 
Notes ("dollar bills") in cash. Many people would say $2 or $5, but 
there are those who draw a strong distinction between authentic 
dollars and the evidence of the US debt issued by the Federal 
Reserve. 

•When ordering books, shirts, comics and other non-periodicals 
which originate within your own state, be sure to enclose money 
to cover sales tax.

THOSE FUNNY NUMBERS 

What the little stuff in parentheses after each zine review do is 
tell you how big the zine is. First comes a letter for 
the size of the paper, or at least close to it: 

A3 size, about 11 1/2 by 16 1/4 
A4 size, about 8 1/4 by 11 1/2 
A5 size, about 5 3/4 by 8 1/4 
Digest, 5 1/2 by 8 1/2

•AWESOME DISK CACHE (Shareware on FF BBS; registered 
version $15 from David Rifkind, 1800 W. Hillcrest Dr. #287, Newbury 
Park, CA 91320): This is a delayed-write cache that runs in expanded 
memory. Since I already have a cache that I like and a deep distrust 
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of delayed writes, I haven't tested it, but the documentation looks 
pretty straightforward and the price is better than most such I've 
seen. If anyone wants to grab it from the BBS and write a short 
review. I'll be happy to publish it. (IBM) 

•BCS MENU PROGRAM Version 2.0 (Shareware on FF BBS, 
registered version from Bristol Computing Systems, Suite 162, 200 
Linden St., PO Box 9009, Wellesley, MA 02181): A menu program 
designed to allow users to easily customize colors and add new 
items. You can nest menus with up to 100 items on each, change 
colors of all entries easily with one of the most intuitive EGA/VGA 
pallette changers ever, and password protect individual menu items. 
The "Command Helper" mode for adding new entries based on an 
automatic scan of directories for executable files in interesting, though 
buried deeply enough in the prompt structure to be hard to find 
on the first pass. The whole thing is made to work quickly and 
easily with a mouse, and includes lots of nice little touched like a 
screen blanker and the ability to grab user input when executing 
an item. And the support is good—I had a slight problem installing 
it (4DOS users take note: you need to install the SHELL2E program 
from your 4DOS disk to use this program), and got a one-day reply 
via CompuServe from the program's author. (IBM)[ASP] 

•BOATER'S HELPER and MOTORHOME MANAGER M$IM- 
OTORHOME MANAGER(Shareware on FF BBS; registered versions 
$49.95 each from Shelter Island Press, 2726 Shelter Island Dr. #46, 
San Diego, CA 92106): A pair of specialized databases for the 
computer user on the go. Each of these products gives you a 
structure for keeping track of the thousand and one details of 
traveling in style. For example, there are ares to record notes on 
campgrouns, charts, spare parts, supplies, planned meals, main¬ 
tenance, and so on. Each is designed to help in keeping inventory 
and generating lists, so that you can get rid of paper and depend 
on just the hard disk of your computer (the author does recommend 
frequent backups). Unfortunately, the interface is a bit screwy in 
spots. For example, the setup programs make new directories on 
your drive without informing you, and it takes three keystrokes to 
get back to the main menu from the specific screens, although the 
standard "escape" works to back up almost everywhere else. 
(IBM) [ASP] 

•Got some PR from CLABASE (PO Box 5022, Herndon, VA 
22070). For $99 you get 4 megabytes of annotated information on 
the CIA plus software for searching it. 

•DOSREF18 (Shareware on FF BBS; registered version $20 from 
Dave Williams, Logical Systems, PO Box 181, Jacksonville, AR 
72076-0181): This is a nice piece of work. Dave has taken the idea 
of a "Programmer's Technical Reference" to DOS and run with it, 
creating a constantly-updated on-line book. He goes into vast detail 
on all the nuts and bolts of memory usage, interrupts, disk structures, 
EMS specifications, and lots more—everything from mice to modems. 
The programmer who likes to get close to the hardware will be 
delighted with this, especially since it very clearly lays out the 
differences between various hardware and software implementations 
of DOS. The shareware version has the first nine chapters and a 
few ancillary files; the whole thing comes as about three megabytes 
of files when you register your copy. (IBM) 

•EARLY BIRD V.l.Ob (Shareware on FF BBS; registered version 
$30 from Allan Computer Products, PO Box 17386, Boulder, CO 
80308): A new daily reminder program for the IBM PC. This one is 
distinguished by good mouse and keyboard support and flexibility— 
you can set events for specific days, monthly, the second Tuesday 
from the end of the month, or whatever. It comes with a sample 
file of reminders and another of holidays, and on-screen help that's 
good enough to make reading the manual nonessential for starting 
the program. It runs fine under DOS or Windows, and is set up 
to allow you to quickly scan the reminders you've already put into 
the system without loading the entire editor module. (IBM)[ASP] 

•EASY FORMAT V.3.20 (Shareware on FF BBS; registration $35 
from Falk Data Systems, 5322 Rockwood Ct., El Paso, TX 79932): 
An updated version of a program reviewed in FF37 that does quick 
formats for floppy disks. It's more colorful than the DOS command 
and more flexible as well, offering continuous formatting, better 
error-marking, and more. This version cleans up some minor bugs, 
improves the interface a bit, and offers a standalone utility for 
creating messages for the boot sectors of non-system diskettes. (Mine 
now say "Hey, Dummy, you can't boot up with this diskette! 
Sheesh!"). (IBM)[ASP] 


•FED ($99 + $2 s&h [plus tax in Texas] from Inverted-A, 401 
Forrest Hill, Grand Prairie, TX 75051): This is a font editor for soft 
fonts in the HP Laserjet+ format. You select the font file and character 
you wish to edit, and get a gargantuan blow-up on the screen. Then 
you can edit this pixel by pixel, and when satisfied, save it back 
to the original file. It's fast and easy; I had a thoroughly botched 
font in no time at all (that is, it looked hideous—the program does 
not impose any standard of aesthetics on the user). You can even 
import characters from one font into another, or invert characters 
horizontally and vertically. And the support for the program is 
superb as well: I wrote regarding a display problem I was having 
in trying it on a new system, and got a patched version in a week.

•HELP.BAT, 
LK.BAT, Quik- 
Flop 2 and 
VSPEED 
(Freeware on FF 
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BBS; author Dave Williams, Logical Systems, PO Box 181, Jackson¬ 
ville, AR 72076-0181): The first two files here are a couple of short 
bits of batch file programming. HELP takes an archive of help files 
and extracts and lists the one you need when you ask for it. LK 
lets you see a list of files in an archive no matter what it was 
archived with (as long as you have the archive software on your 
path). Nothing fancy, requires a LIST and an archiving utility, but 
might teach beginning batch programmers a thing or two. QuikFlop 
is designed to speed up your diskette drives by manipulating the 
table in memory that tells DOS how fast to run the heads. It 
produced a small but measurable improvement on my 386SX 
machine, and a notably different noise from the drives. VSPEED is 
a video speed benchmark that would be more useful with 
documentation, or at least some times to compare with. (IBM) 

•JUST A SIMPLE MENU PROGRAM (Shareware on FF BBS; 
registered $19.95 from Shelter Island Press, 2726 Shelter Island Dr. 
#46, San Diego, CA 92106): A menu program designed for the DOS 
novice. When run, it puts up a menu that lets you run programs, 
add programs to the menu, and rearrange them—as well as set your 
colors as garishly as you please. You need to understand the concept 
of directories to run it, but that's about all. The software does install 
files in your root directory, which can be rather a nuisance if you 
are running low on space there, and depends on not conflicting 
with any other program named "menu" or "exec". But for a no-frills 
program it does adequately well. (IBM)[ASP] 

•KINGDOM OF KROZ II (Shareware on FF BBS; registered 
version $7.50 from Scott Miller, 4206 Mayflower, Garland, TX 75043): 
One of Scott Miller's great dungeon-idiom computer games. He uses 
colorful graphics, wild maps and problem solving to make for hours 
of frustrated concentration. It's easy to get seriously addicted to 
these games, which run on any CGA or better system. Great fun 
at a great price. (IBM) 

•NYET (Freeware on FF BBS; no registration address given): Yet 
another implementation of the popular Tetris block-dropping game. 
This one, programmed in Turbo Pascal, features bright colors, a 
responsive keyboard, and a speedup so smooth and gradual that 


you'll be madly pounding away on the keyboard without knowing 
why. I can break 10000 points—can you? (IBM) 

•ORG (Shareware on FF BBS; registered version $35 cash/$38 
check from Michael H. Greve, Aubrigstrasse 23, CH 8804 AU, 
SWITZERLAND): This one bills itself as "the only Disk Organizer 
that truly deserves the name!" It supports disks up to 32MB in the 
shareware version and larger in the registered version, does an 
on-screen display while it's working, and can use a configuration 
file to allow you to fine-tune your directory structure, at half the 
cost of comparable commercial products. (IBM) 

•PERUSE 1.10 (Freeware on FF BBS; diskette $11 from Falk Data 
Systems, 5322 Rockwood Ct., El Paso, TX 79932): The first release 
of this program was reviewed in FF39; see that issue for a complete 
rundown on this freeware file viewer. This is a minor upgrade, now 
available on the BBS, that fixes a few bugs, improves the memory 
handling and status messages, and generally makes a slick program 
slicker. 

•POSTMODERN CULTURE #1 (E-mail version on request from 
pmc@ncsuvm.ncsu.edu; disk or microfiche version $15/yr from PO 
Box 5657, Raleigh, NC 27650; also on FF BBS): This interdisciplinary 
academic journal is primarily distributed free as electronic mail, but 
also available on diskette or fiche to those without net access. The 
first issue is nearly 400K of text, including reviews and editorial files 
as well as half a dozen articles. Writers here look at everything 
from the Tour de France to the Internet computer worm, trying to 
analyze what's going on in contemporary culture from a somewhat 
amorphous postmodern point of view. Kathy Acker provides what 
may be the most interesting piece, a choppy but reasonable 
exploration of a charge of plagiarism leveled at her own works. 
There is also a very strange shooting script for a Karl Marx video, 
among other goodies. (IBM) 

•QFORM (Shareware on FF BBS; registered version $10 from 
Dave Williams, Logical Systems, PO Box 181, Jacksonville, AR 
72076-0181): This is a replacement for the DOS FORMAT command, 
designed to allow more flexible formatting of floppy disks. It allows 
several options that DOS does not, including the ability to turn off 
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verify for speed and to format 42 tracks on to a 40-track diskette. 
(IBM)[ASP] 

•Jon Radel (PO Box 2276, Reston, VA 22090-0276) is a distributor 
of the public domain TeX typesetting software for PCs and 
compatibles. I hope to review the brand new emTeX in the next 
issue, if I can figure out where to find 11 megabytes or so of disk 
space for testing. Meanwhile, if you're looking for great output & 













challenging software, you can get Jon's catalog by sending him a 
couple of bucks. 

•SAVE THE PLANET (Shareware on FF BBS; registered version 
$15 from Save the Planet Shareware, PO Box 45, Pitkin, CO 81241): 
"A Database on Global Warming and Ozone Depletion", this is the 
first piece of environmental shareware I've seen. Driven by a 
somewhat clunky menu system, it's semi-hypertext approach can 
show you graphs of the world's temperature and C02 concentrations, 
text on reforestation, or pictures of the South Pole ozone hole. Lots 
of references are incorporated in the text parts as well. But there's 
more, including a basic text editor with the addresses of all the 
Congresscritters built into it. A nifty way to swap some environ¬ 
mental info and push people to do a little action on their own. 
(IBM) 

•TextCon (Shareware on FF BBS; registered version $25 from 
CrossCourt Systems, 1521 Greenview Ave., East Lansing, MI 48823): 
This is another one of those "how did I live without it?" utilities. 
TextCon exists to reformat and clean up ASCII files before you bring 
them into your word processor, mostly by getting rid of extraneous 
carriage returns and spaces. This can save hours of manual cleanup—I 
should know, because those are hours I've wasted in the past. The 
program is fast at what it does and intelligent, not breaking down 
on several different formats that I fed it in testing. In fact, some of 
this very issue of FF was processed through TextCon, which 
performed flawlessly. Also available from CrossCourt are TextOut/5, 
which converts Word Perfect 5.0 and 5.1 files to ASCII in ways 
better than WP itself, and ConvDW, which takes IBM DisplayWrite 
3,4 and 5 files and converts them to ASCII (both of these are also 
on the FF BBS, and register for $20 each). Elegant and useful 
software.

•DOS! stands for Data Outlet Shareware (PO Box 776, Macon, 
GA 31202-0776). They carry a whole mess of programs in a 
well-indexed catalog for only $3.50 per disk, and have a toll-free 
ordering line at 800-347-4306. Amy Today (640 Willowglen Rd., Santa 
Barbara, CA 93105) was recommended by a correspondent as the 
best place for Amiga shareware, at $2 per disk. (Amiga) PC-SIG 
(1030-D E. Duane Ave., Sunnyvale, CA 94086) maintains a large 
library with many of the most popular programs and also publishes 
SHAREWARE magazine. Members get a $2 discount on disks ordered 
from PC-SIG. (IBM) Reasonable Solutions (2101 W. Main St., 
Medford, OR 97501) tries to carry only the best, so they keep their 
stock down to about 250 programs. They've got good stocks of 


Windows and Word Perfect add-ins, among other things. $4 per 
disk for 1-9, $3 for 10 or more. (IBM) Shareware Elite (25 Cades 
Parc, Helston, Cornwall, TR13 8QS) is the only distributor in the 
British Isles that I have heard from directly. They sent us the 
September update to their nifty hypertext catalog on a 3 1/2" diskette, 
with descriptions of 700+ titles, graphic screens from new additions 
to their library, a list of popular disks and much more. Fun to play 
with, and a nice reference on the state of Shareware. Others report 
that Softcell Services (9 Wells Road, Riverside, Cardiff, CF1 8DW) 
and Software Link (5a Manchester Road, Denton, Manchester M34 
3JU) are good to deal with. (IBM) Shareware Express (27601 Forbes 
Rd. #37, Laguna Niguel, CA 92677), a company that marks programs 
down from $4.95 to $2.95 for special sales, and takes orders toll-free 
at 800-346-2842. (IBM) Sizzleware (PO Box 6429, Lake Charles, LA 
70606), a shareware distributor with a reasonably good stock and a 
price of $1.99 per diskette plus shipping. If you write they might 
send you a catalog. (IBM) The Software Labs (3767 Overland Ave. 
#112-115, Los Angeles, CA 90034) offers a wide variety of programs 
starting at $3.49 a disk for single quantities. (IBM)

If your zine or book or record or tape wasn't reviewed in this issue, 
it may very well be that I just couldn't deal with writing as much 
as I need to. I apologize, but there are bigger things on my mind 
right now. Life as usual seems drained of meaning, and just getting 
up in the morning takes an unusual effort. 

In December, the Small Press Support Foundation held its annual 
meeting, and decided to give grants to the following fanzines: 
BIMBOX (which has had problems with prudish US Customs agents). 
Bound Together Books (To help replace their front windows, broken 
by people who don't approve of their choice of literature), 
DECONTROL (A zine which the editor's parents tried to suppress), 
HEADTRIP (which is fighting obscenity charges in Ontario for 
publishing a comic), PENT-UP OBSERVATIONS (published from 
prison, despite considerable obstacles), DISEASED PARIAH NEWS 
(A PWA support zine), and J.D.s (another zine fighting censorship). 
Remember, 2% of your subscription goes to the SPSF, to support 
needy zines. If you don't approve, this isn't mandatory. 

If you sent in $16 for a subscription recently, you may notice 
that we've only given you five issues instead of the six you thought 
you were getting. That's because we've recently had to raise our 
prices (postage went up the day before this issue went in the mail) 
and are counting all subscriptions at the new prices. We're sorry 
about this, but there really isn't any alternative. We'd also like to 
apologize for any delays in shipping orders in the last several months; 
things have been confused in this office. 

The chief reason for the confusion has been the trimming of the 
FF editorial staff from three people to two. Jacob has returned to 
New Jersey to finish his doctoral dissertation; writing for the 
magazine was proving too seductive as compared to writing about 
the Hittites. Anyhow, Cari and I have been working out ways to 
carry on, and we're optimistic that we can handle the load. 
Incidentally, we're not printing any mail on Jacob's reviewing style 
in this issue, either pro or con, because he's not around to answer 
it. 

Also leaving the staff this time is Garry De Young. He took 
exception to a review of a book which he published, and submitted 
a "final column" to us. We would have published this, were it not 
for the fact that it was not a reply to the review but an attack on

Most of them either wallow in their own fashionable 
puke or brag about what they know but can't tell you. 
Avoiding these twin perils, INTERTEK has climbed up tot 
he top of my list. This issue has reports from conferences 
on cryonics and cryptography, an interview with hacker Erik 
Bloodaxe and one with EFF co-founder John Perry Barlow, 
and a general news roundup. There's also an FBI memo on 
TAP, notes on research into psychedelic drugs still going 
on, and "Monitoring Phone Lines with LMOS".

The Decentralist Network (DN) is a strategy for 
promoting individual liberty and decentralization at all 
levels. In order to prevent DN from becoming an organization, 
institution, or dogma, it shall remain a non-entity in any 
official sense. That is, we have no status as a business, 
church or non-profit organization. We are simply 
a network of individuals working in a variety of ways to 
change ourselves and society. DN is the means through which 
we share ideas, information and stategies. 

Light 4 Liberty . now in its second year of publication, is a 
newsletter of the DN (not the “official” newsletter; others 
are welcome to “compete” and start their own DN 
publications). Light 4 Liberty consists of essays, reviews, 
feedback from readers and networking information. In general, 
its point of view could be called mystical-decentralist- 
1ibertarian. 

Some of my favorite subjects to write about are: the 
individual and world events; the “One World" conspiracy; how 
the mass media brainwashes the masses; possible scenarios for 
the future (the Aquarian Age or the new Dark Ages?); 
techniques for personal transformation; new age vs. 
traditional approaches to religion and spirituality. In 
addition, I review books, publications and tapes on these and 
other subjects. 


Light 4 Liberty is published quarterly. Subscription price is 
$10/year or $3 for individual issues (please address 
envelopes and checks to L. Christopher, not DN or Light 4 
Liberty).

Half a dozen murders, two rapes, cereal idols defiled, 
no redeeming soci al value. (M-8/MG)

What this seems to mean in the premiere issue is mainly nature 
poetry, slow and careful observations of growing things and black 
bears. Geof Huth contributes some remarkably non-experimental 
work, while Boria Sax writes wonderfully evocatively of flowers in 
the forest. There is also an essay on Easter Island petroglyph legends.

□ART'S GARBAGE GAZETTE #9 (85<f from Art Paul Schlosser, 
214 Dunning, Madison, WI 53704): A small zine of doggerel and 
song lyrics. It's infused by silliness; the most memorable line here 
is "they want to ski/they go downhill/and they say 'weeeeee'". A 
Christmas/winter t heme pervades this issue. (M-8r /MG) 

John M. Bennett & Musicmaster, WOOD NYMPHS OF THE 
SAHARA ($3 from Luna Bisonte Prods, 137 Leland Ave., Columbus, 
OH 43214): Collaborations that take two madmen and meld them 
together into uneasy poetry, bits of bank machines and snapping 
beasts popping out all over. The poems run on at the mouth, 
throwing imagery until the reader has to cower in self-defense. Nice 
picture of a guy using a dragonfly as a baseball bat seems to sum 
up the spirit here, (D-12/MG) 


Beverly, AFTER LOVE ($1 from R.J. Neubauer, 3963 N. Creek 
Rd., Palmyra, NY 14522): A single poem about the aftermath of a 
love affair gone bad. The narrator changes habits and dress, but 
still cannot avoid painful memories. (S-7/MG) 

Javant Biarujia, THIS IS A TABLE ($4 from Trudy Mercer, emPo 
Publications, 1423 E. John St. #2, Seattle, WA 98112): A single 
270-line poem, each line consisting of "This is a [fill-in-the-blank] 
table". I suppose there must be some point here, but mostly it 
seems to be to de aden the listener's sensibilities. (D-20t/MG) 

BIG HAMMER #2 ($6.50 from David Roskos, PO Box 1698, New 
Brunswick, NJ 08901): The "Industrial Strength Issue" of this poetry 
zine (oh, there is some text work and some graphics, but poetry is 
the key) features a wide variety in a hefty package. Alan Catlin 
reports some more bar talk, Lamont Steptoe writes of Vietnam and 
its aftermath, Jeffrey Zable gets crazed by young girls. Plenty more 
here, poets of every shape and form, most writing of the here and

Some of the most 
forceful protest poetry I've ever read. A book to buy by a poet to 
watch, "the only thing you can count on/ is a trillion feet/ proudly 
giving you the ass kicking/ the world has been waiting for.// now/

Alan Catlin, BAR WARS ($5 from 143 Furman St„ Schenectady, 
NY 12304): Alan works as a bartender when he's not writing poetry 
and, judging by the works here, sometimes even when he is. He 
captures the flavor of the place well, a neverending parade of losers, 
stuck-up rich kids, cops, and other folks who inhabit different worlds 
than I do. Great poetry with an eye for fine detail and an ear for 
the irony of human life. (D-48t/MG) 

THE CHEESE MACHINE ($1 from Steve Stadtfeld, 4435 SE 
Belmont #7, Portland, OR 97215): Very close-to-the-bone musings 
on finding love, O.D.ing on self-help, intense introspection and...oh, 
some cheese.

Heated words 
here, and meaty, questioning the meaning of light beer, eccentricities 
and Diual-A-Porn adventures, to name a few.

Geof Huth, A FINGER OF SPEECH (ltf & a stamp from RD 5, 
Currybush Rd., Schenectady, NY 12306): A short poem on the 
business card of the job that Geof no longer has. It's a haiku-like 
image, a short bit o f word and image rubber-stampe d on.

Denny Way #202, Seattle, WA 98122): A book of concrete poetry 
by Geof, who has published a number of nice works.

POESY #2 ($1 from Poesy Productions, 3 Sunset Circle, Littleton, 
NH 03561): A nicely arranged zine—lots of chaotic if crude space 
around the poems—which features work by well-knowns Sigmund 
Weiss, John Grey, Drew Blood & Paul Weinman, and some hot 
numbers from Brett Rutherford like this: "December skies are 
ominous:/ gray walls of cloud/ obscure the universe./ Even the sun 
is secretive,/...Whoever thought that such a sun/ such arctic blasts,/ 
could herald liberation? Who knew what anthem/ the wind blasts 
bellowed,/ what symphony the arctic snows/ had scored on sky top?"

POETRY BREAK Nov./Dec. 1990 ($8/6 issues from Marjorie 
Talarico, PO Box 417, Dept. S, Oceanside, CA 92049-0417): A lot of 
poetry, mostly fairly conventional, crammed in between one set of 
covers. Christmas and New Year's poems, love poems, bits of 
sentiment and sadness. Most of the voices here seem to need a bit 
of coaxing yet. (HL-32r/MG) 

POETRY MOTEL #16 ($5 from Suburban Wilderness Press, 1619 
Jefferson, Duluth, MN 55812): The Motel is a wild place, low on 
capital letters, high on poems that grate and slide along the edges 
of acceptability. Bud Backen leads off here with strange tales of 
Lassie and Timmy; Ron Androla and Pat McKinnon are among those 
getting in licks latter. Strong work from Lorri Jackson, plus 
constructions by Miskowski and a short story by Willie Smith liven 
things up too. (HL-44/MG) 

THE POETRY PROJECT #139 (with $20 membership, from the 
Poetry Project, St. Mark's Church, 2nd Ave. & 10th St., NYC 10003): 
the theme in this number was "Appropriation", ie, found poems, 
cut-ups, &c. Examples appear, accompanied by an author's explana¬ 
tion of the process employed. Also includes events calendar & poetry 
book reviews. (S-22t/JR) 

THE POETRY READER Vol. 2 #6 ($2 from Snowbound Press, 
PO Box 250, West Monroe, NY 13167): No-frills presentation of 
relatively mainline poetry. There's bar drinkers and wil onions and 
tornadoes and the assorted detritus of life here, as a couple of dozen 
poets strut their stuff. (S-24/MG) 

RUBBISH #1 (SASE from Darrin Ego, 21 Vining St., Lisbon 
Falls, ME 04252): A brief collection of punkish poetry with a 
child's-drawing centerfold. The poems are a mix of alienation and 
rebellion, with the hope of drawing in more action from others on 
the scene. (L-2/MG) 

SHAMAN (50c from William Dockery, 2108 5th Ave., Phenix 
City, AL 36867): A short collection of Dockery's poetry that spans 
from 77-88. His style hasn't changed drastically, but the delivery 
and content mature as you go on. The earlier poems reflect a lonely, 
romantic view while the later ones are more detached and less 

introspective. (M-1 0/CG) _ 

SHE #5 (50c (?) from Rabiul Hasan, PO Box 1032, Alcorn State 
University. Lorman, MS 39096): A small zine of poetry. This issue 


features just two poems, one a love poem from the editor, the other 
a dather instructive one from Sigmund Weiss concerning the proper 
way to read his works. (D-4t/MG) 

Bill Shively, 2ND EDITION ($5 from Trudy Mercer, 1423 E. John 
St. #2, Seattle, WA 98112): A selection of poems written by an 
American in Japan. The best ones are the ones that capture a spark 
of life, arguing about the worth of haiku, bopping about the country. 
I thought the "serious" work, replete with Japanese characters and 
great respect, som ewhat less successful. (S-32t/MG ) 

THE SKROLL #2 (2 stamps from Terri Havens, 301 Court St., 
Little Valley, NY 14755): A single sheet of Gothic poetry, artwork, 
reviews. There's a letter here from GG Allin, suicidal stuff from the 
editor, and more to attract those who believe in darkness as a way 

of life. (L-l/MG) _ 

THE SKY'S OWN LIGHT $3 from Minotaur Press, PO Box 4039, 
Felton, CA 95018): A collection of poetry from Alaskan poets, mainly 
about Alaska. As one might expect, it's mostly nature-focused and 
majestic, though man and his pitiful excresences do intrude from 

time to time. (D-4 4/MG) _ 

J.J. Snow, THE MOVING DARKNESS ($2 from PO Box 250, W. 
Monroe, NY 13167): Nasty little poems about people ending up in 
the morgue and cheap hookers and people desperately trying to 
preserve their illusions. Even God seems a bit teed off here, using 
the rain as a sort of cosmic detergent. (D-16/MG) 

THE (something) Vol. VI #5 ($6/6 issues from 1520 Bryn Mawr 
Ave., Racine, WI 53403): An irregularly-published journal of poetry 
which seems to mutate as you read it. It starts with no-frills 
presentation of wild poets like Les Cammer and Paul Weinman and 
ends in a welter of collage around more staid folks like Gerald 
Locklin (who has a nice piece on Bukowski). A good mix from 
several corners of underground poetry. (S-18r/MG) 

Belinda Subraman, HALOWEEN: NOTES ON DEMONS ($4 from 
Buzzard's Roost Press, 1022 La Quinta St., Las Cruces, NM 88t)05): 
A deadpan comic-poetic treatise on the nature of demons. The work 
is often vividly descriptive: "one little green demon/ pulls a scale 
from his hide/ pierces it with a pencil/ glues it/ with super glue 
semen/ to an end table// and says inaudibly/ "this is for you baby"/ 
then he grins belches farts/ kisses his ass/ and is gone". Humor is 
a staple of the production: "I play my homemade tapes/ it almost 
always/ brings the demons/ they sound like hell/ it reminds them 
of home" The conceit isn't played out into great depth—these aren't 
Goya's Capriccio's —but they are skillful and entertaining light verse 
which I thoroughly enjoyed. (D-32t/JR) 

Belinda Subraman, HOME IS WHERE YOU ARE ($1.75 from 
Buzzard's Roost Press, 1002 La Quinta St., Las Cruces, NM 88005): 
A series of poetic character-sketches based on conversations with 
the homeless: a runaway girl, a crazy artist, an escapee from an 
old folks' home—done with considerable sensitivty and the clarity 
that makes all of Subraman's writing seductively readable. Her insight 
into what homelessnesss can mean is summed in the poem 
"Sunday,": "We saw their prison/ and felt better/ for being in our 
own.// We were glad to have a car/ we did not understand/ to take 
us somewhere/ we did not know.// We mumbled words at a flag/ 
then words from a bible/ while we studied our shoes.// We had 
dinner with people/ we did not like./ All our words were lies.// But 
without these conventions/ and societal acts/ what are we?// God, 
we are ourselves." (HS-12r/JR) 

SWAMP ROOT #6 ($5 from Route 2, Box 1098, Hiwassee One, 
Jacksboro, TN 37757): A perfect bound poetry mag that sometimes 
slips over the border into pretentiousness, as with the choice of an 
abominable pseudoscript typeface for a letter from one poet in this 
issue. But there's a lot to appreciate here too, including lovely gentle 
work from featured poet Tina Barr, "Reviews" done by simply 
excerpting, and photos and personal babble from those they publish. 
A bit academic in tone, but solid. (D-112t/MG) 

SWP'SIDE #10-25 ($1 from Suburban Wilderness Press, 1619 
Jefferson, Duluth, MN 55812): A series of poetry broadsides, a single 
poet (usually a single poem) plus artwork on a single sheet. Notables 
in this batch include Don Wleklinski's working-class "Little Joe and 
the P.O.' and Jennifer Jesseph's confused young "The Prayer".

Nancy Ellis Taylor, SWEEP OF ROSES ($2 (?) from Seminal Life 
Press, 2313 Santa Anita Ave., S. El Monte, CA 91733): Spidery webs 
of poetic words, very sparse and economical in their ability to capture 
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feelings and images without verbosity. Roses appear many times, 
along with other imagery drawn from weather and living things. A 
strong sense of connections with the earth pervades Taylor's work.

THIN CRASH #1 ($1.25 [no checks] from Gangbox, 2314 J. St 
Box 122, Sacramento, CA 95816): A new zine of poetry and artwork 
put together by Kevin Seconds. Besides Kevin's own work, this 
introductory issue includes Chris Carnahan, Kristoff R., Cliff Hopkins 
and a few other poets. Mostly these guys are more interested in 
pinning down a thought or emotion than in any fancy forms, 
resulting in a series of near-prose pieces that jerk around and poke 

at the reader. (S-1 0/MG) _ 

THIRTEEN Vol. IX #2 ($2.50 from PO Box 392, Portiandville, 
NY 13834-0392): A poetry magazine with a packed layout that allows 
them to get a great many poems in without emphasizing any of 
them. From the stew a few things catch my eye: Marikay Brown's 
"In a Poem" wisps of remembered love, W. Gregory Stewards bizarre 

"Anchovy Control ". (S-44/MG) _ 

Cheryl A. Townsend, MY LIPS ($1.75 from Vergin Press, PO 
Box 370322, El Paso, TX 79937): Most of this is more short erotic 
couplings from Cat, in defiance of any supposed retreat from sexual 
openness in these post-AIDS days. The centerfold is something new, 
a longpoem on the same theme, called "Hot Blues". In its extended 
description it makes the others seem even more quick, and even a 

bit unsatisfying. ( D-10/MG) _ 

TRAMP #9 ($3 from PO Box 1386, Columbia, SC 29202-1386): 
Poetry that kind of wiggles back and forth between environment 
and love relations. "Okay, Kiddo..." by Glen Armstrong and J. Scott 
Grantham's "Bric-A-Brac" were two fine examples of the poetry and 
prose you find inside. Visual layout could be helped by some more 

art, however. (D-2 6/CG) _ 

TREES (50<i (?) from Poetry of the People, PO Box 13077, 
Gainesville, FL 32604): It looks like editor Paul Cohen said to his 
friends "Write about trees", and they did. Only Scott Alt rises above 
simple description, and even his end result is sort of hokey.

UNDERPASS #4 ($6.95 from #574-21, 10405-Jasper Ave., 
Edmonton, Alberta, T5J 3S2, CANADA): A perfect-bound poetry 
annual with an eye for the experimental and surreal, not pushing 
too much into the area of visual poetry (though a few examples 
appear here) but rather playing with the possibilities of words and 
fractured imagery. Anyel Olette's "Earth Mother" is one of the more 
effective pieces here, a walk through memory and the different 

worlds we all inha bit. (D-80t/MG) _ 

Roberto Valenza, RAW ROAR SEX POEMS ($3 from 925 14th 
Ave., Seattle, WA 98122): Well, the title pretty much says it all. 
These are poems of the sex act (mostly—a few kinky things wander 
in now and then) told with breathless urgency. It's almost as if the 
intensity of the experience has lowered the precision of the poet's 
words, making these gasps of emotion rather than crafted pieces.

WAR OF THE WORDS ($3 from Hilltop Press, 4 Nowell Place, 
Almondbury, Huddersfield, West Yorkshire, HD5 8PD, UK): "A

SF fannish references. As such, this slim volume will be mainly of 
interest to fans and historians rather than poetry lovers, though 
John Brunner contributes some clever doggerel and Vincent Clarke 
does good work as well. With some explanations of the history and

Paul Weinman & Mike Diana, SEX KILLS (2 25* stamps from 
Michael C. Diana, PO Box 5254, Largo, FL 34649-5254): "God is Sex 
and Gore," declares the illustrator. By this definition his pictures are 
an act of piety. Poet Weinman follows suit with some of his most 
loathesome work t o date: Whiteboy genital mutila tion. (M-20r/JR) 
Paul Weinman & Holly Day, PAUL AND HOLLY WENT UP 
THE HILL TO FUCK EACH OTHER OVER ($2 from DPRL, 3410 
First St., Riverside, CA 92501): A collection of linked poems, the 
poets tackling identical subjects from different sides. Paul and Holly 
play off each other well, telling stories, engaging in grossout contests, 
generally one-upping each other. (D-20r/MG) 

WHAT HAPPENS NEXT #10 ($2 from Alan Blaustein, 89 E. 3rd 
St. #3C, New York, NY 10003): Mostly poetry, though concrete 
poetry and fiction excerpts and essays make it too—Dave Huberman 
on methadone this time, for example. Alan Kaufman supplies a 
pre-war Kuwait poem, gavin moses on AIDS, lots of city-grimy 

poems of strugglin g life here. (S-50/MG) _ 

Gail D Whitter & Owen Neill, SHE SAID HE SAID ($3 from 
Trabarni Productions, 1531-550 Cottonwood Ave., Coquitiam, BC V3J 
2S1 Canada): A dialogue of responding alternate poems by the above 
authors, in which the man's voice is vague and literary, at times 
unhappily rhyming, while the woman is clear and assured, and on 
occaision as interesting as: "& tonight/ I will burn/ in your walls// 
& tonight/ like thi s candle/ you will weep. (D-24t/J R) 

Yerima, MALCOLM X (50* (?) from Poetry of the People, PO 
Box 13077, Gainesville, FL 32604): A small chapbook,,of poetry told 
in the voice of Malcolm X, recounting his history from broken 
childhood to death . Friendly and firmly free. (M-8 r/MG) 

Rotcod Zzaj, CAPTAIN CAPPUCINO'S NAPKIN OVA ($2 (?) 
from D. Metcalf, PO Box 2879, APO San Francisco, CA 96218): Short 
blurts of poetry on stylized napkins, from an artist better known 
(at least around FF) for improvisational music. Some of these seem 
to be bar poems, others are reflections on a growing relationship. 
Very obscure in many places, reflecting the poet's inner thoughts 
to himself and perhaps not much further. (S-23/MG)

•David Chikhladze (USSR, Georgia, 380002, Tbilisi, Ninoshvili st. 
11) sent along some original concrete poetry, words rumbling down 
the page in confusion in both English and Russian.

A1 Ackerman, KEATS and TWEET (Donation 
from Clarke Sany, 208 Routt St., San Antonio, TX 
78209): One of Blaster Al's more delphic produc¬ 
tions, KEATS deals with "Moses and the Butt 
Rushes,"—a seismic colic that rolled the patriarch 
up and down the streets of Egypt. More puzzling 
than amusing, I fear. The latest development in 
Ack's lifelong interest in the mighty workings of 
the lower digestive tract.TWEET was the diary of 
a madman whose several organs and body parts, 
distracted by starvation, utter scary nonsense. 

Something like Menenius' tale in Coriolanus 1:1, 
only here the asshole speaks and with a breath 
"which ne'er came from the lungs." (D-4/JR) 

Daniel Adams, EXPERIMENT IN ENDEAR- 
MENT (50* & SASE from PO Drawer 376, 601 
Arlington Ave., Cameron, WI 54822): Though set 
up as a play, this is pretty conceptual—scenes set 
inside the characters' minds, whole scenes that 
disappear in dreams of the writer, and so on. Very 
odd and probably impossible to stage. (S-5/MG) 

Bob Albrecht & George Firedrake, TEACHING 
BASIC TO KIDS (SASE from PO Box 1635, 

Sebastopol, CA 95473-1635): A basic introduction to 
the computer language BASIC. It starts off with 
simple things—noise and color and the time of 
day—showing how simple it is to tell a computer 
to do what you want. Being distributed as a 
"sharebook", waiti ng for responses. (S-10/MG) 

ARE ALL TRAFFIC LAWS REALLY NECES¬ 
SARY? YOU DECIDE! (Donation from Crusade to

Alexander Baron, UNITED EUROPE, DIVIDED BRITAIN (£1.50 
from Room 10, 29 Harper Road, London SE1 6AW, ENGLAND): 
Analysis of the political scene in Britain from someone who doesn't 
seem to like it very much. Concerns include Draconian treatment 
of the unemployed, the lack of responsibility on the part of the 
press, and the conspiratorial drive to give up British sovereignty to 
a united Europe. Rather heavy going for those on this side of the 
Atlantic.

James Barr,THE BASALISK PAPERS :($2? from Basalisk Arcane 
Archives, James Barr, No.22, 824 NE 45th, Seattle, WA 98105): This 
painstakingly hand-calligraphed number is a firsthand account of the 
Tuareg, Nomadic Berber Moslems of the Air Mountains of Niger. 
The author was concerned to contact one of the Sufi Shaikhs for 
answers to certain metaphysical questions—it was necessary to go 
thus somewhat far afield to find a pir whose doctrine was not 
corrupted by contact with the modern world. Writ in the 19th 
Century grand style, as is this review, the document is accompanied 
by copious scholarly references and explanatory notes. As far as in 
me lies to judge—being but an amateur of things Islamic—this seems 
an excellent and original contribution to the scholarship. (S-19JR) 


John M. Bennett, SEETHE MODOM (50*? from 
Luna Bisonte Prods, 137 Leland Ave., Columbus, 
OH 43214): Illegible calligraphy, illuminated with 
dots and scribbles. (D-4/JR) 

BIG NIGHT MARCH OF INFINITE SILVER ($1 
from Ranjit Bhatmayor, PO Box 8166, Philadelphia, 
PA 19101-8166): A set of pictures made by combining 
bits of textured materials and photocopying the 
results. What it ends up as is sort of charming 
pictures of little folks trotting across imaginary 
landscapes. (S-5/MG) 

Jeff Buddie, NO WHITE ELEPHANT (75* CASH 
from PO Box 5961, Buena Park, CA 90622): Short 
stories, miscellaneous prose, and poetry of public 
catharsis. Mostly it seems to be Jeff working out 
the pain of a failed relationship. There are no 
conclusions here, just images, actions, the hint of 

rebirth. (D-16r/MG)_ 

Peter Joseph Burtt, PLAYING THE NICKEL 
RADIO ($3 from 13140 Frati Ln., Sebastopol, CA 
95472): A chapbook of stories, high-contrast art, and 
short poems. Burtt writes mostly about people on 
the low side of society, trying to survive while they 
do obscure and violent things. A very affecting 
reminiscence of a relative with a motorcycle and a 
tragic death is near the end, a fitting coda. Strong 
writing. (D-44r/MG) 

C.J. "Crackerjack" Case, HOW TO BECOME A 
MERCHANT SEAMAN ($8.95 from C.J. Case, 341 
W. Broadway #321, San Diego, CA 92101): This is 
an overview of the process of becoming a merchant 
seaman via the Military Sealift-Command, which 
supplies civilian sailors for some Navy vessel?. It's 
full of detail on how to apply and what you should 
know, and goes into the perqs of the job at length. 
The author has been around the world doing this, 
and seems to know what he's talking about. 
(D-32t/MG) 

Jim Cheff, MR PLANET, THE ROMANCE OF 
THE UNIVERSE ($3 from Jim Cheff, 59 Forrestal 
Dr., Mastic, NY 11950): This is the first of a five 
part serialisation of a novel which will be published 
a year from now. It's a drama of a Human Soul, 
and apparently THE Human soul, divided among seven beings 
distributed through time and space. Their interactions, as they come 
together, will determine the nature of the Universe. The story is 
told through four accounts or "gospels": those of an avenging angel, 
a lover, a monk & a scientist. TTie bulk of this installment is narrated 
by the scientist, Joseph Planet, who is engaged on a secret 
archaeological expedition in which he is confronted with what one 
might term the Dead Sea Diskettes. He is assisted by a little girl 
possessed by the Devil who identifies herself as "Legion" afid is 
extremely good and wickedly witty company. The writing is of the 
very first order—every page asparkle with little well-fabricated 
"ingenuous" utterances and details that lend credibility to the 
imaginary worlds. All the characters are fascinating—and none more 
so than the brilliant Joseph Planet, who finds himself pitted against 
the "Church of Brad and Dwayne," masters of an empire of 
televangelical shopping malls. Illustrated by the author with 
sculptures that are photographed and enhanced with xerography and 
computer. It is impossible to tell how well Cheff will succeed with 
this epic undertaking, but part one is the most entrancing, funny 
& brilliant religious SF Ive read since Dick's DIVINE INVASION, 
a book with which it has a number of affinities. I think Mr. Cheff 
is at the beginnin g of a great career. (S-6QyJR) 

Anthony Lee Collins, A SANE MAN (50* from Concrete Caverns 
Graphix, 70A Greenwich Ave. #186, New York, NY 10011): First 
chapter of a murder mystery novel being serialized a chapter at a 
time on no fixed schedule. After a rather confusing flashforward, 
Collins sets about establishing his lead characters, including the 
slightly confused protagonist, his sister and live-in female lover, and 
his own girlfriend and her brother. Enough idiosyncracies to be 
interesting so far.

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Jennifer Curtiss, SHORT STORIES FROM LIFE ($3.50 from 
Wowapi, 5746 Oram, Dallas, TX 75206): A collection of blunt and 
somewhat nasty shorts.

life (imaginary, as the author has never met me) and more. Sort of 
a low-budget unde rground ILLUMINATUSf. (S-14/ MG) 

X. Sharks DeSpot, GAME SHOW FROM HELL (Free from 2225 
Montego Dr., Lansing, MI 48912): An strong essay about the history 
of war, morals and political decisions of this century, compelling its 
readers to contemplate what, if any, our moral choices are in the 
Persian global event. DeSpot backs his knowledge with extensive 
reading and cultural awareness (both Patton and Ace Backwords 
appear as having affected his opinions). (S-8/CG) 

X. Sharks Despot, THE DREAM OF ALBERT FRANKMAN (free 
from X Sharks Despot, 2225 Montego Dr., Lansing, MI 48912):

Yael R. Dragwyla, MAGICK AND ASTROLOGY: THE MATH¬ 
EMATICAL EXPLOITATION OF MUTAL RECEPTIONS AS A 
SUCCESSFUL RITUAL TECHNIQUE FOR CAUSING CHANGE IN 
CONFORMITY WITH WILL ($6 from PO Box 45792, Seattle, WA 
98145-0792): Alternatively titled "Changing Universes for Fun and 
Profit", this is a technical treatise for the magician and astrologer.

Blake Edwards, IT'S NOT RAPE IF THEY'RE ALREADY DEAD 
($1.75 CASH/Stamps from Crippled Intellect Productions, 2537 Colgate 
Way, Riverside, CA 92507): Three short stories and a play, all 
somewhere off on the edge. Edwards has a satirical bent and works 
in a sort of punk milieu. Interesting work, though not at all usual.

There are strange incidents both real 
and hallucinatory, an eye for human and natural detail. The narrative 
seems almost alleg orical in its potency.

Marc Fischer, MONITOR OF HUMAN PERFORMANCE ($2 from 
234 Lloyd Ave., Wynnewood, PA 19096): A personal diary of a 
summer spent mainly working at Woolworth's. Marc more than 
adequately portrays the horror of working at a place like that, and 
gets what little remained of his social life down on the page as 
well. An enjoyable read; he's a keen observer of life. (HL-48t/MG) 
FLIPPERBALL FLOOZIE (75* postage from Stevyn, PO Box 1905, 
Boulder, CO 80306): A reprint of a booklet we reviewed a few years 
back, now once again available through the services of IRON

Bob Grumman, 4 VIEWS OF THE SEA ($1 from Trudy Mercer, 
1423 E. John St. #2, Seattle, WA 98112): A selection of visual poems, 
done with the typewriter as a drawing tool, and then selectively 
blocked out to suggest dolphins, whales, and the play of light on 
the waves. Densely detailed but not overheavy with information. 
(HL-4/MG) 

Michael A. Hoffman II, THEY WERE WHITE AND THEY WERE 
SLAVES ($5 from Wiswell Ruffin House, PO Box 236, Dresden, NY 
14441): Subtitled "The Untold History of the Enslavement of Whites 
in Early America", this is a reasonably solid investigation of the 
status of indentured servants, pressganged children and other Whites 
in the colonies in the 17th and 18th centuries. Hoffman adequately 
documents that things were not any better for White "servants" 
than they were for Black "slaves". Hoffman erects a superstructure 
on this foundation of political argument that Blacks do not deseve 
special treatment today, since everyone's ancestors were oppressed 
by a small wealthy minority. (D-49t/MG) 

INSIDE THE INSIDE OF THE CITY ($1 (?) from RAMP, 5052 
S. Calumet, Chicago, IL 60615): Stories and poems produced by kids 
in the Reading And Math Program, an optional summer learning 
experience in inner city Chicago. The kids here range from 4 to 16, 
and write of life as they see it. Some elegant poetry, some simple 
stories that bear the marks of just learning what a fun thing it is 
to write.

AN INTRODUCTION TO THE HISTORY AND DATA BASE

under artifacts, or zines, or maybe even books. Anyhow, there are 
a number of items within the black plastic case here. First is 
dboocmarqp #2, a popsicle stick with that printed on it. Then there 
is, on several small pieces of paper, a history of the dbqp press, 
followed by a list of the titles it puts out. Next is "A Brief Look at 
the Archives of dbqp", growing from Geof's professional interest in 
archivology, along with "lxl", precise descriptions of every item the 
press has published. The complete poetry zine ALABAMA DOG- 
SHOE MOUSTACHE is next, with its sewing-machine binding and 
nutty typesetting. A FUSE, FRIENDS excerpts letters while SOCKS, 
DREGS AND ROCKING CHAIRS is the comics part of the output. 
Wrapping it all up are an issue of THE SUBTLE JOURNAL OF 
RAW COINAGE, OVINGM #3, and a curious film object. Fun and 
funky collectible fo r the small press freak.

INTRODUCTION TO PROBABLE CAUSE ( 0 6°° from The Justice 
Advocate, PO Box 3125, Denver, CO 80201): This is just what it 
says, an introduction to the thorny subject of probable cause.

Marina LaPalma, GRAMMARS FOR JESS & TWENTY-TWO 
CROPPED SETS ($4.50 from 815 N. Gardner St., Los Angeles, CA 
90046): A pair of fragmented prose pieces which seem as if they 
should have Great Significance, judging by the craft lavished on 
their writing. LaPalma describes complex interrelationships, people 
interacting in a complex ballet with no rules given. Somehow there 
is a very Europea n flavor about it all.

Marina LaPalma, HALF-LIFE ($3 (?) from 815 N. Gardner St., 
Los Angeles, CA 90046): There's a clue top Marina's disjointed style 
in the closing poem here: "Because the thoughts come too fast for 
pen or tongue". It seems always as if words, phrases, whole 
characters are being left out as the storylines in these poems and 
prose pieces hop around, skipping from character to character and 
sketching quickly before moving on.

In this one, the young 
successful couple move to the country, only to find that the old 
ways survive and they are to be serfs, at the disposal of the lords 
and ladies of the manor. Explicit and sublimely ridiculous. Due to 
repressive British laws, these booklets are only available to club 
members; for information and a complete catalog, send $1 cash.

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LORRAIN OSMAN: IN HIS OWN WORDS (£1 from Room 10, 
29 Harper Road, London SE1 6AW, ENGLAND): An interview with 
Malay businessman Lorrain Osman, who has achieved the dubious 
distinction of being Britain's longest serving unconvicted prisoner. 
He's now been behind bars for over five years, despite (according 
to this pamphlet) only the shakiest of evidence having been presented 
and the admitted perjury of his major accuser.

50* and an SASE each, for as many 
as you can stand. 
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EXPERIODDICA 

by Bob Grumman 

A few columns ago I spoke of something I called the "clarity 
continuum." Much of the experioddica I review seems dangerously 
close to the over-complicated end of this continuum, but some seems 
boringly near the opposite end. Other materials are hard to place, 
though. Take the work "written" by Miekal And's Pataliterator 
computer program for issue #3 of the impossible utterance which 
consists of six separately titled but allied paragraph-sized sections 
made up of words like—well, its opening section begins "rasttour 
egoafuyzoor utegoywtaproto( .Equith (/." According to Mike 
Gunderlo/s review of it in a previous issue of FACTSHEET FIVE, 
it is "not especially readable, though it is almost maddeningly close 
to language." 

At first I would have assigned it to the over-simple end of the 
clarity continuum, as being straightforward nonsense. Indeed, I was 
planning to base my whole column this time on it, showing how 
successful experioddica avoids its opacity, and unsuccessful experiod¬ 
dica does not. Unfortunately, on more closely examining it, I found 
it isn't simple nonsense, but a kind of near-sense like the language 
of FINNEGAN'S WAKE. For one thing, it is unnonsensically syllabic; 
that is, each of its words can be broken down into pronounceable 
syllables (albeit one has to strain to mouth words like "sdoopcurk" 
and "obh"). Moreover, its syllables suggest words just often enough 
to qualify as literature—it can to some slight degree be read (though 
I concur with Gunderloy that it is "not especially readable"). 
"Winteretour," the title of the sequence's first section, is certainly 
clear enough, and "beleyngeuse" suggests some star to me (or is 
it a galaxy?) "finacy" must have something to do with finality and 
finickiness, and the finite. ".Gudtly" brings to mind the gadfly 
waisle—I mean, while—"lyuxter" is lustrous, in the particular way 
the best wives ("wife" in Latin is "uxor") are. In short, And's 
sequence is at the complicated end of the clarity continuum—"almost 
maddeningly close to language." It thus compels the reader patient 
enough to stay with it to try to decode it. It is therefore not what 
I'd call a pseudo-language but a near-language. Aside from all that, 
though, what good is it? 

I don't know. Certainly it works in spots like a good collage, 
splatching unlikelies together in sudden luminance: e.g., "Or- 
ryseneyex) reixoozeom orryuthmn" whirls me into botany, vague 
thoughts of rhizomes (whatever they are), and a huge haze of 
Victorian Naturalists uner-labeling the green world in Ancient Greek, 
brimming with "orry-ness"—"orry" having to do with the love of 
Or (i.e. choices) that underlies so much of the best Science and 
Poetry. Likewise, "kjayprety reveybworty" dunks me into orry woods 
with relevatory/reverberating/"worty" pretty jays. And all of it spins 
with the joy of naming. 

So, And's piece works alphaconceptually (below the level of 
words, that is—at the level of syllables and letter-combinations) to 
noise the reader free of ordinary language, opening him to new 
angles into reality and language both. Meanwhile, judicious repetition 
of syllables and entire "words" keeps it from seeming arbitrary, 
keeps it "responsibly" tied to some continuing topic. Moreover, the 
reappearing words act like revived themes in music, like friends 
suddenly cropping up in unfamiliar new places. 

But there is a tedious side to all this. So many of the words fail 
to suggest enough "reality" that they do madden. This is the main 
problem with the literary equivalent of non-representational painting: 
whereas cultured people need not see a particular thing represented 
by a combination of colors but can enjoy the colors as simply 
elements in a design, even though they tend to try to read 
letter-clusters, try to find what they symbolize. Whether this is a 
habit worth breaking seems doubtful, for letters as letters are rather 
drab, visually, and syllables only fractionally as interesting to the 
ear as even the most primitive music. The problem with And's texts 
is that the colored moments are too infrequent, and fail to interrelate 
to any significant degree: a collection of gorgeous notes which never 
achieve (or try to achieve) a melody. Nonetheless, Seth Tisue and 
Brad Russell, the editors of the impossible utterance, should be 
commended for publishing And's work. (1) I might be underrating 
it, and (2) even if not, it opens new routes to esthetic experience, 
and new routes to esthetic experience, whatever their flaws, are 
always better than known routes. 

As for the rest of the impossible utterance, issue #3, its editors 
have illustrated And's sequence with computer-generated images 
consisting primarily of black and white rectangles, and letters and 


numerals, and fragments thereof. I found these illustrations appealing 
as vizlation (my original, amazingly popular neology for "visual art" 
to which I've returned after trying out "pictration" for a while). I 
also found them interestingly unmaddening due to their clearly 
non-verbal nature. One has no inclination to try to read them, one 
is content to enjoy them simply as collections of letters going through 
interesting splurgings, and vibrations (reminding me of the wave- 
patterns through consciousness that their meanings become). The 
key here is that no words seem even begun, so no lust to read is 
frustrated. 



Even further in that direction is a current offering from Utopic 
Furnace Press (1520 N. Hayworth Ave., #15, Los Angeles, CA 90046), 
a four-page, $1 book by Joe Blades that has no title, unless it is 
"Dec 31 1988," which has been rubber-stamped on its title page. 
Aside from the date, the book contains little but letter-sized vertical 
lines. They are grouped like words—and the "words" are para¬ 
graphed. Moreover, at the top of the first page, by itself, is a single 
vertical—a "one" in other words. So: a text of sorts, a formal 
text—consisting not of pseudo-words but pseudo-letters. Rather 
boring-seeming except that not all of the vertical lines are the same 
size, and a few lean; more important, some are blotched. 

The effect, for me, is riveting: human efforts to code reality that 
are cuneiform-ancient and computer-now at the same time. And the 
blotches add suggestions of Chinese ideograms that tease one into 
dreaming all kinds of small stories out of the opening doors the 
verticals suddenly become. Language aborning? Or language drawing 
back into the sensual after imprisonment in ultimate abstractedness? 
Whatever, I find it an example of minimalism at its best, and well 
worth continued explorations. 

Another $1 booklet from Utopic Furnace should also be mentioned 
here: the late Shaunt Basmajian's I AM/I'M. It consists almost entirely 
of lines in the form, "I AM X," or "I'M X." Most of them are 
simple: "I AM THE OTHER WOMAN/ I AM THE SEA/ I AM THE 
WALRUS/ I'M THE WAY/ I AM WAITING," for example but their 
I's soon begin opening into the same kind of interesting and 
more-than-interesting worlds the verticals of Joe Blades do. 

Somewhere between the Basmajian book and Miekal And's 
pataliterations is Crag Hill's recent book, TRAiNS SL:AY HUNS ($3 
from Generator Press, 8139 Midland Rd, Mentor, OH 44060). In it 
Hill plunges into 16 poems by other people and re-magicks them 
with Joycean misspellings like the one he translated his title into, 
and with spoonerisms, puns and the like. Thus he makes one of 
my all-time favorite poems, William Carlos Williams', "The Red 
Wheelbarrow," into "The Real Wed Pharoah." So, among other 
things, we have two voyages to travel at once; one through American 
farmland, and one through Ancient Egypt. And the coilaging works 
both jocularly and...transcendentally as Hill moves from "so clutch 
knee bends/ mop on" (for Williams' "so much depends/ upon" to 
"we bide the site/ clicking" (for "beside the white/ chickens"). Note, 
for instance, the way the latter barbarically brings the slang for 
"being highly effective," "clicking," exactly appropriately into a kind 
of final archaeological reverence for the ancient "wed Pharoah" and 
his implied pyramids. But Hill's knee bends here are also for the 
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someday-to-be-equally-ancient scenes depicted by Williams, and for 
poetry, and all archaeologizing. 

Among the other poets Hill carefrees into are Yeats, Stevens, 
Bromige, Wright, Eigner, and Blake. I was unfamiliar with the 
originals of several of the poems, which lessened but did not erase 
my enjoyment of them. My only negative comment about Hill's 
book is that its introduction, also by Hill, contains perhaps the silliest 
quotation I've ever read, something by Basil Bunting that validly 
emphasizes the importance of the way poems sound, but then turns 
insane with the claim that "we lose very little buy not knowing 
what (a poem's) words mean, so long as we can pronounce them." 
That's like saying we lose little by not knowing the pitch of the 
notes in a piece of music, so long as we know how long each is 
to be held. Nothing wrong with asemantic designs composed of bits 
of words, but they are not poetry; if anything, they are music. And 
they will have esthetic interest only to the degree that they break 
out of the asemantic long enough to initiate connotations. No, I 
take that back. Babble might have the same restful effect as 
sea-sounds—incomprehensible in any verbal way, but speaking 
profoundly of humanity, as the seasounds speak of Nature. 

In RIMAGE ($4.50 from Tsumani Editions, 1727 William St., #3, 
Vancouver, BC, V5L 2R5, CANADA) John Byrum uses words in a 
way somewhat like Hill's—that is, he has an organizing principal. 
It isn't a series of "under-texts" like Hill's but a rectangle formed 
by the letters of a single word, enlarged and capitalized. An example: 
"STAMIN." Its first three letters are in a row two inches or so 
above its last three, and exactly over them. Two columns of varied 
words in small type (and lower case) ascend through "STAMIN," 
one between its M and I (and S and T), the other between its I 
and N (and T and A). The effect suggest a flower's stamen releasing 
pollen, but also the spouting of creativity. 

The misspelling of "stamen" also allows for the disconcealment 
3f the word, "stain." The main effect of the flower-image would 
.vork no matter what the words flowing up were, but the ones 
3yrum has chosen add all kinds of fascinating secondary connota- 
ions, and their spacing allows for various combinations like "moving 
dotation," and "deft moving hand" which bring even more 
annotations into the mix. "Spire" and "stellar" especially lyricize 
he piece for me. As for the simple column form of the poem, 
vhich allows for the words-as-pollen metaphor, and much more, its 
:oming after differently scattered words in simitar but subtly different 
irrays, which have nothing to do with flowers, or nature, gives it 
i great deal of extra vigor. The context of "stamin" is meaningful, 
too, coming after an array whose targe letters spell, "TRANSCODE," 
which in turn followed one whose letters spelled, "SYZYGY." In 
other words, all the frames of Byrum's fine sequence interact with 
each other in a collagical way, too. And a marvelous unmiring of 
the mind is effected. 

But wait. "Stamin" is an actual word. It means, "a coarse woolen 
fabric used in the manufacture of garments," and comes for the 
Latin, "stamineus," which means, "consisting of threads." So (and 
I have all this from Byrum, with whom I consulted after writing 
the previous paragraph) while the poem is supposed to bring a 
flower's stamen to mind, it is mainly, in Byrum's view, intended to 
contrast "what nature does in the flower" with man's manufacture 
of a body covering. There's an intentional suggestion of "stay 
minimal" as opposed to "stay men" there, too. So the piece, again 
according to Byrum, "is a darker look at procreation as culture 
covers it in ritual, shame, mystification; in a word, problematizes 
it. And necessarily so. The rage to procreate must be balanced, 
withheld, held in check by the warp and weft of artificial cloth 
surfaces covering the original body." Finally, the work also includes 
considerations of all the other weavings to which man subjects (or, 
if you prefer, with which he enriches) times, space and the search 
for truth. 

I go into this in such detail because (1) I find it interesting in 
itself, but (2) because it shows how much there always remains to 
be found in the best pluraesthetic poetry: even I, a World-Champion 
at foisting meanings on such work, missed more than half the best 
meanings of Byrum's piece before checking with Byrum himself. Oh, 
well, at least I had sense enough to know I might have been missing 
something —- 

—• as I always do in the work of Jake Berry. It seems to me 
that he is the most difficult serious artist now on the scene. But his 
mastery of techniques drawn from almost every available media 
(collage, drawing, graffiti, visual poetry, textual poetry, alphacon- 
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ceptual poetry, sound poetry, jazz, found art—you name it) and his 
range of subject matter (metaphysics and physics, religion and sex, 
technology and archaeology, mysticism and bathroom-reality, and 
on and ON) and his unstoppable originality make him also one of 
the few current otherstream artists around that I'm certain is 
important. (Bennett and Kempton are two others, but there are 
more—Hill and Byrum, for instance; indeed, there are a lot more 
that "a few!") 

My only real problem with Berry is that's he's extremely hard 
for me to write about. I feel I can say intelligent things about parts 
of his pieces, but I have trouble charting the larger coherences I 
know are also there—my critical vocabulary just isn't up to it. But, 
in my behalf, I should also acknowledge that I haven't been involved 
with Berry's oeuvre as long as I've been involved with others I've 
been writing about. Anyway, I just want to say here that he has 
some terrific work in NRG 32, including two sections of his 
CANTOS-level lifework, BRAMBU DREZEL, and some caterwaul- 
ingly fine illuscriptions (that is, combinations of illustration and 
script). One of the tatter splendidly evokes Jackson Pollock (paintings 
like his "Echo" of 1951 more than his more famous "drip" paintings) 
with its stash and slur of black. But it clicks most with a string of 
eight relatively obscure white zeroes. The zeroes are billboard-ad 
unhomemadem in startling contrast to the rest of the piece's 
untamedness, and thus say something profound but not completely 
comprehensible about the formal zeroes that all wildernesses of art 
or thought or life finally issue out of—or make known—or...? 
Whatever, they also connect with part of the afore-mentioned Brambu 
excerpts: "cabin of leopard face hermit./ 13 years of writing./ 
resurgent zeroes." 

There is much else of value in NRG 32 ($2 from 6735 SE 78th, 
Portland, OR 97206), by the way, including a ringingly surrealized 
short story by Greg Evason called "Fast Tiff" (which, Greg informed 
me after I wrote the first version of this review, was based on, of 
all things, Truman Capote's Breakfast at Tiffany's !), some neato 
non-representational drawings by Walt Phillips, and the usual fine 
range of the mostly dislocational poetry that NRG has championed 
for so long. (It's a shame that editor Dan Raphael will soon be 
folding the magazine—but after only three years of running the 
Runaway Spoon Press, I can certainly sympathize). 

Berry is also a valuable publisher/editor whose personality is 
royally imprinted on his latest publication, MODOM 4, a broadside 
available for a buck from Box 3112, Florence, AL 35630. Although 
it reminds me of the fine collaged collections Ryosuke Cohen in 
Japan puts out except that it contains poetry, and is nearly as close 
to the complxyghfd edge of the clarity continuum as its editor's 
work. Eberly, Miskowski, Winkler, Selby, Bennett, Huth, Malok, 
Evason and other experioddica poets and illustrators new to me 
such as Jeff Jackson, Jennifer Harrison, Don Bapst, J. Ryan and 
Robert Franza. My favorite piece in the issue is the following, by 
Malok: "I eat spiders.' I vomit void molecules.' I drink the 
wonder-brook./ I piss the magnetic polarity./ I fuck the emotional 
nothingness./1 fee my birds stupid." The last line truly zonks me—it 
is very funny but also conveys the upful idea of feeding birds 
"stupid," which the context suggests is a kind of positive 
psychological state jenjoyed by the blessed as they soar beyond such 
conceptualistic static as—I have to admit—this column of 
mine...which I here end.

THE TALE OF THE MIS¬ 
DIRECTED EDITOR AND THE UN¬ 
ORGANIZED STAFF 

This is a true story of an editor 
of a zine that didn't make it and his 
staff. The story takes place in a 
medium sized midwestern town with 
two college campuses, one daily 
newspaper and several television sta¬ 
tions. 

The zine was a monthly, more or 
less, printed on newsprint the size 
of a tabloid newspaper sold in the 
magazine racks at the local grocery 
store. It had published for a few 
years under various staffs most of 
which were college students. One 
spring the entire staff save one, 
graduated. 

After several months, the lone staff member put together a staff 
of three people. One was an artist who tended to bring in covers 
ten minutes before the paper was to be sent to the printer. The 
artist also served as ad personnel and sold ad space well below the 
specified cost set by the new editor. The second staff member was 
a computer programmer who promised to layout the ads and rest 
of the zine on his computers at work. He also made suggestions 
that the zine should be larger and began delivering more pages to 
the editor than the editor wanted to pay for. Unfortunately the 
computer programmer began suggesting that he'd quit if his plans 
were not implimented. Finally there was the editor himself. Having 
no real experience in publishing, he soon began implementing every 
new plan the computer programmer came up with. Partially because 
the editor had already invested a lot of money and partially because 
the computer programmer was excellent in convincing the editor of 
the possibility of making money off the zine. 

So it went for a while. Then the artist left because he felt the 
computer program mer was making his job obsolete (the artist wanted 
to gain experience in commercial art but couldn't when all the ads 
began being produced on the computer). Plus other ad personel 
were hired. 

But as more ads came in the computer programmer began 
spending more time putting the zine together. He also allowed 
deadlines for ads and corrections of ads to slip by. This was due 
to the fact that because he wanted a bigger zine, the editor demanded 
more ads to try to make the big zine break even. In other words 
the computer hack said "we need 16 pages" and the editor said 
"we can only afford 8 pages so you're going to have to put in some 
last minute ads and put up with last minute changes in ads already 
done." 

Slowly the computer hack decided that he should have more 
responsibility in the zine. Rather than put his foot down and find 
another way of typesetting the zine the editor allowed him to gain 
the power. 

TTiis led to the computer hack to decide pretty much what went 
into the zine and what didn't. 

Gradually new staff members came along and went as they could 
not put up with an editor who was taking orders instead of giving 
them. A cartoonist quit when the computer hack shrank his cartoons 
down too far. An ad salesman quit when the editor began pushing 
her to sell more and more ads to pay for the extra pages that the 
computer hack was laying out. 

The computer hack and the editor gradually moved up the number 
of copies printed from 1,000 to 10,000 over a nine month period 
and the advertising rate was doubled. This led to some advertisers 
quitting, gained few new ones. 

The editor himself was not hurried about the deadline for materials 
due to, he said, the fact no one was paid and he was already doing 
much of the writing and did not want to lose any writer. 
Unfortunately many of the stories were continually coming in late, 
columnists missed issues and half of some columns had to be 
rewritten by the editor. 

Most on the staff blamed the man doing the typesetting for the 
ills of the zine. They said that he was wasting the edtior's money 
by constantly guaranteeing that the zine would be in the red. The 
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editor tried to tell the staff the zine would 
not be published without the computer hack 
as he himself had no equipment to put it 
out. 

Gradually the staff left. After a desperate 
decision making procedure, the editor found 
another computer hack to take over the job 
of editor and to act as a buffer between 
him and the typesetter. The former editor 
took on the title of publisher. 

Unfortunately the new editor only 
created more strife among the staff because 
he treated the remnants of the staff as 
incompetents. 

Eventually short of money, and tired of 
the hassle of still doing most of the work, 
the publisher quit and transfered ownership 
of the paper over to the editor who almost 
^7* ■ immediately fired the original typesetter and 

IfS OK.I CATC H Axjy7H)>06. ; After hearing of the decision some of 

the staff blamed the former owner for selling out and rather than 
giving the zine over to the new editor felt that the regular and long 
time staff should have been given control. After about six more 
issues, the decision became moot. The zine died. The staff moved 
off to various parts of the country except for the two owners. The 
original owner and editor of the zine that i began talking about 
went to various regular newspapers (the zine was a tabloid) before 
settling down into a regular day job. The second owner bluffed his 
way into a job at a local daily paper by telling them he was the 
originator of the zine. He now does typesetting for the advertising 
department.

Okay readers. That's the story for this month. You decide where 
the problems lay in this tale.

I am going to make the next column devoted to staff (this was 
supposed to be included in this issue but I could not get any 
response from you all) organization and don't want to make it sound 
too much like mainstream publishing of newspapers and magazines. 
Although, from what i have seen, most zines in one way or another 
could do with some sort of professionalism. That includes my zine, 
MIRKWOOD.

In the grand tradition of our recently departed Garry De Young 
i am going to waste a few precious words on my own publishing 
efforts. Mirkwood, H-APA and Tunnel Publishing. 

Mirkwood is devoted to the small publisher and discusses things 
like history, hassles and distribution. It does not generally exchange 
for other zines but will exchange for stories and first hand accounts 
of self publishing. 

H-APA is the Helpful Amateur (alternative) Press Association. It 
has a mailing of 30 copies that go out every 3 months, 10 of which 
are committed at this time. Currently I get letters asking for "your 
zine." Well it is not my zine and I usually have a three to six 
month waiting list for samples. So if you are one of those poor 
souls that send out for apas and tell the mailer, please send me a 
copy as soon as possible, you're in for a bit of a surprise. Right 
Mike? 

Tunnel Publishing. It is the current publishing venture of mine 
that handles Mirkwood and an upcoming book on how to manage 
an alternative publication (due out in May and not a rehash of How 
to Publish a Fanzine but one that deals with much of the same 
things this column has but expanded and with material that didn't 
fit into the scheme of things here). By the way i would suggest 
you all reserve a copy of the next edition of Mike's How to... book 
because of the many manuals i have seen for publishing, this one 
is best suited for the type of zines Mike and company review. 

So when writing me, sign the letter Joe Lane/Fishing Hole or Joe 
Lane/H-APA so i know which envelope to open and which one to 
throw into a pile and let it sit for three months (in the case of 
H-APA). Bye for now. 
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In my Oriental green dress and black Spanish mantilla I wait for my 
lover at the gray station. I imagine myself a princess, courtesan, concubine, 
whore. I see my lover with an instantaneous rising of my blood, and 
recognize the same feelings in him. He tells me he could hardly walk to 
the station because he was crippled with his desire for me. We go to the 
hotel. Oh, the flowing of the honey, the paroxysms of joy, hours and hours 
of coition! The core of my being is touched by a body which overpowers 
mine, inundates mine, which twists its flamed tongue inside of me with 
such power. He cries, "Tell me what you feel!" And I... 

Well no, I don't, either. For one thing, I can't wear green. Oriental 
or otherwise, because I am green, and, for another, I have only the 
haziest idea of what a Spanish mantilla is, and the concept, if not 
the garment, sits extremely uneasily upon my regretably stolid 
Polish-Jewish shoulders. And if anyone has ever been to crippled 
with desire for me to make it to the subway, he has very politely 
managed to keep the experience to himself, so you see how it is. 
Things like this just don't happen to me—which may be just as 
well, thinking the matter over. I mean, all that honey. And "hours 
and hours of coition?" If "coition" is the same thing as sex, you'd 
have to be the Bionic Woman—but they do happen to Anais Nin, 
by her own admission (admission, hell—announcement), and therein, 
as they say, hangs a tale. 

Anais Nin, in case you haven't encountered her before (and 
unless you've spent a lot of time hanging around either Women's 
Studies Classes or the sort of bookshops where the salespeople sneer 
at you if you ask for John Le Carre, you probably haven't) was a 
woman who lived from 1903 to 1977 in various parts of the world, 
had scores of famous lovers and friends, many exotic adventures, 
a somewhat cult-y (as opposed to cultish) reputation as a poetic 
novelist, based on her self-publication of such classics as HOUSE 
OF INCEST and SPY IN THE HOUSE OF LOVE, and was universally 
adored and admired even by the few people out of whose beds 
she managed to stay. We all know this because, in between the 
friends, lovers, adventures, novels, publishing, general sleeping 
around, and not even to mention psychoanalysis by such notables 
as Otto Rank, Nin kept a voluminous, meticulous and somewhat 
overwrought journal, which, one gathers, she went from country to 
country showing to people, whether they particularly wanted to read 
it or not, until finally, moved by the beseechment of several hundred 
people who told her it was the most amazing, most wonderful, 
most human and important document ever written, she deigned to 
publish it, in expurgated form, for the enjoyment of the ten or 
twelve of us left who maybe hadn't yet read it. (One also gathers 
that what she eventually dies of was exhaustion, but that's something 
else again). 

And we're not talking about just any old journal here, folks, 
such as you or I might keep. Even in its expurgated form (about 
which more in a second) it filled eleven volumes, averaging close 
to 300 pages apiece, and that's only covering the years 1914-1974. 
In one particularly loquacious year (1932), her executor tells us, she 
managed to fill up six diary books, an object lesson to those of us 
who find ourselves hard-pressed to use up the ten lines normally 
allotted per day in those five-year diaries. 

And what an eleven volumes! It doesn't even do you any real 
good to kid them, as I so lamely tried to accomplish before, because, 
if you read them long enough (and I've read every, single, wretched 


one of them, driven, I think, by the same combination of masochism 
and morbid curiosity that compels me, every so often, to read 
through those pamphlets on Toxic Shock Syndrome the tampon 
companies have taken to putting in their boxes), they become their 
own self-parody. Eleven volumes. Eleven volumes of page after page 
of what, in situation comedy terms, might be called "Everyone Loves 
Anais." Boy, does everyone love Anais (albeit imperfectly, since no 
one ever truly understands the poor soul, either. Not truly) —men 
and women come from miles around just to tell her how wonderful 
she is, how mysterious, how beautiful, how sensual, how giving, 
unique, talented and creative she seems to them. Of course, 
eventually it becomes clear to you that the person who really loves 
Anais is Anais—you can tell this by how often she talks about 
hating her own mystery, beauty, sensuality, etcetera, etcetera—(if 
keeping a journal is, in itself, a Narcissistic activity—as even Nin 
admits—then she's a Narcissist's Narcissist, and don't think that was 
easy to spit out even on a typewriter) but by then it's too late: The 
only appropriate reaction is to want to punch her teeth down her 
throat. 

Actually, none of this would matter so terribly much if Nin was 
at least a half-way decent writer, but in her case, it's not impossible 
to tell right off the bat exactly why it was that she had to self-publish 
the first editions of her novels. Attempting to read her at any 
length—say, more than three pages—ultimately gives one the 
unavoidable impression of trying to swim the English Channel, 
presuming the English Channel had somehow become filled with 
lime Jello. "Overwrought," as used earlier, doesn't even begin to 
describe it—-we're all the way into Rococo here. One of those people 
who obviously bought the idea that if it's poetic enough, it doesn't 
have to make any sense (a notion drummed out of most of us in 
Freshman Comp), Nin never walks when she can "glide sinuously," 
never dresses but "costumes the phases of her personality," and, 
God help us all, never experiences the mild sexual attraction most 
of us feel when seeing a good looking individual across the street, 
but "loves madly, passionately, impetuously, if only for a moment." 
It's a wonder anyone ever consented to deliver her mail. 

To make matters worse, her journals were not only heavily 
edited—I told you we'd be getting back to this—but, due to a weird 
combination of forces, edited so peculiarly as to effectively remove 
any small bit of consensus reality they might have accidentally 
retained. Because her husband, Hugh (or Hugo. No one can seem 
to make up their minds on the point) Guiler, did not wish to be 
mentioned in the published version—for which I do not blame him 
one bit—he's taken out entirely, leaving Anais living alone in a huge 
house, supporting every dead beat in Paris, and taking long vacations 
in Switzerland, all without any noticeable income. (It has recently 
been discovered that Hugo himself kept a journal. Now there's a 
book I dearly wish they'd publish). Because Nin herself evinced a 
somewhat uncharacteristic reluctance to publish certain parts of the 
journal (mainly the ones that show her playing her meal ticket for 
an idiot all over pre-War Paris) before the principles mentioned 
therein were dead and beyond embarrassment—or, more cynically, 
beyond suing her or her estate—numerous incidents were either 
taken out or altered beyond recognition, giving the reader the curious 
spectacle, for instance, of Nin undergoing a painful, bloody—and 
unbelievably long—labour and still birth, all without ever having 
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anything recognizable as sexual intercourse, which, even for Anais' 
monumental Madonna complex, seems a bit extreme. Obviously, 
there was a need to be filled here, and thus we come to Henry and 
June. (Gever you. You thought this was a visual arts column, didn't 
you?) 

Hugh-Hugo finally went to his just reward sometime in the 
mid-eighties—and one hopes that his bed in Heaven is easier than 
the one he had here—leaving the way clear for the executor of Nin's 
estate to begin plugging up some of the holes—if you'll excuse the 
expression—with the publication of HENRY AND JUNE, a volume 
covering that banner year of the six diary books, and reinserting— 
again, excuse the expression. There simply doesn't seem to be any 
help for it—some of the deleted material, which, in this case, means, 
of course, the naughty bits. This was the year, as the reader of the 
first published diary might have surmised—but was not explicitly 
told—that Nin, while continuing to have a sexual relationship with 
Hugo, also managed one with Henry Miller, her cousin Eduardo, 
possibly Miller's wife June (this is still not made abundantly clear, 
but there's enough there by influence to hazard a guess), and 
attempted to seduce her therapist. Dr. Allendy, who valiantly held 
her off but who, in the most gigantic breech of psychiatric ethics 
since they stuck the ice pick into Frances Farmer's eye, was also 
counseling Hugo, Eduardo, and occasionally Miller. And you thought 
Twin Peaks was complicated. 

Although the relevations in Henry and June were not particularly 
startling to a 1980's audience—tiring, yes, but not shocking. Actually, 
the most interesting information dropped in Henry and June was that 
Nin had had a nose job, a fact that, mean nasty individual that I 
am, had me chortling for at least ten minutes—they were of such 
a nature as to cause someone, or an entire group of someones, to 
decide that the book would make a good movie. (Awright. Awright 
already. I'm mentioning a movie now, okay?) 

And, as it happens, for once they were right. Henry and June is 
one of those extremely rare films that is so far superior to its source 
material as to render the book from which it was taken not only 
useless, but superfluous. And the main reason for this, of course, 
is that Nin is taken pretty much out of the loop—that is, she's there 
as a character, needless to say, but thaf all she is, a character, with 
no more importance that the other three major characters in the 
unfolding drama (Henry, June and Hugo. Eduardo puts in some 
brief guest appearances, but more as a prop than anything else, 
and Dr. Allendy is absent altogether, which will teach him to not 
dip his fingers in the honey when he's civilly invited to do 
so)...Although there's some minor attempt to tell the story from 
Nin's point of view, as a general rule a "cold," all-seeing camera 
is employed and, except for a few voice-overs as she "reads" from 
her journal, we're essentially spared the worst of Nin's exotic, erotic 
gushing. (Okay, I promise I'll try to stop, but you go find another 
word for it). What we get, for the most part, is the meat (hell) of 
the story, the actual narrative, unobscured by Nin's egotism. It 
makes the whole business a lot easier to take. 

Although credited entirely to Nin's journals, Henry and June is 
based, in almost equal parts, on the diary, on Henry Miller's TROPIC 
OF CANCER, and on some scenes the screenwriter apparently made 
up just to keep things jumping along. It is the inclusion of material 
from TROPIC, next to the exclusion of Nin, that most improves the 
proceedings—Miller, no matter what else you find to say about him 
(and feminists have found quite a bit) knew how to tell a story, 
and was a capable, gifted writer, qualifies Nin completely lacked, 
and drawing from his work lends coherence, logic and a sense of 
humor (something else Nin sorely lacked) to the film 

Henry and June is not, by any means, a perfect movie, whatever 
that is. In the first place, at close to three hours, it's entirely too 
long (the only person I want to watch fooling around for three 
hours is me, and even then, enough is enough)—one woman's 
personal sexual revolution is not Gone With The Wind —and in the 
second, despite what I just said about senses of humor, unintentional 
humor is quite another thing. I don't think I was meant to but, 
after being shown scene after scene, jump cut (sorry), of Nin doing 
the nasty with first Hugo, then Henry, the Hugo, then Henry, when 
she replies, blandly, in response to June's query about why she 
hasn't written, "I've been busy," I laughed. And so did everyone 
else in the audience. It was distracting. 

Then there was the matter of poor old Hugo, who just can't win 
anywhere he turns around—not only does he have to go down in 
literary history as Europe's longest enduring cuckold (and I want to 


make it perfectly clear here that I am not by these statements casting 
any aspersions whatsoever on people with open marriages or 
relationships, mutually agreed on understandings, or any other form 
of poly-partnership. In point of fact, Nin and her husband did not 
have an open relationship—Hugo hadn't the slightest idea what was 
going on, and when he did venture a leading question or two, he 
was promptly informed that it was all his imagination. It's the 
deception I'm objecting to, not the concept. Please don't send me 
letters), but now he has to go down in cinematic history as a cross 
between Bertie Wooster and the narrator of The Great Gatsby —you 
keep waiting for him to yell, "Tennis, anyone?"—a a guy who insists 
on calling his wife "Pussy Willow" constantly, to boot. Hugh Guiler 
was a noted banker and investor who later went on to make 
experimental films in conjunction with the Museum of Modern 
Art—there had to have been something to him besides a sort of 
international airhead, and the fact that this is not shown detracts 
from the overall situation—why, we're left wondering, does she 
bother to stay with this idiot? He wasn't that rich—particularly as 
the rest of the characters are so beautifully are carefully drawn. 

Despite these flaws—and a mild tendency to beat a point into 
the ground— Henry and June remains an interesting, essentially 
well-constructed, film. Certainly it's well-acted—Fred Ward, as Henry 
Miller, is especially find, and looks enough like photographs taken 
of Miller at that time to be startling; Uma Thurman is fascinating 
as June Miller (although she hasn't got the "heavy,earthy" body 
both Miller and Nin describe in their writings. Evidently if s still too 
much to expect a major studio to consider a larger woman sensual 
or sexually attractive), and the actress pressed into service as Anais 
Nin (whose name. I'm sorry to say, eludes me) does a marvelous 
job, considering what she has to work with. She doesn't quite 
succeed at making Nin a sympathetic or likeable person, but it's 
doubtful that anyone could have managed that, but she does manage 
to make her seem at least human, no easy task. (In one particularly 
memorable scene, the slumming—again, there's no other word for 
it—Nin goes to visit Miller in the "depths" of Paris and, as they 
walk through the rowdy streets. Miller stops to relieve himself 
against a wall. The expression of the actress' face, as she stands, 
back turned, and attempts to carry on a conversation during the 
proceedings, is absolutely priceless, a credit to both actress and 
director.) The cinematography is excellent, the pacing good—despite 
the length, the film never really drags, as such. There's just more 
of it than there needs to be—and the entire thing filled with with 
wonderful period touches, such as clips from two of the popular 
"underground" films of the time— Jeune Filles en Uniforme and Antonin 
Artaud's Jeanne D'Arc —which are almost the best thing about it. 

If you think I'm ducking the issue of the sex scenes, and the 
film's controversial NC-17 rating. I'm really not—it's only that so 
much has been written about this particular aspect that there's 
nothing much left to say. As far as it goes, I think the new rating 
is ludicrous, but then, I think the entire rating system is ludicrous, 
so that's no indication, and the filmed sex, while there's a great 
deal of it, both straight and lesbian, is only slightly stronger than 
what you'd get in an "R" rated film that was pushing the envelope. 
It's not pornographic by any stretch—anyone who goes to this 
expecting a kind of highbrow Debbie Does Dallas is going to be sorely 
disappointed—and, in fact, is so clinically filmed as to be almost 
unerotic. For all Nin's romantic ravings, and Miller's odes to rampant 
sexuality, there's not much here that's either romantic or sensual— 
though, interestingly, the lesbian scenes do better at this than the 
straight ones. It's almost as thought the director knew that, since 
he was doing a movie about a woman's sexual awakening, he'd 
have to get fairly explicit, but the matter doesn't interest him 
particularly, so he gets it over with as quickly and quietly as possible. 

So there you have Henry and June and there you have Anais 
Nin's tons of journals, published and, undoubtedly, soon to be 
published, and there you have perhaps the first time in recorded 
memory that a Visual Arts Critic—even such a cock-eyed excuse for 
one as I—is going to tell you "Don't read the book. See the Movie" 
(although, just to keep the vestiges of my status intact, I will say 
that you might want to have a look at TROPIC OF CANCER, for 
the fabulous language and angry humour, if nothing else). And 
there you have me, in my Oriental green dress, going off to meet 
my poor, crippled lover at the gray station. And if he says one 
word about this damned lace thing on my head. I'm going to beat 
him to death with a paroxysm of joy. I really am.

Once again I feel called 
upon to contradict, and clarify, 
an item that appeared in the 
"Conspiracy Corner".

In 
the case of Ministry, you can say that they make a hell of a lot of 
noise and would offend a hell of a lot of people, looking at the 
dirt and madness and profanity of life. Their sound is about two 
parts drums to three parts industrial to one part yowling vocals, 
intense and unpolished. The video features strobe-lights, fog, 
flagburnings (with a reading from Jello Biafra), and film clips of 
assorted violence and propaganda.

OUT WEST: THE VIDEO Vol. 1 ($21.95 
[plus $1.25 sales tax in CA] from Chuck 
Woodbury, 10522 Brunswick Rd., Grass Val¬ 
ley, CA 95945): The video version of Chuck's 
excellent "on-the-road" newspaper, this one 
is a bit slow-moving at times, but then, so is 
the West. Using mostly video footage with 
some stills thrown in Chuck takes the viewer 
along on one of his six-week trips along the 
back roads, visiting people and seeing the 
strange wonders of the eleven Western states. 

This time that includes the stuffed head of 
the largest St. Bernard ever, a tractor steered by reins rather than 
a steering wheel, a gas station built into the side of the mountain, 
and much more, including spectacular scenery and sunsets. Chuck 
is a sentimental guy, and some are likely to find his simple narration 
and love for cows unexciting, but it was a profoundly nostalgic 
experience for this particular ex-Westerner. (MG)

PEACE PILGRIM, "Speaking to College Classes at Cal. State, 2 
talks" ($8 from Friends of Peace Pilgrim, 43480 Cedar Ave., Hemet, 
CA 92344): The first talk, "Spiritual Growth", was set in a classroom. 
Peace did her stuff—the spiritual life represented as a linear model, 
the nature of pilgrimage, the contradictory things society insists we 
believe (eg, killing is terrible except when you get a medal for it), 
and some nice autobiographic info on how she first came to 
understand the real (ie spiritual) principles of life. In the question 
period afterwards she fielded queries from some particularly 
stoned-out sounding students with somewhat more cheer than 
pertinence. The second segment, "Standard Talk", was done with 
camera in fixed position and Peace, her blue tunic blazing, standing 
against a black background, which made it possible to enjoy her 
eloquent hand gestures as she spoke, covering her Steps Towards 
Inner Peace in a clear and forceful way. Having now read her book 
and seen three of her videos I must confess myself a little 
disappointed by how much she repeats herself, how limited her 
repertory actually is—this is most painfully evident when she answers 
a specific question by one of her set utterances, often only generally 
related to what was asked. But still, this is a lucid and lively 
introduction to an authentic American saint whose enthusiastic 
goodness is still vibrant and profoundly refreshing after 20 years of 
gloom, cynicism and stupidity.(JR)

UNRELIABLE SOURCES: A GUIDE TO DETECTING BIAS 
IN NEWS MEDIA was my current browse but this was a bit too 
much for Tuesday so I went to the bookcase and picked out 
Bukowski's NOTES OF A DIRTY OLD MAN. It opened to the 
chapter where he goes on a two day drunk and wakes up with 
these wives tales scribbled in crayon on the back of an old shirtbox, 
almost like Moses receiving the Ten Commandments. My favorite 
was there in big, bold letters: TIME WOUNDS ALL HEELS. I thought, 
Bukowski, what a Shaman, what a prophet, what a modern day 
Socrates. Later that night I turned on the TV and the Marx Brothers 
were in Go West and what does Groucho say when he's in the 
saloon? "Time wounds all heels." I thought, Bukowski, what a souse 
and cracked a Tijuana Bible to look at something really original like 
Wimpy playing hide the salami with a bent over Blondie, Dagwood's 
Blondie. But this was probably transcribed from a bathroom wall 
somewhere and Groucho borrowed a lot from vaudeville. During 
Sweeps Month I took a few loans myself in hopes of some really 
creative plagiarizing in the not-so-distant future. 

Statistics show the average American watches twenty-nine point 
something hours of television per week. I consider this one of the 
biggest boons to my character since fiftenn to twenty hours is really 
pushing it including athletic events and video rentals. During Sweeps 
Month I wanted to bend some rules, see some of those shows that 
get all the media coverage and be able to converse about the fine 
selection of programs available. I didn't watch anything. The backlog 
of movies time taped had been sitting in one of those piles for too 
long and became a spontaneous decision you don't regret. The Big 
Combo, Point Blank, Out Of The Past, The Big Heat, Double Indemnity, 
Asphalt Jungle, Day Of The Jackal, Hud, DOA, The Sweet Smell Of 
Success, Sunset Boulevard, High Sierra, and Ace In The Hole were movies 
I had never seen, or hadn't had a chance to watch in at least ten 
years. There was even a copy of Mephisto with the classic "When I 
hear the word 'culture,' I reach for my revolver," but this was 
pillaged from Henry Miller which brings us back to buccaneering 
for story lines. 

I believe it was filmmaker T.V. Mikels who said there are only 
seven different story plots, or better put, his coinage is the one I'm 
most familiar with. Of the above mentioned movies Out Of The Past 
was remade as Against All Odds, Double Indemnity became Body Heat 


and DOA had a recent version with the same title. You can judge 
for yourself which versions you like best. I thought one of the most 
effective uses of an established storyline during the last decade was 
John Sayles' Matewan which was the same plot as Billy Wilder's 
Stalag 17. Two fine movies by two fine directors. 

Sometimes a good movie is made from a combination of sources. 
Blade Runner is derived from the book DO ANDROIDS DREAM 
OF ELECTRIC SHEEP by Philip K. Dick and an Outer Limits episode 
called "Demon With a Glass Hand" which belongs to Harlan Ellison. 

I recently saw a show from the old Alfred Hitchcock Presents called 
"A Bullit for Baldwin" and although it was set in San Francisco 
during the 1890's, it was the same story as Total Recall without the 
sci-fi influence. 

My project of late has been Alfred Hitchcock Presents, the half hour 
version, the one that ran from '55 to '62. It began with a big blitz 
on Nickelodeon Halloween week when they showed all 140 episodes 
from eight at night till six in the morning seven days running. I 
was a bit skeptical at first since some of those golden age programs 
like Green Acres and Mr. Ed. are still good but hold up much better 
in memory than in reruns. Well, I said, why not? I'll watch a few, 
maybe tape some and there's that famous episode where Barbara 
Bel Geddes kills her husband with the leg of lamb and feeds it to 
the detective. Who knows, maybe I'll get lucky and see something 
I like. That was October. This is January. I still watch it almost 
every night. 

I've never seen anything on television give better ideas for plots 
than Alfred Hitchcock Presents. It's so old it's new and granted, there 
was a recent remake of the series that didn't do very well but 
perhaps it's because it copied the 1950's episodes verbatim. I prefer 
the older series, the way it looks, black and white, simple camera 
set-ups, basic story lines and great acting. Sure, some of the skits 
are corny but this is to be expected from something over thirty 
years old and although there's not much moral fiber in most of the 
plots, it's probably why the series seems fresher than something 
like The Twilight Zone, which was always one of my favorites. 

Like a good slasher flick that gets its base from classic Greek 
tragedy, most of the Hitchcock episodes focus on time-tested 
problems: a philandering husband, a cheating wife, gambling debts 
or that life insurance policy just waiting to be cashed in. If you 
watch enough shows, you can see patterns begin to develop which 
enables you to insert your own characters in similar situations. On 
the surface these little dramas might seem quite simple, but we're 
dealing with television in the 1950's and if you think the cultural 
climate is a bit overcast now, consider censorship during the Red 
Scare. My solution is if an ending just doesn t have enough bite, 
pretend to kill the antagonist and the quality rises tenfold. Midriff 
seem dull? Imagine a sexual interlude with the leading lady, barring 
gratuity of course. 

Actually, imagining anything with the principals isn't difficult 
with the job by the casting department. John Cassavettes, Steve 
McQueen, Peter Lorre, Michael J. Pollard, Leo G. Carroll, Inger 
Stevens, Gene Barry and Jean Simmons are a few of the talents 
that make the series worth watching, along with shrunken heads, 
sacrificial virgins, iron lungs, taxiderms and mutilated midgets. Now 
that's showmanship. 

Let's not forget the program was produced by the man who 
brought us Norman Bates. Some episodes he directed. I've been so 
absorbed in the cinematic style I'll sit through about ten fair to 
midland shorts to get a copy of one superior show. There's a keeper 
where Joseph Cotten is a rich industrialist taking his roadster for a 
spin in the backwoods of the Florida Everglades. The car swerves 
to avoid a backhoe and runs into a chaingang, killing the guards, 
leaving the driver paralyzed. The remainder of the story revolves 
around convicts and vagrants stripping the car and victim as he 
hopelessly lies there. What a gem. 

I've got about twenty of these taped and don't regret the shit I 
had to go through to get them. It was either Hitchcock Presents or 
The Eleven O'Clock News. What would you watch? I really don't know 
but I do know if you think this would be a bit too much and you're 
looking for additional ways to get a decent plot, try reading 
UNRELIABLE SOURCES: A GUIDE TO DETECTING BIAS IN 
NEWS MEDIA; this is the new version of THE JUNGLE but about 
another kind of meat packing industry, then check out every episode 
of The Outer Limits .and see what you come up with. 
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C. Darren Butler, A THEATER OF BLOOD; CACOPHONY: 


In 1988 I was living in Vallejo, California. One evening in July 
our neighbor across the street, a friendly black mechanic who had 
helped up with our cars, shot and killed a man on the front lawn 
of his home. At first I thought the gunshot was just a late celebration 
of Independence Day. Within minutes there were two firetrucks, an 
ambulance, and several police cares on the scene. The sirens that 
got louder and louder did end up coming right to my door. Forty 
or fifty people gathered instantly: young boys on bicycles, concerned 
neighbors with folded arms, little children. Everyone was asking 
questions. One boy ran around spreading false rumors. The 
paramedics worked on the dead man. He might've still been alive. 
There was blood on the grass, and a black body-bag. A police 
helicopter circled above with a spotlight searching for my neighbor, 
who had fled. They did "get him," later that night, as they say. 

It was magic. It was a primal thing, a murder in a community. 
Excitement and fear were clicking rapidly through people's heads. 
It opened us up. I wanted more. Not more death, but more of the 
transfiguration it brought out in people. 

That is why I called my magazine A THEATER OF BLOOD. I 
wanted to connote live action, a physical presentation. I wanted to 
capture and create spectacles. I intended to make it very confrontive. 
Also I enjoyed the playfulness, the pushing of limits, the treading 
on tabooed ground. 

So I went ahead with it. But, unfortunately, I don't think ATOB 
has worked out quite as I had planned. I resorted to publishing too 
much obscenity and gore. I didn't receive the quality of submissions 
I had hoped for. Hell, it's a brand-new market and I only pay one 
copy. And with a title like that? What else should I expect, right? 

I'm not sure it's worth the time and work to get ATOB out of 
the reputation-hole I've dug. I am trying for one more issue to get 
it on track. After #3 I'll reevaluate. 

I publish my other magazine, CACOPHONY (soon to be MAGIC 
REALISM), for different, less-interesting reasons, such as: training 
myself to write by reacting to freelance submissions, promoting a 
style of fiction/poetry that interests me, and for the enjoyment of 
it. 

Kay Shapero, INTERCEPTED: 

Why do I publish? Currently, because I'm having much too much 
fun with this thing to stop. Historically... 

It all started back in San Diego in the mid 1970's, when I was 
attending San Diego State University. There was a local freebie 
paper, die San Diego Reader, which offered low cost (and occa¬ 
sionally free) classified advertising. As a result of this, the Personnals 
Column became something of a haven for soapbox rants, random 
philosophy, and silly remarks. A friend and I were work- ing on a 
story cycle at the time and, knowing that she read the Reader, I 


sent in an ad ostensibly from one of the 
characters in the story cycle to another. This 
went over far more spectacular- ly than I had 
imagined, as other friends of ours joined in 
on the fun, and before long we had almost 
taken over the Personnals Column with ads 
FROM fictional people TO fictional people. 
Things like "LOST: One Ring. Man's plain 
gold band. Sentimental value. If found send 
to Sauron, Land of Mordor. REWARD" or 
"Dorothy: Come home, all is forgiven. W. 
Witch ps. Bring ruby slippers." 

All of this appears to have confused the 
Reader more than some- what. I don't know 
if they thought we were running dope, or 
ruining their image, but two interesting things 
happened. First off, a reporter asked to 
interview some of the folks involved (via an 
ad of her own) and my roommate and I agreed 
to talk to her. Since no story was ever printed 
about this, I can only assume that this was 
an attempt to find out what nefarious doings 
we were including the poor, innocent Reader 
in. What she found out is open to question; 
I suspect she merely verified that we wouldn't 
come after them with machine guns if they 
didn't publish the ads, because shortly after 
that interview it became increas- ingly hard 
to get the Reader to publish ads on time (or 
at all). So another friend and I started up a mimeographed fanzine 
to continue the types of things we had been doing in the Reader, 
and titled it INTERCEPTED, the premise being that these bits of 
conversation were being intercepted from the airwaves, and that the 
publishers were trying to find out who they were meant for. Volume 
1 ran for 18 issues, then folded due to severe lack of time on her 
part, and severe lack of money on mine (along with my departure 
for Los Angeles.) Several years later, I started the zine back up as 
sole editor, and, with a couple of gaps, have been publishing it 
ever since, in various formats. 

I always figured I'd pass this on to somebody else when I got 
tired of it, but it hasn't happened yet. The oddest things go on in 
here; the war between Super Virgo and the Chaos Council (which 
included, among other things. Preppy Cthulhu rising from the 
Unruins of Rl'yeh, and getting mightily ticked when the spell wore 
off!) The Alien hunt, where Sgt. Apone and squad trailed the monster 
into a nest woven from old Intercepted ads. The Great Multispecies 
Orgy (this one recurs, from time to time.) The time a crazed 
magician, calling himself The Fiend set out to turn all of the women 
of Earth into dogs. The International Invitational AutoDuel Race (sort 
of a cross between Deathrace 2000 and Global Nuclear War.) Not 
to mention the COVERS people sent me for these things! 

As I said, this is fun, and a marvelous antidote for the serious¬ 
ness of real life, both for me and for the other contributors. And 
so I continue to publish.

"Jack, 
your mother and I can't keep her. Lynx is your pet, she 
only listens to you.

2 CAR FAMILY, "Larger Than A Breadbox" (Pig-Dog Records, 
PO Box 3603, Lawrence, KS 66046): Somewhere along the line this 
punk outfit developed what I can only call an arena rock sound, 
although they've probably never played an arena in their lives. Bits 
of metal and keyboard frills weave in and out of a basically rock 
background, and the whole makes for pleasant but relatively 
unchallenging listening. Polish added to an already good core sound. 
(T/MG) _ 

7 MINUTES OF NAUSEA, "Actual Nature of Death" ($3 from 
Brian, PO Box 8511, Warwick, RI 02888): Half an hour of sheer 
grinding noise, multiple tracks mixed over one another until they 
are mainly bursts of rawness with growly monster vocals popping 
in and out. The audio equivalent of multiple-generation photocopies; 
nothing crisp or cl ean about this one. (T/MG) 

ABSOLUTE VALUE OF NOISE, "Display Propoganda" (Peter 
Courtemanche, 1163 W. 29th Ave, Vancouver, B.C., Canada V6H2E6) 
Somewhat the Canadian equivalent of RRR's Due Process, Absolute 
Value of Noise is a radio program of CITR, airing sound collages, 
audio cut-ups and rapid edit pieces. The works include both high 
activity constructions of mutated, destructed, and repeated sound 
sources and eerie electronic compositions. The pieces are well paced 
and cleanly constructed, the weakest the abrupt sampling technique 
of the Bush drug cut-up "George." But mostly this is excellent sound 
work, making me wish this program was available in my area, and 
glad that at least a chrome tape of the best is av ailable. (T/PMZ) 

ACTION SWINGERS, "Fear of a Fucked Up Planet" b/w 
"Blowjob" (Primo Scree, 114 W. 26 St, NY, NY 10001) Here are two 
, extremely ugly pieces of super distorted fuzz voiced rock. "Fear of 
a Fucked Up. Planet" is a 1 minute 40 second piece of screamed 
hate over a straight riff, breaking to a short crazed solo before 


quickly fading. "Blowjob" opens with feedback, creating thicker 
riffs and a kind of science fiction backing distortion, with the 
same nasty vocal anger (this guy's throat must really hurt) 
spewing indecipherably. Ned Haydn butchers voice and guitar, 
with Julie Cafritz on L. Guitar and Don Fleming drumming and 

producing. Nasty and noisy stuff. (45/PMZ) _ 

AGITARE BENE, "Dreams" (Katou Records, Johannes Str. 
38, 23 Kiel 14, W. Germany) Grungey harsh voiced rapid fire 
hardcore starts this four song 7", which provides no information 
on the band, titles, or their intent, simply writing that 'the eighth 
sin is called pop.' Well then, there's no sin commited here, and 
the darkness of the first side is decent if offering nothing 
particularly new. The second side begins with british vocals over 
a punkish beat, while the final song is more reflective, starting 
in english but quickly changing to french. Reasonable stuff, but 
sure wish they'd included some information on who they are or 

where they're fro m. (7"/PMZ) __ 

ALICE IN CHAINS, "Facelift" (Columbia, 51 West 52nd St., 
New York, NY 10019): This full-length album delivers on the 
promise of the band's earlier EP release, and it does so with 
gusto. The band pursues a big powerful sound, one that's slightly 
moody in a gothic way. The emphasis is on grand-scaled 
ballad-flavored power rockers, and iPs something they pull out 
all the stops for. This is metal that' explores control rather than 
abandon, and puts it to very good use. (LP/CS) 

G.G. ALLIN, "Anti-Social Personality Disorder - Live" (Ever 
Rat Records, PO Box 99284, Seattle, WA 98199): Mostly live 
material recorded during G.G.'s (so far) final tour, before he was 
put into the slammer for assault and being a bad boy. Some of 
this actually sounds like music, but there's also plenty of assault, 
sloppy singing and playing, and abuse of the audience. As clean 

as a GG recording ever gets. (T/MG) _ 

AMANDA BY NIGHT, "Sometimes Sweet Susan" b/w "Sitting 
Here Sleeping" & "Permanent Green Light" ($3 from Susstones, Box 
6425, Minneapolis, MN 55406) Straight forward guitar pop with 
vocals handled in harmony and a light sense. The lyrics are opaque, 
not really saying anything, but not saying it in a nice way, which 
is about the best description I can give of this band. IPs pleasant, 

but there's not a l ot going on. (45/PMZ) _ 

THE AMATEURS, "Backslide" (Romilar-D Records, Ferraz 33, 4 
5a, Madrid 28008, SPAIN): Heavy on the guitars pop psychedelia 
from somewhere in Spain. The B side is the hot one here, a club 
appearance in March 1990 where the band was moving along fine, 
plenty of jangling noises and impassioned singing. English lyrics 

throughout. (LP/MG)_ 

ANASTASIA SCREAMED, "Laughing Down the Limehouse" 
(Fire Records, PO Box 800, Rockville Centre, NY 11571-0800): Raw 
music for jangled nerves. This Boston-spawned guitar-heavy outfit 
creates a dental drill of noise, heavy on momentum and with some 
cool sax blowing on the closing "Notown". Post-hardcore meets 
rockabilly and all go home much exhausted but content.

ANDANZAS, "Songs Of South America," (Northeastern Popular 
Arts, PO Box 3589, Saxonville, MA 01701-0605): Traditional instru¬ 
ments recreate the moods and flavors of the entire continent, from 
carnival songs to love ballads. And it certainly makes you want to 
travel. You also have to hear music that comes from an instrument 

made from the sh ell of an armadillo. (T/CG) _ 

ANGEL POWDER, "Beyond the Decay" ($6 from Alex Bucher, 
21 Rue Du Petit Chenois, 25200 Monbeliard, FRANCE): A demo tape 
from a five piece French thrash metal band. They serve up plenty 
of swooping noise, heavily jarring beats, and screaming vocals. A 
very clean demo, from a band that we might be hearing from again.

ARRINGTON AND IPSO, "Panic and Freedom" ($6.00 from 
Arrington H-T, South 731 Lincoln St., Spokane WA 99204): The 
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sound is incredibly tinny—very homemade. But actually that only 
enhances the quirky appeal. It's as if Eugene Chadbourne were 
attempting to imitate The Cramps in his own indomitable way—with 
the guitars sounding more like toy banjoes and ukeleles than down 
and dirty punk instruments. From time to time a more "realistic" 
approach peeked through, resulting in a lightly offbeat take on let's 
get funky garage rock music. But in the end the "Chadbourne" 
instinct won out, and made for an interesting offe ring. (T/CS) 

ASH TO ASHS, self-titled ($5 from Teruhiko Suzuki, 3.19.7, 
Daizawa, Setagaya-ku, Tokyo, Japan 155) Very fast and furious yet 
rather than being deep and grinding like it's American counterpart, 
this band somehow disregards the clangorous happenings in most 
metal, and somehow comes off as light and definite. Although not 
predictable, in songs such as "Archangel" it's as if you can hear 

the next note befo re it is played. (T/RS) _ 

THE ASSOCIATES, "The Singles Collection" (Sire Records): A 
band from Scotland who unfortunately burned out before they could 
peak (mid-80's). Their sound is distinctive 80's pop fused with the 
sort of energy you get from The Cure. Sounding a little like Dexy's 
Midnight Runner's lead singer. Bill MacKenzie is soulful, but you 
get right up and dance to it, anyway. Best title: "Waiting for the 
Love Boat." Best remake: "Heart of Glass." (T/CG) 

ASTER AWEKE, "Aster" (Columbia Records, PO Box 4450, New 
York, NY 10101): Traditional Ethiopian music find Aretha Franklin. 
Aweke is an Ethiopian living and performing in the DC area, singing 
in her native language to music that ranges from traditional hymns 
to American gospel. The liner notes are the translated lyrics, showing 
lots of depth and love for both her country and men in her life. 
Really, the lyrics are better than most modern poetry in feeling and 
the cadence of her voice is emotional and stirring. (T/CG) 

BAD RELIGION, "Against the Grain" (Epitaph Records, 6201 
Sunset Blvd., Hollywood, CA): This Southern California punk band 
is going on ten years together and they still haven't lost it. Energy 
abounds and so so Greg Graffin's vocals. Check out "Flat 
Society,"21st Century (Digital Boy)" and "Walk Away." I love this 
record. (LP/MT)

BAH & THE HUMBUGS, "Merry Christmas or Else" ($9.98 from 
Breakfast Communications Corp., PO Box 176, Paoli, PA 19301): 
This is great stuff—Christmas music for (mostly) Grinches & 
Scrooges.The title track features a group of carolers who won't go 
away; other scenarios include evilly multiplying snowmen, "The 
Elves are Restless", and the non-existence of Santa Claus. The music 
is cleanly contemporary pop (with some side excursions), and the 
lyrics had me in s titches. Recommended. (T/MG)[M A#1103] 

BALANCE OF TERROR, "No Fats, No Ferns, Uncut" ($5 from 
Nihilistic Recordings, c/o Peter Zincken, Esdoorlaan 6a, 1521 EA 
Wormeveer, NETHERLANDS): Whining, droning, aggressive in¬ 
dustrial music. It's a pretty solid assault, tuned to drive small animals 
into whining terror and inspire thoughts of mayhem and murder. 

Not for easy liste ning. (T/MG) _ 

BARBED WIRE DOLLS, "Killing Me", "War of Colors", "Devil 
Man" & "Caught in a Trap" (Get Hip Records, PO Box 666, 
Canonsburg, PA 15317) Girlish vocals comparable to those of Debbie 
Harry if she were on speed, with choruses influenced by Moe Tucker. 
Interesting but simple rhythm changes created by the rapid rhythm 
bass and hard banging drums. The grinding, grungey guitar stays 
pretty much in the background whilst the vocals rise above. They're 
a five girl, all girl band, and they're all 22 years old (they seem to 

want you to kno w that). (45/RS) _ 

BASTRO, "Sing the Troubled Beast" (Homestead Records, PO 
Box 800, Rockville Centre, NY 11571): Calling Bastro a band is like 
calling a demolition derby an auto race; the basic instruments are 
the same but the effect is totally different. Crazed Big Black guitar, 
drumming based on hidden rhythms from the dark of the moon, 
and bass lines designed to vibrate your fillings gradually give way 
to blasts of static, low rumbles and howling as the record 
progresses—or perhaps regresses would be the better word. (LP/MG) 
MARK BAYERLE, "In the Middle" (A Crash Production, PO Box 
2573, Glenview, IL 60025): The title is pretty apt because it sounds 
as if Bayerle is in the middle of a few different genres. Which is 
quite all right.

Beatniks open with sarcasm to selling out in 
"Marketability," and then follow up with deliberate appeal in songs 
like "Hippy Gypsy," proclaiming themselves to be 'crazy guys,' or 
asking "Where's My Beer." Not all is blatant, "Billy Bay" and "High 
Street" good songs with thoughtful lyrics, but they sit oddly next 
to songs about growing pot or yet another ballad of lost women. 
The music rocks solidly, the vocals strong with a snarl and the 
guitar forceful (though showing closet metal tendencies), and this 
will probably have selective success with the college crowd. (T/PMZ) 
BELLAS ARTES, "Azul" (Daniel Triana, 841 2nd Ave, Elizabeth, 
NJ 07202) Lyricist, vocalist and drummer Daniel Triana, lead guitarist 
David Triana, and bass player John Garcia form the basis of the 
band. Their sound has a soft industrial pop quality to it, often 
resembling early Cure while in synth mode, and then slipping deeper 
at times into a Current 93 mode. Very good four track recording 
with interesting cuts in and out of songs. Daniel's vocals create the 
schizo quality whil e David's just sound like Peter Murphy. (T/RS) 
JAKE BERRY, "Deep Nature" ($4 from Experimental Audio 
Directions do Jake Berry, PO Box 3112, Florence, AL 35630) In the 
realm of Metal Machine Music soundtracks, Jake Berry, noted for 
his contributions to spoken word compilations, creates a seething 
sound exposition, "Deep Nature Parts 1-12", including "Cathode 
Lung, for Mike Miskowski." Working with mutated samples, a 
subterranean aspect comes through in wonderfully murky manifes¬ 
tations, evoking thoughts of the deep sea, vacuous space, subter¬ 
ranean garages, descending elevators and rumbling motors. Berry 
complements a couple of the sections in his characteristic sing-song 
voice, reading of deep and disturbed images. A churning work of

BICYCLE FACE, self-titled (Moist Records, PO Box 3597, Chapel 
Hill, NC 27515) Grinding 'pop-snippets'. Moist Records compares 
these boys to the Violent Femmes, although they seem to have 
more of a warped sense of humor and a harder edge. "Irrelevant" 
is not so interesting, as the song title would suggest. "Speck O'

warped political song, cynicism for the nineties, wrapped up and 
ready to serve.

Nicollet Ave. S, Minneapolis, MN 55404): This is 
the U.S. reissue of a record that we reviewed in 
its original European release on Desert Engine 
records.

Behind this there 
is an incredible chaos of primal music, something 
like industrial death metal gone juvenile delinquent, 
and it all works really well.

BLUE NOUVEAUX, "Darkness In Me" (Black & 

Blue Records, 40D Putnam Pike #152, Smithfield, 

RI 02917): Calia Hemken is in the spotlight here, a 
beautiful voice singing sad, dark songs. Backed by 
unobtrusive guitar & keyboard pop, she creates 
compelling webs of melody, obsessive love, peeled 
back trance thoughts. Very addictive stuff, hypnotic 

in its intensity. (L P/MG)[MA# 1105] _ 

BOB'S THIRD ALBUM (DOVentertainment, Inc, 

2 Bloor St, West Suite 100-159, Toronto, Ontario, 

Canada M4W3E2) Tongue in cheek edits from The 
Church of the Subgenius Radio on Montreal's CKLN, 
taking live callers to discuss important issues of 
church and space, which are handled in double 


speak, media obfuscation, and reserved wit. Rarely flustered, the 
hosts always have some answer ready, pertinent or not, relating to 
the solar government, condemnation of the pinks, time travel, the 
next messiah, slack, marketability, and other important Subgenius 
topics, while a skeletal layer of sound and voice aids the confusion. 
Though I'd prefer to participate than simply hear the results, this 
is amusingly slick and dogmatic in a Bob way. (T /PMZ) 

THE BONZO DOG BAND, "The Best of the Bonzo Dog Band" 
(Rhino Records, 2225 Colorado Ave., Santa Monica, CA 90404): How 
to begin to describe the legacy of this band? From the borrowed 
song titles ("Trouser Press") to the members' talents (Neal Innis did 
musical time with Monty Python and then wrote the musical repetoire 
and played Ron Nasty in Eric Idles' sendup of the Beatles, "The 
Rutles"), everyone owes a little something to the Bonzo Dog Band. 
No subject matter was left unturned in their irreverent search for 
musical sendups. Hilarity and spontaneity were the keywords. It's 
as if they're some crazy lounge act gone berserkly awry and they're 
taking everyone's sense of humor hostage with them. The best thing 
you can do? Laug h along the ride and enjoy. (CD /CS) 

BOOTBEAST, self-titled (Bootbeast Inti, PO Box 2012, Tempe, 
AZ 85280): This 4-song EP opens with "Ugly," a typical rock song 
with a drum beat that seems to sustain itself through the next three 
muffled songs. There was no biographical information so, I pictured 
this band as four kids who got together to make their first record. 
I give them credit but, the record is pressed on beautiful red vinyl; 

I think I'll hang it on my wall. (EP/MT) _ 

JACK BOSARGE, "Just an Experiment" (Jack Bosarge, 2668 East 
Lake Road, Livonia, NY 13387): Incredibly slick and polished 
rock'n'roll featuring clean, clear tones from guitar and sax, a solid 
rhythm section, and all around well-practiced musicianship. And 
then, just for kicks, two "experimental" cuts—one ("the Wear 
Down") featuring grungy, cycling percussion, another (the title cut) 
a rambling, metaphysical monologue. This is the kind of music that 
wants to trick you into thinking it's worth listening to by the mere 
fact that someone went to all the trouble to make it. "A" for 

craftsmanship, "F" for content. (T/KS) _ 

BREADWINNER, "Tourette's", "Ditch" b/w "Kisses Men on the 
Mouth on the Mountain" (Merge Records, PO Box 1235, Chapel Hill, 
NC 27514) It almost wants to be metal but it's too weird. Great 
strong metal guitar riffs followed by repetetive phrases and out of 
place pauses. Drums mimic guitar (or vice versa) to perfection. Bass 
suddenly emerging in the forefront after having been burdied under 
the guitar. All in all, it should be bought. (7'7RS) 

BRUXIST, "Temorage" ($5 from Vortext Publications, PO Box 
23194, Seattle, WA 98102): This nicely-packaged tape is mainly 
conceptual, the sound of no hands clapping. That's because once 
you open the box it comes in you find the tape, liberally studded 
with nails, points outward, to discourage any attempt to actually 
play the music. Indeed, the tape itself could be anything, from 
sexual recordings to jazz to blank, and we would be none the wiser. 

Comes boxed with several semi-explanatory texts.

CAREY'S PROBLEM, "Arena of Shame" (Ex¬ 
cellent Records, 163 Stanton St., Apt. West, New 
York, NY 10002): The musicians have experience 
behind them—the lead singer is also in the 
Pussywillows, the drummer is in the Spongehead 
Experience, and the guitarist is from No Safety. Put 
them all together and they spell Carey's Problem, 
a band that sounds like The Waitresses on amyl 
nitrate performing songs written and produced by 
bratty musical savants who are holding them 
hostage in the studio. A dryly humorous approach 
and a juvenily happy-go-lucky delivery ensure that 
the band pulls all this off with a flair. (LP/CS) 
RAY CARMEN, "Radio Friendly" ($3 from GGE 
Records, PO Box 1784, Kent, OH 44240): Perky 
four-song pop record on green vinyl with an 
enigmatic cat on the label. Ray works solo with 
horns and drums and guitar and voice, though at 
least some is probably synthetic—it's used well, and 
there is a cheerful presence to the music. This 
makes the lyrical impact of songs like "Race Against 
Time", with the anxiety of life slipping away, all 
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the stronger—and odder. (EP/MG) _ 

CAUSTIC SODA, self-titled (2609 SW Water Ave, Portland, OR 
97201) Dark pre-metal rock on a 6 song cassette from this 3 woman 
1 man band. The music is heavy handed, thick distortions of an 
almost eastern flavor with guitar meandering melodically. It's the 
darkness with hard vocals and no holds lyrics that back the caustic 
name: Rene is credited for 'vocals?', her off center masculine voice 
crossing strength with the tunelessness of early Vomit Launch as 
she sings of Jesus, sex, drugs, and prejudice in abrasive and 
disturbing images.

CEREBRAL FIX, "Tower of Spite" (R/C Records, 225 Lafayette 
St. #709, New York, NY 10012): Powerful grinding and blasting 
heavy metal from British shores. Doom and gloom prevails, with 
gothic elements being almost overwhelmed by the medium-pace, 
grungy guitar wor k. A tape to give your woofers a workout. (T/MG) 

CHANGE OF SEASONS, demo tape (Egg Records, 17 Prince 
Edward St., Glasgow, G42 8LU, UK): Sweet and wistful music in 
an overseas pop mode, reminiscent of any number of 4AD bands. 
These guys are perhaps a bit more softspoken and sad than most 
of their compatriots, blending together plenty of guitar work with 
lyrics that will ma ke you pause and think. Very n ice. (T/MG) 

CHEMICAL PLANT, "This is Your Life" (£2 from Chainsaw 
Cassettes, 11, Layton Road, Islington, London N1 0PX, ENGLAND): 
An extremely aggressive noise tape, from jittery stop-tape experi¬ 
ments to dog-howling high-pitched analog signals to great gobs of 
static and distortion. They split it up into "songs", but the overall 
effect is that of an industrial ambience with no seams between 
pieces. (T/MG) 

THE CHEMISTRY SET, "Wake Up Sometime!" (Tomilar-D 
Records, Ferraz, 33 4o. 5a., 28008 Madrid, SPAIN): Byrds-like flights 
fill this modern Brit rock, high on the potential of rhythm guitars 
and freaky jamming. The band gets down to business fast and 
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doesn't let up, sounding like lots of 60's outfits one can't quite 
remember but with a new polish and a renewed sense of vigor. 
The album cover leaves no doubt about the psychedelic influences 

in their work. (LP/MG)_ 

CHILDRENS CRUSADE, "Scorpio Moon" (Scat Records, PO Box 
141161, Cleveland, OH 44114) The 1st release of Scat's Cleveland 
Archive Series, C.C. was a duo of Doug Gillard and Fraser Sims, 
originally of Starvation Army, later to join Death of Samantha and 
to return to S.A. This first release of their '85 material is solid rock 
based on repetetive riffs accented by delays and harmonic guitar 
chimes, with clean gutsy drumming and vocals exuding a dry 
emotionality. "Blue Venus Aflame" is a building, moody song of 
strong images that begins throbbing between the legs; "Your Time 
is Through" rocks the hardest, while "St. Jack's Bible" spews anger 
in a nasty voice over a repeating riff. Praise to Scat for making this

THE CHRIS CAIN BAND, "Cuttin' Loose" (Blind Pig Records, 
PO Box 2344, San Francisco, CA 94126): Blues with lots of horns 
and a jazzy, improvisational tinge to them. Cain has been playing 
music for a decade and a half, and the polish shows pretty clearly 
here. Very solid material, songs about women and change and bars 
and other blues traditionals, with plenty of slick little touches.

THE CONFIDENT TRICKSTERS, "Shipwrecked Again" (Peachy 
Swell Records, Target House, 6 Windsor Road, Doncaster, 
ENGLAND): Purely enjoyable rock that reminds a bit of, say. Dire 
Straits in its complexity and easiness. John Lawson's sax work adds 
a lot here, as do Richard Farthing's lead vocals. With songs like 
"Big Teenage Dilemma" they're clearly working with classic pop 
material, treated a bit tongue in cheek but overall with a wonderful

MARTY CONNELL, "Angst" (T.O.G. Recordings, PO Box 4542, 
Arlington, VA 22204): You've got to be pretty cocky to do nine-minute 
songs these days. Well, Connell has the cockiness—both of the songs 
on this short tape are around that length—but not quite the flair to 
carry it off. Heavy on the electric fuzz guitar, Connell sings of 
corrupt politicians and toxic dumps and government paternalism and 
mistreatment in general. Good sentiments, decent playing, but overall 

a bit bloated. (T/MG)________ 

THE COUP DE GRACE, self-titled (Red Decibel Records, 2541 
Nicollet Ave. S., Minneapolis, MN 55404): The Coup take a big 
melodic power-hitter classic rock sound and then break all the rules 
with it. One minute they're tearing away at it with short furious 
bursts...the next they're stretching and twisting it into a thickly 
creative metal take-off. Technically, based on power and strength, 
this could be called metal. But it encompasses just about every facet 
of it from speed to glam to power pop. And through it all the 
intensity level in maintained at a constant high. (L P/CS) 

CRIME O'NAUTIX, self-titled (Old Europa Cafe, V. Le Marconi 
38, 33170 Pordenone, ITALY): Experimental noise that edges into 
industrial at times, while other times seeming happy to just poun^ 
gently. It fades in and out, features vocals that edge from chanted 
to spoken and back, and otherwise seems rather rough around the 

edges. (T/MG) __ 

CROSSFIRE, self-titled (Rock City Productions, 1415 Main St. 
#720, Worcester, MA 01603): Pretty standard rock material from a 
band that seems unable to decide whether it wants to be the next 
Led Zeppelin or the next Rush. The result is a confused, meandering 
tape that ends up more pretentious than interesting. Maybe they 
just need a bit mo re time to discover their own s ound. (T/MG) 
D.A.M., "Human Wreckage" (Noise International, 5 Crosby St., 
New York, NY 10013): Drummer Phil Bury seems much more 
integrated into the group than is usual for thrash metal—just one 
of the things that makes D.A.M. a band rather than just another 
bunch of guitar-laden prima donnas. Their sound is an exuberant 
one, with the expected references to hell and destruction and so 
on, but also the paradoxically upbeat "Human Wreckage", which 
urges independent thought. Well-done noise. (T/M G) 

DARLING BUDS, "Crawdaddy" (Columbia Records, PO Box 
4450, New York, NY 10101-4450): The Welsh-native Darling Buds 
come from the Blondie, Primitives school of 60's-infused guitar pop. 
"Crawdaddy" has lots of hooks, little-girl blonde vocals, and love 
songs both positive and negative. The songs are flawlessly 
constructed, and Harley's guitar playing adds an appropriate rough 


edge to an otherwise smooth sound. I call this kind of music a 
guilty pleasure: lig ht, sweet and totally fulfilling. ( T/DW) 

DA-ZINE, self-titled (Write for info from 81 Manning Blvd., 
Albany, NY 12203): Studio mix of complimentary instrumentals that 
intermingle with electronics, keyboards, ethnic tones and come up 
with something not-quite-fusion, not-quite-New Age, but a agreeable 
place in between. Lots of electronic doodling, but not void of its 
own personality. I found the keyboard arrangements to be the 
highlight, supporting the rest of the experiments. Good quality.

DEHUMANIZERS, "Go Hollywood" (Mystic Records, PO Box 
241648, Los Angeles, CA 90024) A concept of major label abuse 
over a naive rock band in search of wealth who sign their contract 
unread is told in song and dialog. The record details the band's 
attempt to write their own brand of metal crossed hardcore while 
being directed for commercial success by covering Gary Neuman's 
"Cars" or penning a publicity drawing song about Tipper Gore. The 
result is unfocused and generates no sympathy for their ignorace, 
the band's punk professions contradicted by the wealth of early 
metal cliches and pop rock riffs. The two interesting songs, "Nookie" 
and "Little Doll", and an acoustic piece unfortunately don't balance 
the pointlessness of the remainder. (LP/PMZ) 

DELTONES, "Oddball Boy" ($8 from ROIR, Suite 411, 611 
Broadway, NY, NY 10012) Just released in the United States, this 
brassy reggae-ish beat and neo-50's female backup vocals is created 
by a nine member band (8 of which are female). Deep centered 
brass and light percussion make the vocals skid across the 
instrumentals like a blade on ice, creating a place in the world of 
Ska for women too. An interesting point to the packaging is the 

history of Ska giv en in the insert. (T/RS) _ 

DIAMOND HAZE, self-titled (RO Box 2125, Pittsburgh, PA 
15230-2125): A demo-tape for a hard-working Pittsburgh metal band 
that goes for the grinding, powerful side of things, while still 
maintaining some vocal polish. "Danger Zone", the lead number, si 
their best on this tape, a not-too-deep but very blunt object rushing 

full-force at your head. (T/MG) _ 

DIDI, "Les enfants de Seigneur" (z.H. Percht, Innstrasse 45, 6020 
Innsbruck, AUSTRIA): Didi has gone religious with this release while 
maintaining his pop-music underpinnings—though in his case you 
never know what this might mean, as the Scottish tack to one track 
proves. There are bouncy tracks and a Gloria and some majestic 

music here too. (T /MG) _ 

DIRT, "Cleft on the Chin, Devil Within" b/w "Booger" (Worry 
Bird, PO Box 95485, Atlanta, GA 30347-0485) Thick two guitar rock 
on the grungey side with nasty rip-your-throat-out vocals. Sounding 
something like a cross between the drunken old janitor at your high 
school and the old lady yelling at everyone walking by, 
vocalist/guitarist John Forbes further adds to the ugliness of this 
music and the distance most listeners will want to put between 
themselves and it by hacking out lines like "I'm a leper in disguise." 
Underneath, this is a decent band with a densely firm approach 
that rocks hard; but 'Dirf only begins to describe the unclean qualities

DIRTY BIRD, "Fish Tank, #9" b/w "Mooing Sound (of Triangles)" 
(Interpulp Records, 1405 NE Portland Blvd., Portland, OR 97211): A 
wigged-out Elvis impersonator meets Jack Bruce, crooning, "Sunday 
morning waiting for the rain to come..." Fuzzed out Experiencesque 
neo- psychedelic noisiness has a sloppy mix-up with the Cramps, 
but the engineer just can't quite follow through with the expected 
aural hallucinations. Left my brain wanting more data, as any good 
45 should, but the songs are really too short. A little more info or 
funky self-indulgence tucked in the cool packaging might help round 
out the limitations of the format. Thumbs up, I g uess. (7"/KF) 
DISCO SPLENDOR, "You Don't Have To Say You Love Me" 
($5 from Nihilistic Recordings do Peter Zincken, Esdoorlaan 6a, 1521 
EA Wormeveer, NETHERLANDS): A mix of pop and noise. Some 
tracks take off from popular music; for instance, "I Always Win" is 
fractured Madonna, put through tape loops and broken up, a 
treatment later accorded to the Talking Heads.. Other tracks, like 
"Bewitched, Bothered and Bewildered" are highly abrasive mixes of 
static- and pounding.

DO IT NOW FOUNDATION, self-titled (212 Lavinder Lane, 
Bristol, TN 37620) Acoustic guitar to five piece rock with a sparse 
but rootsy sound, D.I.N.F. opens acoustically with the excellent "Flat 
as the World." Tom Cuddy's voice is sonorously rich in a Cat 
Stevens sense, particularly on the "Channels Change," the best of 
the tape. Lene Clare handles the rest of the vocals, in "F Train" 
showing pointed strength in a song about the homeless. However, 
her voice wavers uncomfortably on "Barnstormin'," and seems 
unfocused on "Dis Rant." Questionable also is the barely remixed 
"F Train" two songs from the first. Still the overall attitudes of the 
band are admirable, and their best songs strong and worthwhile.

In fact, much of it sounds like 
words put to jazz melodies, with acoustic guitar, sax, wind synths 
and others.

THE FABULOUS MUMMIES, "Out of Our Tree" b/w "Tall Cool 
One" (Estrus Records, PO Box 2125 Bellingham, WA) Crusty voiced 
organ fed monster rock with a modem beat, this first in the Estrus 
Trust series (a singles club) is a one off joke record that pictures a 
mummy band on the cover, with the same mummies in a, tree on 
the bade. "Out of Our Tree" is then the A side, and between the 
vocals that can be dedphered and the thug attitude they try to 
project on their back cover notes, it's pretty silly. The second side's 
"Tall Cool One" is an instrumental in a Munsters mode, and without 
the vocals, is muc h more enjoyable.

The band cranks along 
at a good pace, with plenty of electronics and lyrics that don't really 
mean a whole lot of anything. A visceral release, for moving rather 
than cogitating.

FIFTY FOOT HOSE, "Red the Sign Post" b/w "If Not This Time" 
(Get Hip Records, PO Box 666, Canonsburg, PA 15317) This single 
explores two aspects of this band: the first a garage oriented rock 
expulsion, the other a psychedelic drift. "Red the Sign Post" is an 
unpretentious, hard rocking song with involved bass and drums 
backing dark kinetic riffs, interesting energetic guitar solos, and 
emphatic female vocals.

and tense improvisations. The three play respectively sax, drums 
and violin, and together create a fast and furious whirl of sounds.

FLESHEATERS, "Prehistoric Fits Vol.2" (SST Records, PO Box' 1, 
Lawndale, CA 90260): Twelve great tracks from the late, great 
Flesheaters. Produced by Chris D., this album boasts LA musicians 
like John Doe, Dave Alvin, and DJ Bonebrake. This album is a blast 
from the past (Flesheaters broke up in the mid-80's) that still gets 
my vote today.

FORCE DIMENSION, "Algorythm" (Marz Records, 2602 NW 
Fifth Ave., Miami, FL 3127): Dance music, by its very form and 
function, is repetitive and dominated by computer-generated sounds. 
This domestic 12" by the well-known Belgian industrial-dance band 
lives up to all of dance music's tenets. The five versions of 
"Algorythm" have good beats, particularly on the industrial 
"Razormaid Mix." The versions are full of computer manipulations 
that, while capable, don't contribute anything new to the dance 
music genre. This might be the perfect record for sweating it up in 
the clubs, but I found it to be just as boring and annoying as doing 
algorythms—or alg orithms, as it's correctly spelled .

I really like their sense of lyric: "I'm iTever 
gonna change my situation/I can't shake this feeling desperation" is 
one couplet which captures the feel of this tape. A three-piece. The

GODFLESH, "Streetcleaner" (Combat, 187-07 Henderson Ave, 
Hollis, NY 11423) The voice is like that of Freddie Kreuger if he 
should sing. Very dark as made obvious by song titles such as 
"Christbait Rising", "Devastator", and "Dream Long Dead". Metal 
distortion licks are accompanied by drum machine rhythms and 
twangy bass, adding the touch of danceable Foetus/Throbbing Gristle 
style grind. It's al most hard to take seriously. (T/R S) 

GOO GOO DOLLS, "Hold Me Up" (Metal Blade Records, 18653 
Ventura ..Blvd, Suite 311, Tarzana, CA 91356-4103) Despite a silly 
band name, this is a determined band playing a hardcore fueled 
rock that occassionally crosses over to metal. TTie songs are mostly 
about love and isolation, taken from a modest and even self-effacing 
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point of view; though in well worked territory, the lyrics mesh well 
with the music, and convey earnestness and frustration with 
conviction. At their peak energy the band reminds me of Samiam, 
while slowing down into a more REM-like mood with a folky 
graininess. Not a band to knock you over on the first listen, but a 
record to warm to with repeated exposure. (T/PMZ) 

GRIFTERS, "Disfigurehead", "Need You" b/w "Reason Enough", 
"How Long?" (Doink Records, 1572 Overton Park #11, Memphis, 
TN 38112) Vocals have a gruff sing-song quality that are flowing 
and slightly out of control, aided by the grungey guitar. Their 
retro-70's basis is magnified with softly plucking bass fingers and a 
drummer that loves his cymbals. (7"/RS) 

HALF JAPANESE, "We Are They Who Ache With Amorous 
Love" (Ralph/T.E.C Tones, 109 Minna St #391, San Francisco, CA 
94105) Half Japanese on Ralph Records makes a lot of sense, and 
especially when it's a record that seemingly compiles their best, 
though it's all new recordings. Everything I like about this band is 
here, from great quirky jangly pop songs to screaming rock sounding 
like it was recorded on a boom box, with sappy love songs that 
only Jad Fair can make pallatable and delicate narrative songs. There's 
a wonderfully naive quality in this music that hides the sophistication 
and the many years in developing an unpretentious stature as the 
silliest serious band around. (LP/PMZ) 

HALF JAPANESE, "T. For Texas" b/w "Go Go Go Go" & "Calling 
All Girls" (X.X.O.O., 109 Minna St #391, San Francisco, CA 94105) 
From the Half Japanese/Jad Fair Fan Club - X.X.O.O., this three 
song 7" begins with an acoustic country thrash cover of Jimmie 
Rodgers' "T For Texas" with a noisy guitar drone, fast country beat, 
sax, and a noisy something or other in the back, while Jad yells 
out the lyrics; the stuff to make Eugene Chadbourne happy. The 
second side is a brief yet odd bass heavy instrumental with cool 
rhythms and a layer of strange sound, and a David Fair shouting 
noise song, "Calling All Girls" over a jungle rhythm with thrash 
distorted guitar chords and feedback. Weird fun. (7'7PMZ) 


DON HARRISS, "Shell Game" (Sonic Atmospheres, 14755 
Ventura Blvd. #1776, Sherman Oaks, CA 91403): "New Adult 
Contemporary" music—meaning, I guess, things that most people 
would not be afraid to listen to. It's all instrumental, 90% 
synthetic—and not complete pap (though I imagine the punk crowd 
would hate it). Harriss puts together music that can stand on its 
own, lots of liquid tones and fast-paced action, intercut with acoustic 
percussion and piano. Think of your favorite progressive "save the 
world" corporate headquarters playing music in the office and you'll 

be on the right tr ack. (CD/MG)[MA#1114] _ 

HELD AT BAY, self-titled (Captured Management, 112 29th Ave. 
South, Nashville, TN 37212): A demo tape from a young band 
displaying two attitudes. First they prove they can tackle classic pop 
songs and adding a style of their own, with Mike Nesmith's 
"Different Drum." A fast beat and plenty of guitars make it almost 
as much fun as Linda RonstadPs version. The second track is an 
original which is more in line with late 80's punk pop and female 
vocals standing out. Lively chords but tedious lyrics. I wish there 
were more than the two to listen to. (T/CG) 

HELLHAMMER, "Apocalyptic Raids 1990 A.D." (Noise Interna¬ 
tional, 5 Crosby St., New York, NY 10013): A re-release of material 
from half a decade ago, this album is rough but never wimpy. 
Death metal that smokes the amps, this doesn't sound much like a 
lot of the pretty boy stuff that passes for metal these days. Nope, 
more like getting a lobotomy with a branding iron. ( T/MG)[MA#1115] 
JIMI HENDRIX, "Lifelines" (Reprise Records, 3300 Warner Blvd., 
Burbank, CA 91505-4694): A four-cassette boxed set celebrating the 
life and works of Jimi Hendrix. The first three are put together in 
typical rock documentary style, with unreleased tracks, outtakes, 
cassette demos and people who knew Jimi reminiscing. Some of 
this material is useful and interesting, some ought to have been left 
to the bootleggers. It's the fourth tape that shines, a-complete concert 
from' April 1969 taped at the L.A. Forum, and featuring superb 
versions of "Purpl e Haze" and "The Star-Spangled Banner" (4T/MG)

An album that does 
not overwhelm with technical wizardry, while still weaving evocative 
songs that speak of stars and mountains and forests after the Spring

JOHN HINDS, "Don't Stop the Noise" ($5 from Omni Sonic, 
PO Box 786, Millbrae, CA 94030) Neither John Hinds nor brother 
Peter intend to stop the noise in their high density nearly thrash 
blend of heavily effected guitar, drumming, treated voice and 
indecipherable sound.

In a trio of 
long loopy tracks they invite the listener to experience an eerie sonic 
war, visit the interior of some gargantuan computer, and generally 
soar through the c hanges.

ICEPLANTS, "AIDS Train" (Small Tools Tradition, PO Box 8005, 
Suite 239, Boulder, CO 80306-8005): A cassingle from this group of 
polished arty rockers.

Nothing to do with the genre of house music, this tape is a weird 
conceptual experimental rock tour of a house. They range from 
ELP-ish keyboards to harsh industrial screaming a la Costes, though 
most of the time is spent in a sort of light pop region. Comes with 
a lyric booklet an d colorful decor on the tape itse lf. (T/MG) 

C.M. JAMES, "C.M. James Audio" (Trade Only from Fantome 
Press, 408 Washington NW, Warren, OH 44483): A somewhat 
ambient piece that combines found sound with recordings from a 
local art gallery as well as readings, conversation, and just plain 
chaotic noise. It comes across as sort of a stuttering trip through 
the local arts scene, touching down on high points, but tantalizingly 

incomplete. (T/MG)__ 

JEHOVA WAITRESSES, "Hard Up For Innocence" (PO Box 
770631, Lakewood, OH 44107): Pleasant multi-vocal pop from a band 
that brings in a bit of violin and flute to assist their guitars. They 
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shake their way through six extended numbers here, building and 
fading and thoroughly exploring their chosen musical ground. "Hey 
Bill", a hard-edged but wistful number, stands out here. Great 
potential. (CD/MG) 

JOANNA MAKABRESKU, "Piata Prostytucja" ($4 CASH from 
Adam Wasikowski, ul. KS. Janusza 19/31/51, 01-452 Warszawa, 
POLAND): Adam tells me that title translates as "The Fifth 
Prostitution" and that is "about extreme situations in the life of a 
young man." The music is a mix of swirly psychedelia with lots of 
horns and a number of Mideast touches, with songs that blend 
skillfully into one another. Quite enjoyable, even without lyrics that 
I can understand. (T/MG) 

JOLLY JUMPERS, "More Than One Hundred Rabbits" (Gaga 
Goodies, PO Box 361, 00121 Helsinki, FINLAND): "Punkabilly" from 
Finland, smooth blending of crazy maniac blues with modern riffs, 
a joy to listen to (especially after a morning with too many home 
tapers trying to imitate toxic waste for the ears). Very intense 
rhythmic work that would be at home playing the Southwest bar 
circuit—what 7 s the Southwest of Finland like, anyhow?

despite minimal instrumentation and an aggressive vocal style. Best 
bet here is the lovely "Eggs on Drugs", a full-scale attack on a 
government that wants to distract us with stupid commercials while 
there is major injustice in the world.

KIARO SKURO "Debut" ($7.00 from Well Primed Records, PO 
Box 351, New Brunswick, NJ 08903): Lead vocalist Sarah Lyon's 
voice is an interesting one. At its best its nasally inflected knowlingly 
husky monotone is reminiscent of a mix of Chrissie Hynde and 
Stevie Nicks. The problem is that she doesn't play with it enough 
to really deliver on the potential. This wouldn't be so noticeable 
except that the music is mixed down—as though the release were 
more of a "female vocalist" effort than a band one. Nonetheless, 
there is a certain charm here, due in large part to the jazzily upbeat 
pop melodies that smoothly mix in a variety of creative influences.

They grind their way through eleven cuts 
here, including the powerful opener "Money is Not Our God" and 
the upbeat stubborn noise of "Struggle".

KATHY KING, "Strange Metabolism" (Lizard Lips Music, 636 
Louise Dr., Ann Arbor, MI 48103): Home taped instrumentals with 
bizarre sounding titles—"Ellie Got a Piece of Fruitcake", "Experiment 
501", "Planet on a Chain". Kathy noodles about with low-cost 
instruments, producing a surprisingly fun tape despite the lack of 
spit and polish.

KING'S X, "faith hope love" (Atlantic Records, 75 Rockefeller 
Plaza, New York, NY 10019): A little bit early Van Halen, a little 
bit psychedelic, a little bit metal and lots of Beatles harmonies 
combine here. While they seem spiritual, they're not dogmatic, so 
listen to this tape without feeling as if you have to pray. The 
nine-minute title track is the big seller—it incorporates all their 
influences plus a bit more individuality than the-*est. (T/CG) 

KMFDM, "Naive" (Wax Trax, 1659 N. Damen Ave., Chicago, IL 
60647): Techno-dance music from West Germany. I think it's too 
slick to be called "industrial", though judging from their press packet 
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many other reviewers would disagree with me. In any case they 
make me think about the dance floor rather than the factory floor, 
with an edge of high-tech disharmony and lyrics designed to puncture 
moralistic bubbles with sharp words. Crazily addic tive. (LP/MG) 
RICHARD KOSTELANETZ, "Invocations'' ($8 from RK Editions, 
PO Box 73, Canal St, NY, NY 10013-0073) These recordings 
demonstrate author Richard Kostelanetz's interest in sensitively 
restructuring religious materials. Influenced by the pacing and 
structure of Bach's "St. Matthew Passion" and the multi-language 
perspective of Joyce's "Finnegan's Wake", Kostelanetz selects 
prayers—spoken and sung—from varying languages and faith; and 
edits and layers them, carefully developing relations such that each 
source remains discernable while functioning in a greater way. The 
care and dedication to this project creates a sense of devotion worthy 
of the sincerity of the faiths represented. (LP/PMZ ) 

KRAZY HAUS, "Eccentric Ego Music" (636 Louise Dr., Ann 
Arbor, MI 48103): The music here is a cross between New Age, 
avant garde, electronic, experimental and pop kitsch culture. All of 
which makes for a unique and entertaining experience. Rudimentary 
in technique—no high powered machines and/or instruments here 
folks—it has a certain no-pretentious charm while the craftmanship 
stretches the basic s into something a little bit mor e. (T/CS) 

LAB RAT, "Came to Shit But Only Farted" (Apraxia, PO Box 
765, Manitou Springs, CO 80829) If lab rats get tortured, this one 
got the extended treatment. Live at Texas, the sound of Lab Rat is 
anything but gentle as they generate raucous noise- crunchy 
constructions, mutated voice, explosions, trucks passing, the 
meandering drone and whimpers of guitar and bass- everything is 
overloaded, cutting different parts of the performance together to 
enhance the activity. The audience was into it, calling out requests, 
and it probably was fun to see as well as hear this aural demolition. 
But be warned: the brutal experiments of science cause much damage.

LAUGHING ACADEMY, self-titled (PO Box 817, Jamaica Plain, 
MA 02130): These four guys call themselves the Laughing Academy, 
but there's nothing funny about this—their debut EP is incredibly 
unsettling. The insert's futuristic short story of one man's suicide 
sets the tone for this album of pop that walks on the dark side. 
Laughing Academy has both a strong rhythmic sense and a 
finely-developed sense of melody, peppered with minor chords. On 
"Don't Stop," the band uses some Agitpop-esque free-form wood¬ 
wind noises that create an eerie edge. Vocalist Robert Fisher drives 
the final nail into the coffin with his tortured screams. But all is 
not lost: "Salvation," the final song, has a few upbeat chords and 
speaks of a smattering of hope in the abyss. Music for the disturbed 
or disturbing musi c for everyone? I go with the la tter. (EP/DW) 
THE LAURELS, "Neck" ($5 from Heparin Records, PO Box 29447, 
Providence, RI 02909): This power trio grooves. Sensual, dream- 
oriented lyrics delineate the purposefully brief pieces, which 
nonetheless flow together under the larger umbrella of guitar, guitar, 
guitar. Roger Foley's "almost 100% note-oriented" style gives me 
the feeling he used to play bass, and it does lend them a distinctive 
edge. The often dissonant scales and controlled feedback sound 


heady and heavy, with the low-mixed bass counterpointing the 
phrases. Sounding kinda like a less progressive Black Sun Ensemble 
or Sting on drugs, longer, more confident pieces would suit the 
rough mastery the combo has going here. (T/KF) 

LEFT INSANE, "Toolbox" (Cargo Records, PO Box 9055, La Jolla, 
CA 90238-9055): Fast-paced metal instrumentals (for the most part; 
there are vocals on one or two tracks). They're crisp and clear, 
featuring plenty of licks and covering a lot of ground. I find this 
sort of thing works as a low-rent substitute for speed; among other 
things, it helped me score higher than ever before on a video game.

LEVELLERS 5, "Springtime" (Probe Plus, 8-12 Rainford Gardens, 
Liverpool, L.2 6PT, ENGLAND): Levellers 5's debut album has as 
its touchstones the Fall, James and Teadrop Explodes, but the band's 
sound is all it's own. The five-piece outfit uses nifty tribal drum 
sounds and minimalistic but razor-sharp guitar barbs for a tense, 
somewhat dark sound. The standout track is the epic, 16-minute-long 
plus "Springtime" because it meanders but never goes off track. 
With a new Manchester band creeping up on us almost every day 
with yet another mindless rehash of 60's pop and funk set to a hip 
hop beat, this Dar wen band is a welcome breath of f resh air. (LP/DW) 
LITTLE FYODOR, "Idiots Are Closer to God" ($6 from Small 
Tools Tradition, PO Box 8005, Suite 239, Boulder, CO 80306-8005): 
A full-length record from one of the most bizarre madmen recording 
today. Little Fyodor has a voice like a rusty door hinge, and he 
layers it over a pounding synthetic background to create insanity 
such as has not been seen since Napoleon the 14th. He sings about 
foolish people, his own pathetic sex life, living on the edge, and 
other common maladjusted concerns. Scary and funny, the sort of 
thing you laugh at to assure yourself that your own life is not so 

pathetic. (LP/MG)[ MA# 1143] _ 

LITTLE 2-EYES, self-titled (Moon, PO' Box 13662, Gainesville, FL 
32604): A meandering tape of mixed solo and group work, most 
somewhere around the pop/rock axis. Though there are occasional 
spurts of creativity, mostly this sounds like what it is: low-budget 
recording of unpolished originals. A bloated demo that would have 
been better served by a heavier editorial hand. (T /MG) 

LITTLE MIKE & THE TORNADOES, "Heart Attack" (Blind Pig 
Records, PO Box 2344, San Francisco, CA 94126): Working-class 
blues is how these guys describe themselves, and the shoe fits. 
They have a sound that's classic but a bit modernized (at least up 
to the Chuck Berry/Bo Diddley era). "Blind Love and Whiskey" and 
"One Woman Man" are among the prime cuts on this 13-song 
release, which features harmonica tracks from Paul Butterfield.

LOCKJAW, "Memories of Charly Riplin" (Katou Records, Johan¬ 
nes Str. 38, 23 Kiel 14, W. Germany) W. German harcore trio singing 
in english, sounding like they belong in CA. Thick churning guitar 
distortions work with rapid fire heavy bass and hard punkish 
drumming; the band is tight, the changes sucking you into the 
energy they're creating. The vocals are a strained shout/sung style 
filled with anger: "Hacks on Valium" deals with the nothingness of 
a valium society, as mental and social progress decay. "Renaissance 
in Spain" sings sarcastically of the excitement of bullfighting by 
promoting the blood lust and that 'felling that I can't explain.' Rough 
around the edges, but sounding like they mean it . (45/PMZ) 

LOVE CAMP 7, "Huxley in Hollywood" b/w "Ruby Slippers" 
(Bowlmor Records, 206 E 9th St #1, NY, NY 10003) Odd pop with 
odd motivations, "Huxley in Hollywood" takes your basic Hee Haw 
beat and butts it up with lightly skewed guitar pop in a song 
describing Alduous Huxley, tired of radiating truth, taking LSD and 
wandering about in observation, at one point overwhelmed with 
backward voices and a cleanly charged layering of sound. Dann 
Baker's fragile voice against a Residents insiperd narrative and 
whimpering guitar lines adds an odd and wistful tone that works 
most effectively. A pleasantly unique single. (45/PM Z) 

THE L SHAPED ROOM, "The Attic Tapes" ($6 from Radio Void, 
PO Box 5983, Providence, RI 02903) John Grey covers keyboards 
and vocals and Joe Auger plays the guitar. All Grey originals sung 
in a monotone poetic style overscoring simplistic mixing with no 
overdubbing. Poor recording quality with one take vocals. The rustic 
studio quality is reminiscint of early Dylan recordings, but only in 
the vaguest sense. Lyrics seem to be centered around personal 
situations, but I don't really know, because it was so hard to listen 
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to. (T/RS) 

LUNACHICKS, "Babysitters On Acid" (Blast First, 262 Mott St., 
Rm. 324, New York, NY 10012): I love everything about this band 
and album. Great name, 12-page scrapbook and great rock and roll 
with a sense of humor. They immediately endeared themselves to 
me with Track 1, "Jan Brady." Luna chicks send me into orbit.

ERIC LUNDE, "Is" (Alamout, PO Box 1444, Colorado Springs, 
CO 80901) Live metallic industrial work, renderings of Tape Death 
Cut material, from Eric Lunde and Dave S., playing tapes, 
drumprogram, percussion and voice. The sound is thick, from 
clangorous to thunderous, with churning motor sounds, metallic 
winds and the odd punctual mutated voice, several of the pieces 
developing into heavy handed tribal percussion pieces of a war-like 
frenzy. The titles are telling- "Mastermekanik", "Crash worship"- 
along with a "Suite" of roaring sound. Not the most inventive noise 

I've heard, but a good dense tape. (T/PMZ) _ 

MARLEE MACLEOD, self-titled (Lauribell Records, 610 13th St. 
#15, Tuskaloosa, AL 35401): These jingle-jangly pop tunes are really 
pretty good, in an Indigo-Girls-meets-REM kinda way. Marlee 
MacLeod has a clear, strong voice and provides some expert guitar 
flourishes, too. The songs are straightforward and lightweight, 
building, of course, to that final melodramatic cut, "You and Yours", 
complete with pregnant pause. Strictly conventional, but high quality 
college radio fare. (T/KF) _ 

MAD MAD NOMAD, "Keeper of the Cage" b/w "Double Edged 
Dreamer" ($4 from Green Monkey Records, PO Box 31983, Seattle, 
WA 98103) Mandolin and plucked bass lead into driving rock of 
Seattle roots and back to the pretty acoustic progressions that define 
"Keeper of the Cage." Even more unique than the musical approach 
is Caz Murphy's voice, clean and strong but with an odd edge that 
makes you expect him to break into a crazed yodel, so caught up 
in the emotion of the song is he. "Double Edged Dreamer" is a 
fairly straight pop song with a good guitar edge, but without the 
eclectic qualities that make "Keeper of the Cage" the excellent song 
it is.

DON MALONE, "Soft Music" (PO Box 32, Sharon, WI 53585): 
Electronic meandering music recorded live as it's improvised. Lots 
of sharp notes, sequences of bells, trippy little sounds.

MICHAEL MANTRA, "Sworn to the Bell" (Tranquil Technology 
Music, PO Box 20463, Oakland, CA 94620): Mind-altering music 
which achieves an eerie sound without any use of synthesizer at 
all. The major instruments here are tibetan bells—with their lovely 
high-pitched feedback noise—and a variety of gongs, plus Mantra's 
own chanting voice (on a few tracks).

THE MARTINI AGE, "Richie" (3445 Poplar Ave. #6-300, 
Memphis, TN 38111): Pleasant gentle pop music, reminiscent of 
carefree early Beatles or something.

MASHPOT, "Songs that Bit the Big One" ($2 from Studio 32 
Recordings, 379 Harbor Dr, Cape Canaveral, FL 32920) Mashpot is 
aptly titled as these four mash up a punkish improvised guitar rock. 
Everything is made up as they go along, including the vocals, 
resulting in a hit and miss release: good grooves build up, 
occassionally falter, but rarely lock into monotony; considering the 
style, there are a number of good jams and some decent vocal lines 
that say what they mean. But much is also blunt or two dimensional, 
with a dull quality that would perhaps have been best saved in 
their personal archives. Still, I appreciate their ethic as an interesting 
step in a seldom used approach to rock.

Ave., Santa Monica, CA 90401): Smooth, melodic rhythm-blues with 
a focus on the more acoustic side of jazz.

The five musicians 
comprise of who's who of Memphis music—they've backed up Elvis, 
B.J. Thomas, Willy Nelson, Neil Diamond.

MENG & ECKER, "Shoot Yer Load" b/w "Golden Showers" ($6 
from The Edge, PO Box 1106, Chelmsford, CM1 2SF, ENGLAND): 
How a pair of comic book characters can record a record I don't 
know (Cari says "Look at the Archies!"), but here they are. This is 
raunchy dance rock, or as they say "Maximum Erotic Electro beat". 
You can move to it, and it is catchy and outrageous, but I doubt 
that it will get a l ot of airplay. (EP/MG) _ 

MIDNITE GALLOP, self-titled (146 Spring St., Millis, MA 02054): 
Progressive rock instrumentals that wander all over the place, starting 
from a martial drum beat and ending up in far spader pastures. 
The music doesn't really reach out and grab, but it's not a turnoff 
either, and eventually it demands a listen through its virtuosity. A 
three-piece with promise. (T/MG) 

THE MINSTRELS, "Come Out To Play" (Whatwave, 17 Erie 
Ave., London, Ontario, N6J 1H9, CANADA): There is a very 80's 
new wave/60's rock feel to this mini-LP. Though the record is 
listenable, it is neither original nor contemporary.

M'LUMBO, "Life After Death" ($13.99 from R. Flatow, Maitre'd 
Records, 70 E. 10th St., New York, NY 10003J: Subtitled "Jylore 
elaxm' with M'Lumbo", this CD repeats many of the songs from 
their tapes, but with new brilliancy. A group of anonymous 
musidans, these guys jam together an African percussion fusion 
rock medley of fabulously familiar songs. Highlights include their 
chopped, cut, and altered versions of "The Lion Sleeps Tonight", 
"Mission Impossible" and "I Love Lucy". Wild, wild stuff, suitable 
for anyone with an ear for pop culture and new ways to implement 
it.

My 
favorite piece on here was sort of John Denver meets UNIVAC- 
gentle rock music with the most amazing assortment of whistles 
and squeals. Electronic pop music that doesn't take a cheese grater 
to your eardrums.

MONOLITH, "Crush Total" (Corrosive Tapes, 6 Rue Sanite Croix, 
7500 Tournai, Belgium) An hour and a half of sound beginning with 
an open mike to the sea: gulls, water and passing cars gently 
overtaken by moaning guitars, feedback and reverberant beats. Over 
9 tracks deep tones, guitar scrapings, muted beats and electronics 
are invoked in an unfolding sonic display at times gentle, at times 
frantic. The sounds of water recur, "Water Song III" the fastest 
paced and most amusing of the lot, with frantic gargling and gurgling 
amidst guitar noise. Feed¬ 
back and distortion also 
make their appearance in 
the closing "Magmatic Bub¬ 
bling."

MORBID ANGEL, "Altars of Madness" (Combat, 187-07 Hender¬ 
son Ave., Hollis, NY 11423): A re-release from a couple of years 
back, this album was interesting to listen to. First there was the 
challenge of figuring out how they could be (in the words of their 
PR) "extreme, tasteful and innovative". Then there was the vital 
question of why the vocal in this sort of death metal sound more 
like some piece of industrial metalworking machinery than human

MORTUARY ATTENDANT, "Nganga" ($4 from New Flesh 
Tapes, 2837 NW 66th St., Oklahoma City, OK 73116): Aggressive 
noise heavily anchored in tape loops. They swipe everything from 
TV shows to pornos, and add abrasive synthetic instrumentation 
and effects. Maddening repetition, high-pitched squealing, the 
slaughter of your audio innocence is on the menu here. (T/MG) 
MOVING MANTELPIECE, "Mantle of Mystery" ($5.00 from do 
Kyle Murray, Moving Mantelpiece Productions, 614 S 1st, #331, 
Austin, TX 78704): It started off with a very minimalist approach— 
with a continuous "whooshing" sound that swept in and out of the 
notes (which weren't melodies really so much as random or patterned 
sequences) Then about 3/4 of the way through it builds in intensity 
into an almost middle eastemish feeling jam of notes and melody.

Awesome tribal power in this band's 1st full lp: Algis Kizys, who 
left Swans for the energy they abandoned, builds massive bass 
foundations with the relentless drumming of Richard Hutchins, while 
Carolyn Masters' raw guitar rips through you to the clear and 
masculine voice of Diane Wlezien's, singing of mystery and violence. 
The single "The Reign" and "Of Service" reworked are included 
with the new and massively brutal "Snake" and the extended "John 
Barleycorn Must Die," balanced by the tense "Crawl" and "Crawl 
Again," disturbing songs that turn love to fear. Pain and pleasure, 
yes.

PANKOW, "Omne Animal Triste Post Coitum" (ROIR, 611 
Broadway #411, New York, NY 10012): Techno-industrial music, 
sloppy stuff from some German noisemeisters. This one didn't quite 
reach out and grab me the way most ROIR tapes do; although it's 
got its high points, the band shows too much tendency to degenerate 
into sludge for m y tastes.

PARASITES, "Pair of Sides" (Shredder Records, 181 Shipley St., 
San Francisco, CA 94107): This appears to be a retrospective of a 
New Jersey punk-pop trio's career, with songs ranging from 1983 
to 1989. (I'm sure this band is familiar to a lot of people, but it 
would have been beneficial to have a brief history for reference.) 
Most of the tunes are songs about love found and lost—simple 
ideas, simple chord progressions. They paid tongue-in-cheek homage 
to Dee Dee Ramone in 1984 with "I Wanna Be Like Dee Dee 
Ramone," a very Ramones-ish song in its repetitiveness. But this 
trio is capable of much more. Their approach has progressed subtly 
from that repetition to a more finely-honed pop style, but maintained 
the punkish guitar edge. While the Parasites are very capable in 
their genre, you've heard this music before. "Pair of Sides" is not 
only a history of this band, but also a prototype of the mushroom 
cloud of bands that sprouted in the post-punk era. In other words, 
nothing new.

LEE "SCRATCH" PERRY & THE MAD PROFESSOR, "Mystic 
Warrior Dub" ($8 from ROIR, Suite 411, 611 Broadway, New York, 
NY 10012) Dub is a relaxed music of reggae bass and beats with 
overdubbed sound and voice. Here Guyan dub and reggae recordist 
Lee Perry, known for his eccentric behavior and strange vocalizing, 
and Jamaican recording artist and engineer Neil Fraser- "The Mad 
Professor"- join together as they strip the RAS Records' "Mystic 
Warrior" to its rich components. Built of firm grooves that shift 
subtlely, the dubs are individually showcased and are often

Miriam Sagan and Robert Winson are still doing their poetry thing 
over Brian S. Curley's psychedelic/garage rock, but the effect here 
is altogether different: it's harsher, more confrontational, and, because 
it maintains a constant pitch of exclamation points throughout, less 
successful (to me, anyhow). Winson screams and Sagan murmurs, 
but, in contrast to the organic cohesiveness of the first release, the 
music howls away heedless of the speaker's text and tone. 
Performance, of course, requires stimulus of the five senses, and 
this is just a recording, but then, it was originally intended for radio, 
so I guess it should stand alone as an audio experience. It doesn't.

POI DOG PONDERING, "Fruitless" (Columbia Records, PO Box 
4450, New York, NY 10101-4450): A mix of live and studio work 
from this band that combines roots influences with a fresh and full 
sound. The live version of "Thanksgiving" here is crisp and clean, 
balancing out their cover of "Going Up The Country" which didn't 
do much for me. The title cut, a remix from their current album, 
also comes out well. Pop/Rock with the college licks, this EP is 
nothing to archive for history but nothing to toss o ut either. (T/MG) 


POLITICAL ASYLUM, "Window On The World" (Katou Records, 
Johannes Str. 38, 23 Kiel 14, WEST GERMANY): Positive punk that 
mainly deals with the nasty question of war—their answer is 
contained in the final song, "Disarm or Die". The sincerity and hope 
here are almost painful, and the music has a sold, straightforward 
sound to it. Probably won't change any minds—not too likely to be 
listened to by those in power—but will help set a few oppositional 

opinions. (LP/MG)_ 

POVERTY STINKS, "Gargle Blaster" (Gaga Goodies, PO Box 
361, 00121 Helsinki, FINLAND): Judging by the cover yes, that is 
a HITCHHIKERS GUIDE reference. Apart from that, though, their 
music is a sort of crystalline pop, loaded with jangling guitars and 
high-pitched love songs. Sometimes the material works, others—as 
in the case of their over-lovely cover of "Paranoid"—the results are 
just bizarre. Plenty of historical sounds but all blended up into 
something contemporary and melodic, without the usual homage to 
sounding fuzzy for the sake of authenticity. (LP/MG) 

PROPHECY, demo cassette (Jesse Martinez III, 1353 E. Madison, 
El Cajon, CA 92021) Prophecy falls closest to the art-rock genre, 
though with a modern rock sound. What places them are the vocals, 
both lyrically and in delivery: obviously schooled, using a firm clear 
blast of vibrato and overblown affectation, the songs bog down in 
technique such that any attempts at injecting emotion come off thin 
and artificial, the stage laugh of "Flight of the Gargoyles" downright 
silly. This is not to deny ability; in fact, the band is excellent, 

switching between dark 
hard rock and gentle 
melodicism, driven by excel¬ 
lent drumming and bass 
work. If they could just get 
the vocalist to ‘relax... 
— (T/PMZ) 

PSYCHOTIC YOUTH, 
"Some Fun" (Sky clad 

Records, PO Box 666, Mid- 
lesex, NJ 08846) Rock draw¬ 
ing from the fifties but with 
a harder edge, the cut off 
t-shirt and vest of the 
vocalist gives a visual image 
as such, while the vocal 
harmonies and guitar riffs 
define the form. Layered 
voice and choruses 
punctuate the full, energetic 
lead vocals, set over an 
almost rockabilly drum beat 
and rapid fire bass. A more 
modern sound comes from the second guitar's grinding backdrop 
and the solo approach; the nasty quality resulting is the stuff Mrs. 
Cunningham warned against. Though the 50's feeling is not my 
preference, the band displays a conviction that keeps this moving 

along with great e nergy. (LP/PMZ) _ 

PURR, "Heartburn & Heartbreak" (Cargo, PO Box 9055, 7741 
Drury Lane, La Jolla, CA 90238-9055) The two man Purr creates a 
blend of electronic synth beat with acoustic instrumentation. The 
styles vary, but a return to an early Shriekback form persists, 
particularly in the feeling of the relaxed yet danceable beats and the 
almost sinister vocals. Yet Purr is more eccentric in a Flying Nun 
Records kind of way. There is an appealing skeletal aspect to the 
sound- clean rhythms, clear guitar, background synth and noise, 
and vocals- which is never overblown or affected. Don't be fooled 
by the 50's road fight on the cover implying raw rock: this is a 

warm, multifacete d release. (LP/PMZ) _ 

RADAKKA, "Vicious Ratitude" ($5 from PO Box 30262, Chicago, 
IL 60639): Pretty straightforward hard rock, lots of deep bass, plenty 
of pounding here. They enhance their standard four-piece approach 
by all the band members providing vocals, resulting in a full, hick 
sound. "Rainy Daze" is a slow one, suited to late night AOR; :Mad 
Maggie" is perkier, a song about a woman you might not want to 

know. (T/MG)[MA #1131] _ 

MURRAY REAMS, "Revival" ($7 from PO Box 10331, Greensboro, 
NC 27404): A sampler of Murray's work with a diverse group of 
other artists. The major ingredients in the sound of Sound & Fury 
(his cassette label) are percussion and tape looping. Here those are 
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used to good effect, along with vocals, piano, sax and various other 
noisemakers. Somewhere in the hinterland behind industrial and 
tribal, more primiti ve and visceral than either one. ( T/MG)[MA#1132] 

THE RECORDS, "Paying for the Summer of Love" (Skyclad 
Records, 6 Valley Brook Dr., Middlesex, NJ 08846): Get them while 
they last —original demo recordings pressed on white vinyl of the 
early-80's most underpromoted band. I was crazy about them and 
so were the radio stations that played their only U.S. hit, "Starry 
Eyes" (Now do you remember?). Total pop—I mean, there is no 
message at all—just great, danceable, fun, toe-tapping early 80's 
music. You might even remember some of it. (LP /CG) 

RED LETTER DAY, "The Demo Sessions" ($Steve Tinsky, 1020 
E. Caracas, Tampa, FL 33603): Happy well-turned pop songs with 
a sixties sensibility (and a surprise Beatles cover tucked in at the 
end of a bunch of originals). They sing about Tipper Gore and love 
and loneliness with me same cheerful intensity, songs that seem 
like you've known them forever. Easy to like music. 
(T/MG)[MA# 1133] _ 

REPULSE KAVA, "Flow Gently Sweet Alpha" (Ajax Records, PO 
Box 146882, Chicago, IL 60614) One part distorted bass heavy almost 
hardcore rock, one part stretched psychedelia, one part Cop Shoot 
Cop like overdub sickness, with a little Frippish guitar work thrown 
in for good measure, this is an excellent debut from this Chicago 
band. On the surface these are mostly songs, but by construction, 
complexity and constantly modified vocals, it's the sound this band 
makes and the curious indecipherability of the tunes that makes this 
energetically interesting and fascinatingly weird. Though not without 
a few sloppy mo ments, this is superbly messe d music. (LP/PMZ) 

THE RESIDENTS, "Stranger Than Supper" (UWEB, 35 Montana 
St., San Francisco, CA 94112): A collection of rarities and prereleases 
put out by Uncle Willie's Eyeball Buddies, fan club for rock's sawiest 
anonymous marketing geniuses. I found most of this to be 
self-indulgently cutesy, too interested in demonstrating the range of 
materials that the Eyeball boys are capable of stealing from. But no 
doubt true-blue fans will eat it up. (LP/MG) 

RESURRECTING APRIL, "Early in the Evening" (Jim Krueger, 
217 E. 22nd St #32, NY, NY 10010) Jim Krueger releases this tape 
of four songs ranging in variety of styles, although mostly an easy 
going rock basis. Strong acoustic and rhythm base create a country 
feel in "Pears", a song about a sweet rememberance shattered by 
the rise of the city. Suprisingly, songs aren't mournful, but almost 
pathetically hopeful. The third song is a beautiful instrumental. 
Overall the vocals have an ethereal effect, an interesting quality not 
heard much in this musical form. (T/RS) 

THE REVELERS, "Warning Sign" b/w "Set Myself Up" (St. 
Valentine Records, PO Box 770417, Cleveland, OH 44107) Seems to 
be an American version of The Proclaimers, a british twosome that 
have a folky basis with a pop rock edge. Quick moving but clean 
tunes with two guitars, a bass, and a drum kit. Both songs are 
composed of repetetive choruses and strummy guitars, written for 
the listener to pick up easily and carry around all day. (45/RS) 

REYNOLD'S REMARKABLE RHYTHM CATTLE, "Cottage In¬ 
dustry" ($10 from Rephi Records, 8605 Windward Cir., Eden Prairie, 
MN 55344): Reynold Philipsek and company manage to produce 
some of the best two-trade music I've heard, with pop elements 
drawn from three or four decades. "No Nothing" is a cute little 
nutritionally-correct number, while "Monument to mediocrity" has 
a nice bounce to it. "Georgia Peach" strikes back at bad audiences 
to boot. Cheerful bouncy music that is growing more polished with 
every release. (T/ MG)[MA#1134] _ 

GODFREY RIDOUT, "Orchestral Works" ($23.98 from 
Centrediscs/CMC, 20 St. Joseph St., Toronto, ONT, M4Y 1J9, 
CANADA): A recording of the Toronto Symphony doing five works 
of this distinguished (and now deceased) modern Canadian com¬ 
poser. Ridout worked in a classical vein with a modern idiom, 
bringing in bits of cowboy music or martial themes amongst the 
instruments of the orchestra. But throughout there is a solid 
foundation and an avoidance of meaningless experiments. His work 
moves easily from the stirring vigor of Gilbert & Sullivan to the 
majestic splendor of Holst. (CD/MG)[MA#1135] 

ZOOGZ RIFT & MARC MYLAR, "Nutritionally Sound" (Trigon 
Records, 6837 Hanna Ave., Canoga Park, CA 91303): Well, this is 
about as weird as it gets, folks. Zoogz and Marc start out with 
"Take the A Train" and get stranger through there, deranging and 


transforming a mix of originals and classics. There are all sorts of 
effects, wild scary tales about people being turned into trees, 
synthetic sounds and bizarro guitar playing galore, and that inimitable 
Zoogz Rift style. Bouncy kickass music for people whose universe 

is not yet strange enough. (CD/MG) _ 

THE SAVOY-HITLER YOUTH BAND, "Blue Monday" ($6 ppd 
from The Edge, PO Box 1106, Chelmsford, CM1 2SF, ENGLAND): 
This is...weird. It features vocals by Lord Horror, who as far as I 
know is the lead character in the comic book of the same name, 
reviewed in the last FF. It's bizarre industrial dance-music, covers 
of Springsteen's "Cadillac Ranch", danceable and terrifying. A strange 
collector's item—though be aware that the record jacket is pretty 
offensive, featuring as it does pictures from Dachau and a selection 

of curses. (EP/MG)_ 

RON SCARLETT, "Ripped Up Real Good" (Grey Area Records, 
PO Box 3101, Boston, MA 02101): Easy folk rolk like you used to 
hear at college bars. While the music is played well and easy to 
listen to, Scarlett's voice needs a little training and his lyrics don't 
say much more than little. His version of the late Marc Bolan's "Left 
Hand Luke and The Beggar Boys," however, is one that I'd really 
like to hear playe d live at a college bar. (T/CG) 

PAUL SCHLOSSER, "Smile Be Happy" ($5 from 214 Dunning, 
Madison, WI 53704) Sincerity aside, Paul Schlosser shows little ability 
to entertain as he sings songs and speaks of his love of Jesus, or 
attempts to bring a laugh with the worst jokes and joke songs 
you've heard in a long time. Really, I had to deliberate whether 
this was some kind of subtle joke in itself, and I'm still not completely 
sure. But with his one strum guitar style, off center vocals, obvious 
lyrics and make-believe live style, it's not worth bothering to find 

out. (T/PMZ) _ 

SCREAMING TREES, "Uncle Anesthesia" (Epic Records, 1801 
Century Park West, Los Angeles, CA 90067-6406) Thick melodic hard 
pop from one of Seattle's finest, their first full length major label 
release shows the Screaming Trees true to their visions. Crossing 
rich grinding guitar and rock solid rhythms with Mark Lanegan's 
deep grainy expressive voice and strong lyrics makes great high 
energy tunes and suberb ballads alike, tastefully driving solos filling 
out these excellent songs. And all with a sense of melody and 
purpose... definitel y worth checking into. (T/PMZ) 

SEEMEN, "New Swing Set" (Sound of Pig do A1 Margolis, PO 
Box 15002, Van Brunt Station, Brooklyn, NY 11215) A memory 
inducing fluidity of sound built on synth elongations with gently 
tumultuous noise constructions behind and narrative snippets intercut 
in the foreground. Beats frequently inhabit the backdrop, never 
battering the listener, but adding to the effect of energy and tension 
that Seemen build, dropping the intensity for gently cycling synth 
and sound repetitions, and even at one point the soundtrack to a 
tennis match. Though repetetition at times becomes obvious, it's 
generally on the path to an enveloping evolution of sound that one 
can easily lose themselves within. (T/PMZ) 

SEVEN: SCAT RECORDS QUARTERLY #4 ($5 from Scat Records, 
PO Box 141161, Cleveland, OH 44114) There are a number of reasons 
to get the 4th Scat Quarterly. Foremost is that Scat mainstay band 
Prisonshake is finally featured on the single, providing index cards 
of interviews, photos, and bios, and playing the relaxed "Almost 
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Christmas" (with "Twizzle Mix") and the harder rocking "Hell, Hell, 
Hell." But the other reasons are that you get the 7" review magazine, 
covering with clarity and humor nothing larger than 10" vinyl; the 
Scat update and catalog magazine "Res-Scatonis"; and the oddly 
folded fiction by Christopher Marec, "Among the Sea Rock People." 
And, oh yes, a ball of cat hair. Beautifully packaged, a great source 

of information and music. (7"/PMZ) _ 

SEX MUSEUM, "Independence" (Romilar-D Records, Ferraz 33, 
4o., 5a., 28008 Madrid, SPAIN): Spanish psychedelia in a nifty 
gatefold sleeve. They bash their way through nine tunes here, with 
plenty of fuzzy guitars and even a bit of metal mixed back into the 
otherwise retro sound. Ruffles and flourishes and a nice reenactment 
of the bouncy music of a happier, druggier era. But why is it that 
the only girl in the group is always the one playing the organ?

SEXUAL MILKSHAKE, "Space Gnome" ($3 from Mark Robinson 
do Teen Beat, PO Box 50373, Washington, DC 20091) Purposely 
angular guitar band with deliberately queer vocals like a messed 
Thurston Moore, this 5 song ep features strange songs like "Lick 
the Toad" and "Space Gnome." The band is sparse, filling in space 
with sound and voice overdubs, which are also presented in collage. 
The songwriting is bizarre, and if stretching the point, "Space 
Gnome" probably owes something to Syd Barret; the music is 
involved enough here to include a waltz section. Though not really 
great for all their odd efforts, it's the sense of fun and the weird 
packaging that'll keep this in my collection. (7'7PM Z) 

SHIRIM KLEZMER ORCHESTRA, "...of angels and horseradish" 
(Northeastern Popular Arts, PO Box 3589, Saxonville, MA 01701- 
0605): Very colorful and lively interpretations of klezmer music—that's 
traditional Yiddish music of celebration. The best bar mitzvah you've 
been to didn't have music that was this much fun. The twist here 
is in the arrangements—they combine traditional song and add a 
spice of their own, such as interspersing dialogue between choruses.' 
Hold up your arm s and dance to this. (T/CG) 

SiLT, "God's Music" ($2 from Adam Douglas, 44 S. Palomar Dr., 
Redwood City, CA 94062): Sound bites and scary music. Heavy on 
the tape loops, the darkness, all the requisite parts of being late-night 
killer music. They take bits of the real world, coat them with slime 
and rhythm and evil noises, and feed them back to the listener.

SLANT, "Hive" ($14 cash from Recommended Distribution, 387 
Wandsworth Rd, London SW8 2JL) Crossing acoustic and experimen¬ 
tal boundaries, the 5 piece Slant introduces a unique and sophisticated 
music based around percussion- marimba, darabouka, seed pods, 
and more- alone or with acoustic double bass, over which violin, 
viola, clarinet, accordion, keyboard voices, organ, harmonium and 
a host of other sources are added, joined by breath rhythms and 
sound sources from turntables, radio, and cassettes samples. What 
impresses is their sensitivity to sound, where electronics blend 
incredibly with acoustic, layered into sensitive, subtle and strange 
songs, flowing or gently frantic, with a wonderful lyric sense and 
delivery from the two female vocalists. My pick of the issue.

SLATCH, "137" ($3 from Slatch, PO Box 1907, Hurst, TX 76053) 
Good dark rock with a full sound and good rhythms from this Texas 
band, coming in from an early Clash influence, particularly vocally.

Boundaries" and "Wasted Deception", a punk perspective comes 
through, and a hint of an English accent is implied as the vocalist 
throws himself completely into the songs. The band's "Slatch" theme 
introduces some overdubbing of voices and howling, but mostly this 
is a good hard ro cking release with a lot of energ y. (T/PMZ) 

ANDREW SMITH, "Or/Dor-Flux-Meme" (2 IRCs for catalog from 
Sounds for Consciousness Rape, do Stephane Santini, 17 Rue De 
Lalande, 33000 Bordeaux, FRANCE): Smith started with a 12-string 
guitar, then plastered it with effects and looping and who knows 
what else until the result is pure noise. I suspect he could have 
started with penguins and gotten the same effect. Like the noise of 
the ocean but louder and more monotonous, "the most extreme 
work we'll never have the possibility to bring you again." (T/MG) 
SOCKEYE, "Three Hours of Nauseating Shit" ($3.00 from Dave 
Schall, PO Box 2143, Stow, OH 44224): A limited edition, collector's 
item rarity. The amazing minds at work decided to tape one track 
on the right channel and one track on the left, so what we have 


is 90 minutes of different 
songs in each ear! Double 
your listening pleasure. 

This is a truly bizarre 
listening experience, espe¬ 
cially with headphones on, 
which I was fortunate 
enough to have. Gut- 
wrenching thrash with tit¬ 
les like "Elderly Love 
Grilled Cheese" and "Cer¬ 
vix Blues." And as far as 
engineering goes, it goes 
quite well. I couldn't think 
of a better compliment to 
"Dear God, I Hate Xmas" 
than "Fuck Your Cat." 

Worth the three bucks.

NY 10019): It's hard to tell 
at first, but without sound¬ 
ing glum and humorless, 
this is a- kind of feminist- 
slanted music. I'm not 
even sure if they mean to 
be or not. Identical twin 
sisters Jacqueline and 
Pauline Cuff sing to alter¬ 
native pop songs that have the flavor of reggae, disco, new wave, 
and a sort of world beat. They sound just a bit like T'Pau or Swing 
Out Sister and while you think you're dancing to fluff, you realize 
that the "smash" single "Hippychick" is about a woman who gets 
arrested at a demonstration by her ex-boyfriend policeman and she's 
not going to do a damn thing about it. They'd be fun to see live.

DAVID W. SOLOMONS, "Stay Home—It's Raining" (£5.20 from 
74 Denning Point, Commercial St., London, El 6DJ, England): In 
US dollars, the price would be about $9.00 for this tape and anyone 
familiar with Brecht or Jacques Brel will love this stuff. These are 
poems put to simple music with light, operatic voice. Some are 
dirge-like, others comedic and all are fun to listen to. Nash's "Isabel's 
Sniffle" and Shakespeare's "The Recipe" stand out. Solomon's range 
is not unlike Kate Bush with about as much imaginative technique. 
Proceeds go to a homeless shelter in England. (T/ CG) 

SOMEBODY'S DAUGHTER, "Blind Date" Bobgirl Productions, 
2225 1st Ave. #204, Seattle, WA 98121): Dustin Wain on the electric 
guitar and Sheryl Wiser on the acoustic one here, with both 
contributing vocals (though hers are stronger). Best cuts are the ones 
which, like "Temptation", let the strong edge of her voice show 
through, with a fervent, almost folky rock feel to them. More raw 
talent than spectac ular polish. (T/MG)[MA#1136] 

THE SPANKS, "In Your Face" (Skyclad Records, PO Box 666, 
Middlesex, NJ, 08846) It's rock and roll, no denying that. But it's 
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also nothing new: though the band plays tightly together, rest assured 
you've heard every riff and rhythm on this record somewhere before. 
And the subjects of the songs are the same old: you're going to 
miss me, forget about you, a dozen babes, girls, womens... you've 
heard this all before too. Nothing bad, but nothing to make me 
want to hear it ag ain, either. (LP/PMZ) _ ^ 

STATE OF MIND, "Mass Persecution" (Channgel 83, 900 W 
Grandview, Rosevill, MN 55113) Metal with a hardcore edge on this 
Minneapolis trio's first recording. The tape opens with a howl, 
proceding to slamming blasts of distortions with occasional odd 
rhythm and tempo changes, and the usual speed solos and harsh 
throaty vocals. Like much metal, the more you listen the more it 
sounds the same, but the changes help to avoid full metal monotony, 
and the lyric messages of consideration to others and self, though 
often in metal fantasy images, show a band with something to say. 
And they're sayin g it loudly. (T/PMZ) _ 

STEREO TAXIC DEVICE, self-titled (PO Box 9055, 7741 Drury 
Lane, La Jolla, CA 90238-9055) Reconstruction of the destructive 
work of the vivisectionist in the industrial/electronic language. With 
darkly brooding ambient synths and layered beats, a charged and 
haunting tension is built, over which altered voices, experimental 
sounds, and choral voicing occur. A distanced and intelligibly 
unfocused quality results, in "Prostitution of the Extinct" creating an 
impression probably not too dissimilar to that felt by the animal 
subjects. To be accurate, much of this does not convey a specific 
impression of vivisection—live the band works with video to further 
the point—but knowing their goals, this becomes an eerie record of 
animal outrage. (LP/PMZ) 

STRAY GODS, "Teargas Sessions" ($2 from Studio 32 Recordings, 
379 Harbor Dr., Cape Canaveral, FL 32920): This improv acoustic 
duo gets points added for a clever name and then taken off for a 
bad tendency to drone, accentuated by rock-bottom recording 
information. Every once in a while they get going on some blues 
riff or strange vocal permutation, but there;s too much chaff 
surrounding the grain. (T/MG) 

STUMP WIZARDS, "Too Young to Die" b/w On Shot Down" 
(Get Hip Records, PO Box 666, Canonsburg, PA 15317) Though I 
liked the guitar sound and lines of "Too Young to Die", this is a 
rather uninspired song that doesn't come together. The lyrics are 
plaintive and predictable over a roots of rock Jerry Lee Lewis rhythm 
line, the vocalist's raspy voice jumping the gun on the band with 
each iteration of the chorus. The live "One Shot Down" is better, 
probably because the vocalist is buried under the heavier band 
sound. Billed as the official fan club release, I don't imagine that 
many official fans will be overly excited. (45/PMZ) 

SUBLIMINAL PROPOGANDA, "Longmont Potion Castle" ($4 
from DU Records, 7647 S. Pierce Ave., Lottleton, CO 80123) 
"Assorted nameless folks contribute varied noise/interest/fun pieces 
for quite a conceptual tape." Basically what Mike, the compiler, 
means is that the tape combines amusing phone call terrorism mixed 
with broken up beat synth, noisey guitar, various odd samplings 
from unknown sources, and a healthy dose of feedback. I haven't 
laughed so hard since my first viewing of "Debbie Does Dallas" 
(T/RS) 

SUCKING CHEST WOUND, "God, Family, Country" ($15 from 
DOVentertainment, Inc. 2 Bloor St, West Suite 100-159, Toronto, 
Ontario, Canada M4W3E2) This impressive package is a plastic fold 
over case of 3 4-song cassettes, one for each of the building blocks 
of America: God, Family and Country. The music is constructed 
from loops and overlays of pilfered samples, centered around cliched 
funky horn riffs, along with free form abstractions and rock loops. 
Voice and effects are layered, developing themes like "Satan 'n' 
Hippies 'n' Drugs 'n' Rock 'n' Roll" or "KKK" the words pointing 
out disparities and contradictions in the values we hold and the 
actions we take. Never overburdened and with a pointed sense of 
humor, this is sup erb. (3*T/PMZ) _ 

TAD, "8-Way Santa" (Subpop, 1932 1st Ave, Suite 1103, Seattle, 
WA 98101) Seattle's Tad is drinking and driving, his wife has no 
idea where he's at, the band's out drinking Jack Daniels and doing 
360 s. Tad could care less. What Tad does care about, though, is 
making a thick grungey post-metal 70's retro kind of growling rock, 
an ugly music that sounds dirty and polished at the same time. A 
good focal point for the Subpop sound. Tad doesn't go to the 
extremes of Mudhoney, but he's got all of the elements in a smoother 


mix (there's almost a pop rock tune this time around), with all the 
imdertying nastiness. Music to make your local FTA leader cringe. 

TARLICK, "Helicopter" ($4 from DU Records, 7647 S. Pierce 
Way., Littleton, CO 80123): Interesting synth-based music, danceable 
but weird enough that your feet are liable to start just shuffling 
while you figure out what they're up to. A bit of space rock, a bit 
of distortion, and some psychedelic touches all roll together to make 
a delightful mix. ( T/MG) _ 

TAV FALCO'S PANTHER BLUES, "Return of the Blue Panther" 
(Triple X Records, 6715 Hollywood Blvd., Suite 284, Hollywood, 
CA 90028): Pure rockabilly, exemplary blues that make a great party 
tape addition. Tav Falco sounds like a muted Buddy Holly/Jerry Lee 
Lewis with a few more years and music experience on him. Fancy 
recording adds a bit, but sometimes takes away the light of the 
guitars, vocals and good ole rock and roll. (T/CG) 

TEAR CEREMONY, "Disturbing the Ghost" (741 St. Louis St., 
Baton Rouge, LA 70802): As the title would suggest, this is a tape 
of rather eerie music, lots of almost whining noises that lend a real 
downbeat atmosphere to the whole. The packaging is stark and 
uninformative, rather like the music. Moody but unexceptional. 
(T/MG) 

TENTATIVELY, A CONVENIENCE, "Speed Freak" (Widemouth 
Tapes, PO Box 382, Baltimore, MD 21203): This is one of the most 
accessible yet paradoxically densest tapes tent has yet put out. It 
starts with prepared pianos, sequencers and other instrumental 
goodies, then puts them through a series of tape manipulations— 
stereo changes, speed changes, and more. The result is a thicket of 
sound clearly based on "normal" music, yet resembling the 
intonations of a giant clockwork computer. Comes with descriptive 
material explaining exactly what's been done to the music to make 
it this way. (T/MG) 

TESSLA, "Five Man Acoustical Jam" (Geffen, 9130,Sunset Blvd., 
Los Angeles, CA 90069): Up front I have to admit I'm a bit 
biased—this was recorded live at The Trocadero in Philadelphia, a 
stomping ground here in my hometown. Fortunately the band's 
talent bears me up so I'm not unreasonable in mu bias. It takes a 
certain amount of confidence to abandon your hard 'n heavy roots 
and play acoustically, but that's just what Tessla does...and the fans 
go wild for it. With verve they prove themselves to be more than 
the ordinary "mousse metal" band, digging and delivering the goods 
on both originals and covers. Don't get the idea it's pop fluff, 
though. Even with the absence of loudness the band knows how 
to get their point across and still pack a punch. ( T/CS) 

TRIBE 23, self-titled ($6 from The Necrosonic Institute, PO Box 
831321, Richardson, TX 75083-1321) The screeching of a primal 
electronic birth seemingly opens, as wind tunnels stretch apart 
stratospherically to be met by subdued primal beats over radio 
interference and staggered breath. Live, Tribe 23, whose name and 
intent demonstrates their T. Gristle and Psychic TV influences, is a 
multi-media assault group, seeking to impart overload. The 1st side 
of this tape is the excruciating audio counterpart. Contrastingly, the 
2nd side is meditative ritual music, a gently raining electronic drone 
over background tribal drumming. Packaged with a needleless 
hypodermic, a goo d dose of pain and reflection. ( T/PMZ) 

TRUNK, "Laugh" (Warner Sis. Records, 404 Whaler St., San 
Francisco, CA 94117): More dangerous melodious killer noise than 
any three-piece has a right to make. Gruelling bass lines, loud an 
occasionally obnoxious lead guitars, and devil-may-care playing are 
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a bit reminiscent of Carolines but with melodies inserted. Lyrics are 
out of a bad acid trip by Fellini, and the whole is more lashed 
together than crafted. A hard-bucking bronco worth the danger of 
riding. (LP/MG) 

ULTRAMAN, "Non-existence" (New Red Archives, 6529 Selma 
Ave, Suite 1305, Hollywood, CA 90026) Hard hitting, post punk, 
furiously paced rock grinding out concise, tightly sequenced songs. 
Similar sounding to labelmate Samiam, with whom they'll be touring 
this year, this is a non-stop record of excellent hardcore. I kind of 
wish they had a less comic book name, because though they sing 
about skateboards and "Rector Breaths", this is no caricature.

VAGUE ATMOSPHERE, "Words and Music" ($6 from Blue 
Cube Music, 815 W. Douglas Rd. #164, Mishawaka, IN 46545): Poetry 
set to a backbone of keyboard, guitars, effects, mandolin and other 
mellow instrumentation. Over this we get K.C. Pocius providing his 
strong poetry—"Song From Kaunas" was especially shivery, since I 
heard it for the first time the day after the Soviets rolled into 
Lithuania. Their adaptation of Kubls Kahn is also excellent. Comes 

with a lyric bookl et. (T/MG)[MA#1137] _ 

Various Artists, ".004 CAR" (Old Europa Cafe, do Rudolfo Prolif, 
33170 Pordenone, Italy, Vaile Marconi 88) Mostly home studio 
recordings with much sampling. First piece about Alaskan oil spill 
has grungey guitar with rock drum machine. Other pieces have 
oriental sampling, the usual grand opera sopranos, and sexy french 
voices, altered to sound murderous and stuttery, mixed with insane 
beats and creepy dream sounds, ranging from ethereal to industrial.

Various Artists, "2*10" (Empty Records, Muggenhoferstr. 39, 8500 
Numberg, W. Germany) Double 10" European comp in a unique 
paper fold jacket with a number of small inserts. The selections, 
drawn from Germany, Holland and England, are characterized as 
electronic collage and sound experimentation. The attitude is 
generally reflective yet dense, crossing into seething activity with 
ringing and shifting doppler effects and odd percussive passages; 
the thoughtful pacing integrates the pieces into a well flowing release. 
An incomplete list of artists involved includes Macadam, PCR, 
Wolfgang Foag, Sack, Jesus Drum, Ampzilla's Delight, Kapotte 
Muziek, De Fabriek, Nostalgie Eternelle and Onomatopeai. Subtle

Various Artists, "2 Nasty 4 Radio" (Reprise Records, 75 
Rockefeller Plaza, New York, NY 10019: No, this isn't the 
politically-fueled rap of Public Enemy or Boogie Down Productions 
that's too direct and too scary for FM airplay, this is a bunch of 
black men talking about how big their dicks are and how much 
their bitches like to suck them. Sometimes it's fairly amusing and 
self-parodic material (like Big Daddy Kane and Rudy Ray Moore's 
boasting contest "Big Daddy vs. Dolomite") and there are a couple 
of cuts that offer different perspectives (Roxanne Shant6's exhilarating 
"Brothers Ain't Shit") and different subject matter (Ice-T's "Freedom 
of Speech"), but this compilation is primarily the same old 
testosterone- soaked, misogynistic jive that does get on the radio, 
only here it's more explicit and, unfortunately, more honest. Too

Various Artists, "Acu-Punk-ture" ($4 from Lisa Lunt, 2300 S. E 
St., Richmond, IN 47374): A punk compilation put together by the 
editor of ZUGANG fanzine. It suffers from the usual problems of 
uneven quality and muddy reproduction, but there are still some 
artists that stand out. John Bartles, 2 Car Family, and Political Asylum 
do superior work here. Honorable mention to Human Ashtrays for 
taking a Mister Rogers song and turning it into a churlish punk 
nightmare.

Various Artists, "B.A.N.D.I.T.S." and "B.A.N.D.I.T.S. Too" ($8 
each or both for $15 from Rt.

These recordings, a collection from "Bands 
Against Nuclear Dumps In This State", were spawned by plans to 
put low-level nuke dumps out in Allegany County, New York. Well, 
the 18 songs on #1 and 22 on #2 say it ain't gonna be so, with 
the "No Radiation Without Representation" piece being one of the 
most hard-hitting songs I've heard lately. Inspirational as well as 
being darned good folkie music. Also check out "Grandma" and 

"Don't Give a Da mn" (2T/MG) _ 

Various Artists, "Beets" (T.E.C. Tones, 109 Minna St #391, San 


Francisco, CA 94105) Any collection of jazz tunes that opens with 
Fred Frith's guitar and synclavier work is a winner in my book. 
Dedicated to Philip 'Snakefingeri Lithman, this second in the Ralph 
Records "Fruits Into the Underground" series describes itself as a 
sampling of many styles within the jazz idiom that may raise the 
eyebrows of many jazz buffs. As a 'bufP, I can report that this well 
fits my interpretation of jazz, and lacking space, will let the list of 
artists, including Clubfoot Orchestra, Rova Saxophone Quartet, Sun 
Ra, Tom Cora, Anthony Braxton & Gion Robair, Eric Drew Feldman, 
Snakefinger, Peter Fair and Machete Ensemble of S.F., speak for

Various Artists, "A Brick Set on End" ($4 from Frank Boscoe, 
PO Box 208CMU, PGH, PA 15213) A scattered compilation, the 
preference for unpolished do-it-yourself recordings is the only 
common ground for these 7 bands, ranging from acoustic folk and 
bluegrass to thrash and hardcore and even synth overdub. The 
acoustic side presents Wimp Factor 14, Herman McSherman, the 
Feral Family and Kennett Square Players, and are my preferred 
selections of the tape. Of the rock related pieces only Skinny Girl's 
opening cut interested in its oddness, neither The Judy Brothers nor 
Karl Hendricks providing much excitement. Suffering mostly from

110161, Cleveland, OH 44111-0161): The fourth annual Qlevo 
compilation of Cleveland's music, this is a whopper: 2 CDs, 41 
songs, two and a half hours. There's everything here from beautiful 
melodies to hard rock to bashing fury. Just a few of the groups 
worth checking out: The Revelers, West Park Project, Jehova 
Waitresses, Mannequin Parade, Home and Garden, Fear of Roses

Various Artists, "Crisp On The Edge" (Poison Plant, 7 Woodsend 
Rd., Rockville, MD 20854): Electronics, synths, human (?) voices 
make up a compilation of really fun experimental music. Lots of 
the fun comes from imagining what the sounds are made of (jungle 
beats, laughing, is-it-a-horn-or-isn't-it's, reverbs, et al). Experimentals 
plus orchestrations bring the various artists together with the ability 
to add to what's known as music (At one point I thought I was at

Various Artists, "CompCore" ($3 from Rodent Productions, 1045 
Haman Way, Roseville, CA 95678): A relatively undistinguished punk 
compilation, the sort of thing that still demonstrates that America 
is a country where anyone can make their own music, and frequently 
does. Recording quality varies, but there's a few good cuts here, 
from people like Ear Infection, Dehumanizers and Exoteracy. 15

Various Artists, "Dancehall Stylee—The Best of Reggae Dancehall 
Music Vol. 2" (Profile Records, 740 Broadway, New York, NY 10003): 
Well, what can you say to add to that title? This is reggae, done 
up in extended club mixes, to get your feet hopping and your 
hormones thinking of moving into a private arena with your partner. 
Profile's collected a dozen or so artists here, including Ninjaman, 
Tenor Saw, and the ever-fun Barrington Levy. If you like the 

Caribbean sound, this is a must. (LP/MG) _ 

Various Artists, "Dark City" (Baby Faze Records, PO Box 4264, 
San Francisco, CA 94101): Into Decline, with their sound assimilating 
The Cure in their slower mood, highly utilizing the reverb in their 
guitar amp. Broken Toys, that play a heavy 4/4 time (soft hard soft 
hard), a never changing beat topped by guitar and vocals cutting 
perfectly timed phrases. Threnody, a synth guitar rock sound 
combined within what seems to be a four piece ensemble. Vocals 
are only used as a subtle addition to the well tempered combination. 
Lastly, Stickdog's sound resembles that of acoustic Current 93. All

Various Artists, "Death of Vinyl" ($16 from DOVentertainment,

from Steinski & Mass Media and Sucking Chest Wound's educational 
"Who Shot The Pop?" There's also work from the Tape-Beatles, John 
Oswald, Producers for Bob, Digital Poodle and other electro-noise- 
plagiarism artists.

Various Artists, "Electro Clips" (Diffusion I Media, 4487, Rue 
Adam, Montreal, QUE, HIV 1T9, CANADA): A collection of 25

composers. Ranges from highly experimental noise to the sound of 
breathing and trains. Strangely soothing in its unexpected changes, 
and ideal for listening to in a shuffled order on the CD player.

birthday. Each artist performs some of his work, from Springsteen 
to the Smothers Brothers, with anecdotes and memories. Quite 
touching, not smarmy, and good cover versions, most notably Richie 
Havens singing Chapin's "W.O.L.D." Royalties will go to several 
hunger charities, s o buy it and feel good twice. (T /CG) 

Various Artists, "Hypertonia Sampler Vol. II" ($5.50 from 
Hypertonia World Enterprises, Jan R. Bruun, P.O. Box 4307, 
Nygrdstangen, N-5028 Bergen, Norway): This compilation is an 
"audio-catalogue" of 1990/91 releases from Hypertonia, a cassette 
label from Norway that seems to delight equally in moth-eaten new 
wave, cheeseball rock and roll, and contorted experimental music. 
The common denominator seems to be the seven minutes of Charles 
Manson material that conclude side two, including interview excerpts 
and that old jukebox favorite, "Sick City". He's the dark side of 
the Beach Boys and the Beatles, and he's also pretty funny—a queasy 
brew to stomach, which describes this tape quite accurately, too. 
There are some good ingredients, though, including the Cleaners 
from Venus' "No Go" (a Captain Sensible-like novelty rap), Donald 
Campau and Ken Ginger's "Joey Roo Goes Dancing" (a twisted 
children's story set against a backdrop of alternate universe 
blues/reggae/swing), and two marvelously distorted covers of 
obnoxious pop tunes (En Halvkokt I Folie's "Dancing on the Ceiling" 
and Juryen's "Here Comes the Sun"). X don't know. Most of i?s 
easy going down (excluding Kevyn Dymond's wretched duet, "Lost 
on the Turnpike"), but for some reason I end up with indigestion.

Various Artists, "Iconoclast" ($4 from Porkopolis, PO Box 3529, 
Cincinnati, OH 45201): One of Porkopolis's mammoth collection of 
8 1990 compilation tapes (get the whole set for $25). This one is 
pretty abrasive in spots, notable when presenting babbling from 
Can't Get Up and screaming noises by the infamous Costes. They're 
set off, though, by the soothing eerie noises of Mental Anguish and 
the oddball Orpha ns & Widows. (T/MG)[MA#1138 ] 

Various Artists, "Imagine the Possibilities" (Porkopolis, PO Box 
3529, Cinti., OH 45201) Ten band comp with a slap together feeling 
both in the insert and the no-dobly sound quality. Nonetheless, 
there are some good rocking bands here adding some odd twists 
to their music. Featured are The Real Americans, The Trykes, Rex 
Havok Army, Jerry Benz, Bryan Baker, The Miracle, Russ Stedman, 
The Gomers, The Fury, and Lyndon Jones & the Modern Elevators. 
Highlights include the odder Benz cuts, the more hit than miss 
Gomers humor rock, and the acoustic edged Lyndon Jones pieces, 
though their last tune is cut off as the tape runs out. Not the finest 
quality comp available, but a good way to become familiar with a

Various Artists, "Just a Love Song" (Rodolfo Protti, Viale Marconi, 
38, Pordenone, Italy 33170) An international comp of 12 bands 
playing the same song in 11 languages and 12 very different styles. 
Gaustrofobia begins acoustically, in contrast to the amusing muzak 
crunch of Gerogerigegege, though not as fun as the collages of 
F.A.R. and Tzarina Q Cut. MCH Band interprets the song with dark 
guitar and sax, while Masters of the Napalm Death and Merzdow 
Shek cross into beat based rock. Synth and electronics come from 
the Residents-ish Bene Gesserit, the 4AD like Vox Populi, Algebra 
Suicide, a narrative rendition from De Fabriek, and the locked loop 
closer by Crime 'o' Nautix. On red vinyl with a book, an interesting 

idea nicely packag ed. (LP/PMZ) _ 

Various Artists, "Nemesis No. 3" (Nicola Catalano, Les Fleurs 
du Mai Promotion, Via Marconi, 92- (parco Angelica), 80046 S. 
Giorgio A. Cremano (NA), Italy): This tape is part of an audio-visual 
package originally released in 1988. There's a "Nemesis" magazine 
included, with xerographic manipulations and various Italian and 
English articles on neoism and post-neoism among other similarly 
obscure topics, and the whole thing came jam-packed with flyers, 
booklets, and cards... but this is the audio department, so: the tape 
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contains contributions from Plateau, O Yuki Conjugate, Zone, Los 
Espejos Velados, and Nature and Organisation—which somehow 
seem to meld into a churning, pulsating fusion of tribal energy. No, 
really. It's true. The tape is divided into "Ethnic Side" (Plateau, O 
Yuki...) and "Ritual Side" (the rest), following some kind of 
spaced-out dichotomy into the roots of musical expression. Imme¬ 
diately arresting and very weird: mindless percussion, mid-70s art 
rock, gothic warbling, electric drones, and lots and lots of tape hiss.

Various Artists, "Our Nebula Incured Vol. 4" (Pieter Moreels, 6 
Rue Sainte Croix, 7500 Toumai, BELGIUM): A collection of tunes 
ranging from childlike innocent melodies to repetitive experiments 
to dreamy psychedelia. Mostly it's pretty rough and unpolished stuff, 
suitable to introduce a few new ideas but not really ready for prime 
time. The eerie strains of Usward are the best part of the tape.

Various Artists, "Our Nebula Incured Vol. 5" (Corrosive Tapes, 
6 Rue Sanite Croix, 7500 Tournai, Belgium) This Corrosive Tape 
compilation features the extended works of 4 sound artists. PBK 
begins with two slowly unfolding, brooding soundtracks of rumbling 
and throbbing nightmarish quality. Brume follows with a more 
rhythmic sound work, where deep horns and snippets of electronic 
compositions add to the extended construction. This Window works 
with backward tracking, with mysterious sounds, metallic percussion 
and voices sliding by in reverse, flipping only for its finale. Finally, 
F.N.T.C. uses ambient vocals in chamber reverberation, adding a 
fantasy quality with gnome like chattering.

Various Artists, "Rock City Productions Sampler Tape #1" (1415 
Main St. #720, Worcester, MA 01603): Four bands from this outfit 
that's getting out a substantial number of new hard rock and metal 
tapes.

Various Artists, "Stuff This In Your Stocking" (Skyclad, 6 Valley 
Brook Dr., Middlesex, NJ 08846): The problem with this psyche- 
garage Xmas comp (subtitled "Elves In Action") is illustrated by The 
Leonards' cover of "Father Christmas"—the bands here mostly want 
to be the Kinks, and mostly they aren't. A few tracks rise above 
this, though, including the fun but touching "Happy Birthday" by 
Russ Tolman & The North Pole Men and the Sky Saxon/Firewall 
recording of "Chri stmas in the Courtroom". (LP/M G) 

Various Artists, "Stupid Music For Dumb People" ($3 from Dave, 
PO Box 2143, Stow, OH 44224): A "compoopilation" tape featuring 
many of the bands from Wheelchair Full of Old Men. Some bits 
are surprisingly good: the Someday People's ode "Lisa Suckdog", 
Bent's "Simple", the terror music of Eeyore Power Tool. Other 
contributions from Orville Redenbacher Experience, Sanskrit, Sockeye 
(of course!). Lie Detectors, Volkswhale, and many more. Ninety 
minutes of music plus an info booklet. (T/MG) 

Various Artists, "Summer Squash: He's Too Flat for Me" ($5 
from 213 St. Clements Ave, Toronto, Ont. M4R1H3) A 100 minute 
cassette of 20 Toronto alternative bands recorded live in the summer 
of '90, packaged with a gloss booklet of band photos, selected lyrics, 
and club photos. The tape opens with the quote: it's tough growing 
up on the streets of Toronto. I hadn't thought about it before, but 
it may be so, as the harder approaches and anger of some of these 
bands translates to excellent driving rock, which recorded live 
demonstrates real abilities and intent. On the downside, there's a 
few cuts of futile negativity and bitching, but for the most part this 


is a quality introd uction to the alternative Toronto scene. (T/PMZ) 
Various Artists, "Talkwork 1" ($7 from Talkwork, 206 N. Pearl 
St. GL2, Albany, NY 12207) True to it's name, Talkwork is a 
performance poetry quarterly, here in it's excellent first issue. Edited 
by Steve Furguson, this draws together the works of 11 artists, 
creating a sense of purpose by opening with Paul Metcalfs 1973 
description of poetry as the art of sounds, which he fulfills with a 
northeast narrative of Native American land names. Other interesting 
pieces include the cut-up and noise oriented "Observance" of Jondi 
Keane, the emphatic and delay-effected body images of John Bennet, 
and the tom drum led song/poem of G.P. Skratz. A strong start for 

this quarterly. (T/PMZ)_ 

Various Artists, "...Unheard Of" ($7 from Wichita Alternative 
Music Coalition, 1725 N. Fairmount, Wichita, KS 67208-1929): A wide 
spectrum of Wichita area music, from jazz to metal as well as the 
expected rootsy rock. The Mumbles contribute an interesting cut. 
Children of Satan do a fine apocalyptic job of closing the tape, and 
The Blivets get the juices moving. Quality varies, but is generally 

pretty high. (T/MG)_ 

Various Artists, "UTJSEN Compilation 1: Die Fat Piggy Die" ($2 
from Jef Dam Dickordings, PO Box 134, Waynesville, MO 65583) 
John Utjsen puts together this compilation of black metal and art 
rock underground bands from around the country. Mostly pretty 
heavy stuff with loud jamming guitar, bass, and hard hitting 
drummers surely breaking all of their heads. Definite concentration 

on the lower end. (T/RS) _ 

VENUS BEADS, "Transfixed" (Roadrunner Records, 225 Lafayette 
St. #709, New York, NY 10012): The American debut for this darkly 
melodic Brit-pop band, "Transfixed" is only four songs long but 
seems to contain much more than that. Over a hard but dreamy 
guitar line vocalist Robert Jones gets out lyrics like "Freedom is a 
need/Will you never see/You won't kill the wolf in me" in a startlingly 
effective manner. Lush and full and just waitings to be discovered. 

(T/MG)[MA#1139] _ 

VENUS FLY TRAP, "Live in Germany" (Old Europa Cafe A.V.S., 
Viale Marconi 38, 33170 Pordenone, Italy) Italian goth band playing 
to a small but appreciative crowd in Germany, fronting guitars and 
synths over heavy rhythms make a music that compares to Joy 
Division, furthered by their cover of "Shadowplay." Neither the 
gloomiest nor the happiest band you've ever heard, a dark song 
like "Morphine" contrasts to the more upbeat "Rocket USA" for a 
well rounded set. The vocals are strong, the guitar working with a 
hard bite often mixed with echo, which crossed with synth gives 
the band a full sound. Opening and closing with sound loops makes 

an overall good p resentation. (T/PMZ) _ 

VERLAINES, "Some Disenchanted Evening" (Homestead Records, 
PO Box 800, Rockville Centre, NY 11571-0800): More pop music from 
down under, this is much more spare and human-scale than some 
of their previous albums. The images of dancehalls kept coming to 
mind, as singer Graeme Downs seems to be actually addressing the 
audience rather than just entertaining them. "Damn Shame" is a 
great song, blunt and lovely, that stands up to close listens to 

decipher the lyrics . (LP/MG) __ 

VICIOUS BEATNIKS, self-titled (PO Box 905, Commack, NY 
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11725): Thick careful alternative rock originals that show a band 
willing to explore some new ground and stake it out as their own. 
They have a bluesy tinge about them, with songs about eternal 
topics of love and life, and sound very serious about their 
work—though their presskit suggests a funny side as well. Original 
works perhaps headed for the mainstream. (T/MG)[MA#1140] 

VICTIMS FAMILY "White Bread Blues" (Mordam Records, PO 
Box 988, San Francisco, CA 94101) Looking at the album cover (don't 
play with your food) or the insert's border collage of Kool-aid, fish 
and satan, you start thinking you just might need this record. When 
ou put it on and become accustomed to the kinetic assault, you'll 
egin to recognize the Ed Hall or Red Hot Chili Pepper relationships 
that make this one ballsy, funny hyper rocking record. From 
"Ungowa" (United States of Generica) to the "Anti-Satan Song for 
Mom" you'll wonder why the record doesn't just explode from 
overpacked energy, but all in an intelligent, clean and incredibly 
tight format. Silly sarcastic rock of the highest order to maintain my 
faith that Velveeta does belong in music. (LP/PMZ ) 

WANNA-BEES, "Vacation" (Gaga Goodies, PO Box 361, 00121 
Helsinki, FINLAND): Well, I guess you can add perky pop songs 
with a folk touch to your list of international languages. This band 
bashes its way through a mix of originals and covers, sometimes 
sliding towards psychedlia, sometimes bringing in stranger roots— 
"I'm Not Ready To Go" could almost be called pop/gospel. A cheerful 
sound, eschewing modern dissonance for the pure pleasure of tuneful 

music performed with joy. (LP/MG) _ 

WAXING POETICS, "Bed Time Story" (Emergo Records, 225 
Lafayette St. #709, New York, NY 10012): Southern jangly rock 
crossed with a strain of anti-folk and too much percussion. On top 
of that they're as likely to sing of graves and violent relationships 
as anything nice, though the music itself has an upbeat core to it. 
Alternately tense and loose, they make up in enthusiasm what they 

lack in stylistic un ity. (CD/MG)[MA#1141] _ 

JOHN WEINZWEIG Private Collection"($23.98 from Canadian 
Music Centre Distribution Service, 20 St. Joseph St., Toronto, ONT, 
M4Y 1J9, CANADA): Two wildly different pieces of chamber music 
from this Canadian composer. The first, the title cut, features Mary 
Lou Falls singing soprano over a piano line; the second is "Contrasts 
For Guitar", quick and almost flamenco-like in places. "Private 
Collection" is light and playful, with various movements made of 
random nonsense syllables, a letter to a friend, and a scat Elizabethan 
love letter strange thing. (CD/MG)[MA#1142] 

WHITE PIGS, "Hit Bonanza" (Doug Moody Productions, PO Box 
1596, San Marcos, CA 92069): Talk about packing it in—eight songs 
crammed into one tiny 7" disk. That's a lot of music. And if there 
wasn't a pause between the songs you'd swear it was all one long 
one instead of eight short ones. They all sound so close to each 
other. Late 70's hardcore leather punk music that is still living in 
the past but trying to make it in the present with wild guitar, crazy 
speed and simple but punchy arrangements. (EP/C S) 

DAVID E. WILLIAMS, demo tape (1531 S. Broad St., Philadel¬ 
phia, PA 19147): Another polished and depressing tape from 
Williams, who remains fascinated by things like quadriplegic 
prostitutes, Nazi regalia, and the connection between sex and death. 
He brings this all out through portentious music, melodic keyboards 


layered with his own eerie voice. Definitely one for the black clothing 
crowd. (T/MG) _ 

E.G. WOODALL, "Mad Man of 1st Ave." (FREE from Woodall 
Communications, 7 Maplewood Rd., Huntington Station, NY 11746): 
You can tell this guy's from Long Island. His 3-song sampler tape 
features slick, flawless, bouncy synthesizer music with no soul, no 
inspiration, and no shame. The least boring cut is "Makin' Soup", 
a lame disco take-off on Led Zeppelin's "The Ocean". Maybe Mr. 
Woodall is too busy cranking out this crap to listen to it. On one 
of the flyers accompanying the review copy, he observes: "Absence 
of profit spells failure." Well, this tape is free, if that tells you 
anything. (T/KS) 

WORLD FOR RANSOM, self-titled (PO Box 112, Palo Alto, CA 
94301): Well-polished modem pop with more than a touch of 
synthesizers. They have some great songs here, including "College 
Radio" and one about the sudden resurgence of Jack Kerouac as a 
modem icon. Very catchy arrangements and lots of thoughtful lyrics 
make this a band I won't be at all surprised to hear more about in 
the future. (CD/MG)__ 

WORLD OF SKIN, "Songs for Another World" (Young God 
Records, C/O MCM PO Box 1966, London NW10 5NQ) On the 
surface this Swans side project draws a mysterious and fragile beauty 
from sustaining synth, ringing guitar, effectively minimal percussion, 
and manifest sounds, in reserve creating a richly resonant and 
sparkling environment about which Jarboe's voice gracefully floats. 
But below the beauty one must look deeper, for these are not works 
of simple pleasantness. Gira's sonorous voice particularly disturbs 
as his bitter evocations of razor blade love and parasitic dread bless 
hate and torture. His foil is Jarboe's impressionistic vision of 
worshipped love, dreams, and faith, but even here in images of 
poison and chains. It is a turbulent tension that defines their passions 
of alure and aversion. (LP/PMZ) 

GARY WRAY, "Back from Pluto" (18540 Cantara St, Reseda, CA 
91335) A fun smattering of styles that centers on odd guitar/synth 
pop with a healthy dose of noise and effects, Wray's return from 
his Plutonian excursions may not be extremely otherworldly, but it 
is a tape of strange and slightly bizarre styles. The pieces range 
from pop songs and instrumentals to horror industrial ambience, 
with a guitar jam, a gothic instrumental and even a drunken cowboy 
song. Not exactly technical or profoundly unique, but a good set 
of approaches on a serious effort that's not to be taken too seriously. 
(T/PMZ) 

JOHN LINCOLN WRIGHT, "That Old Mill" (Northeastern 
Popular Arts, PO Box 3589, Saxonville, MA 01701): Acoustic country 
music with a message. It's pretty much a love song to New England 
and the way of life there that no longer exists. The mill of song is 
that which gave a lot of people jobs and money while taking years 
off their lives, etc. The music is warm and spirited, not just plain 
old country (and there's nothing wrong with that, either), with plenty 
of fiddle and mandolin, even in hokey songs about two people not 
being able to pay the rent but they'll live on love anyway. (T/CG) 
YABBY YOU, "Beware Dub" ($8 from ROIR, Suite 411, 611 
Broadway, NYC, NY 10012) The warm reggae like rhythms of dub 
lead this slowly unfolding, pleasantly danceable rerelease of Yabby's 
'79 initial dub release. Assembled from dubs and remixes of singles 
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that he produced of himself and other Jamaican artists, this work 
features the drumming of Sly Dunbar, the bass of Robbie Shakespere 
and the congas and percussion of Skully. Above this sax, organ, 
guitar, piano and horns are added with a reserve that enhances the 
flavor of the music, while Yabby You's voice occassionally enhances 
with a rich Rastafari spirituality. A warm release motivating to move 
the body. (T/PMZ)_ 

BOB Z, "Smell the Coffee" (PO Box 28, 2336 Market St, San 
Francisco, CA 94115) Acoustic guitar progressions and picking are 
crossed with electric guitar and rooted by drum machine, all as 
played by Bob Z. Over this. Bob sings with a warm expressiveness, 
opening in "Colorado" singing about artificial existence, governmental 
opression and censorship (something he's confronted with his own 
postering activities* see FF 37). Bob likes to stop and start his songs, 
as in the interesting "Down in the Basement," which opens with 
several iterations varying the lyrics and approach. The muffled quality 
of the tape detracts, particularly in the Bush 'sleaze factori cut-up 
over war sounds, but in all a good collection of pointed songs. 
(T/PMZ) 

ZOMBIE ZEE/FART KINGS, "The Left Hand Path"/" Armchair 
Messiah" ($3 and age statement from Jef Dam Recordings, PO Box 
134, Waynesville, MO 65583) Zombie Zee takes the first side of this 
tape, playing speedcore guitar with a raw buzzy sound, using 
occassional dull drum machine and poorly recorded vocals written 
to offend. Sound quality is fair, and though there are some pretty 
moments amidst a suprising display of technical ability, the results 
are cold. Fart Kings take the second side, through poor sound quality 
and messy distortion singing gross-out rudeness rants about pissing, 
puking and the like. Low quality photocopy zine with titles/lyrics 
included. (T/PMZ) 

ZZAJ Sc ROGUE SEA MERCHANTS, "Won" (Dick Metcalf, HQ, 
19th Supcom, PO Box 2879, APO San Francisco, CA 96218): More 
improv jazz, mostly instrumental, from Rotcod Zzaj and his friends. 
Of the tunes here, I most enjoyed "Emergence", which cooks along 
at a good clip for nearly half of a side of the tape. Then there 
"Where Are We Now?", with vocal riffs attacking the system on 
many levels, an eerie shout for freedom. Much sampling and intricate 
mixing here along with plenty of just plain jamming. (T/MG)

Afterbirth Fucked Sc Framed" ($3 from Doil, 27 Pierce Ave., 
Dorchester, MA 02122): GG provides the spoken words on this one 
via a phone call from prison (complete with a taping of the operator 
at the beginning), over a background of weird noises, sort of jazz 
dementia punk. It 1 s about his not fitting into society, being repressed, 
and similar themes revolving around his current pre dicament. (T/MG) 

TONY R. BOIES, "I think too much...I think" ($2 from PO Box 
584, Front Royal, VA 22630): Sort of solo radio drama, this takes 
the mild-mannered Tony off on a search for the meaning of life, or 
at least some reason to keep on living. Full of sound effects, fake 
commercials, and unlikely vocal mimicry, it's a pretty rough 
production, but the heartfelt thoughts underneath it all are apparent. 
(T/MG) _ 

PEACE PILGRIM, self-titled (Friends of Peace Pilgrim, 43480 
Cedar Ave, Hemet, CA 92344) Overcome evil with good, falsehood 
with truth, and war with peace. This basic message comes from a 
Christian standpoint that centers on overcoming personal downfalls 
by letting God into your life. Peace Pilgrims pilgramage is to promote 
inner peace by telling stories about personal experiences as well as 
other people's exp eriences that center on sensible living. (T/RS) 

PEACE PILGRIM, "Campbell House" (Donation from 43480 Cedar 
Ave., Hemet, CA 92344): More words from Peace Pilgrim, who 
walked the country for nearly thirty years in search of peace, living 
on the kindness of others. In this tape she explains the steps she 
sees as necessary for living one's life well, with notes on the expected 
difficulties. As with the words of other masters, it all sounds very 
simple, but is terrifyingly difficult to put into practice. Homegrown 
American inspiration. (T/MG) 

PEACE PILGRIM, "Spiritual Growth" (Friends of Peace Pilgrim, 
43480 Cedar Ave., Hemet, CA 92433): She has been walking for 
peace for 26 years, wearing her only belongings, sleeping only when 
offered a bed, eating only when offered food. She stopped counting 
at 25,000 miles when she began to focus on doing talks like the 
ones recorded here so she could share her message and the wide 
range of experiences she has encountered in her journey thus far 
(including a night in jail for vagrancy—of this, she quips, "I was 
looking forward to another day with the girls."). Despite this 
seemingly grueling lifestyle, she has attained a divine state of 
"endless energy", as evidenced in her brisk delivery. "As soon as 
you start working for your selfish little self," she says, "it's gone." 
She vehemently attacks the violent, quick- shooting "hero image" 
in American culture, and believes that peace begins with the 
individual. Her strength of character and remarkably good humor 
are inspiring—a modern day saint without the trappings of organized 
religion. "A pilgrim's job is to rouse people from their apathy and 
make them think. " Successfully done. (T/KF) 

ART ROSENBLUM, "Human Longings" ($5 from Aquarian 
Research Foundation, 5620 Morton St., Philadelphia, PA 19144): This 
is part inspirational tape, part autobiography, in which Art explores 
some of the dimensions of the dreams which many people share. 
It's a fascinating tale of a somewhat naive youth, which culminates 
in a search (still ongoing) for community, which he argues (I think 
correctly) is one of our basic drives. Friendly and well worth the 
listening time. (T/MG) 

ART ROSENBLUM, "Transformation in Secret" ($5 from Aquarian 
Research Foundation, 5620 Morton St., Philadelphia, PA 19144): A 
story by Art about one possible way to change the world for the 
better. It involves an experiment in the Philadelphia school system, 
designed to teach healthy sexuality to kids and so make their lives 
happier. Reminded me a bit of THE HARRAD EXPERIMENT, 
although no doubt the very idea would still strike many people as 
distressing lechery. Includes references to real books on topics 
including natural b irth control and extended orgas m. (T/MG) 

VOICE OF ORL #1 ($3 from Obscure Research Labs, PO Box 
15266, Santa Rosa, CA 95402): This tape features ORL founder B.T. 
Elder on the radio with Dennis Erectus, who apparently fancies 
himself a sort of radio version of Morton Downey. They spar, call 
each other names, and take the occasional phone call, while Elder 
tries to get across the serious side of UFOlogy. Lots of heat, not 
too much light, b ut fun to listen to anyhow. (T/M G)

1990/91 DIRECTORY OF INTENTIONAL COMMUNITIES 
($13.50 from Sandhill Farm, Route 1, Box 155-Ff, Rutledge, MO 
63563): I was quite pleased to see this book arrive in our mail, as 
I'm becoming increasingly interested in the intentional community 
movement as the years pass. A joint project of The Fellowship for 
Intentional Community and Communities Magazine, it lists and 
documents over 350 communities, most in North America but about 
50 elsewhere. There's a handy table summarizing statistical informa¬ 
tion about each one, plus extensive written descriptions—a couple 
of paragraphs from each community. 

Beyond this, there are 40 articles on topics including finding a 
community, the cohousing movement, consensus, land trusts, the 
Rochdale Principles, women in community, social action, and much, 
much more. The whole is topped off with a listing of 200 resources, 
from conference centers to FACTSHEET FIVE. 

Anyone searching for a communal living arrangement needs this 
vital reference work. I spot-checked for die groups I knew about 
and found all the ones I could think of here—even the One that's 
changed its name without telling me, thanks to the fine indexing. 
But the ones I didn't know about are even more numerous. Perhaps 
somewhere in this book there is a place for me—or you—to live. 
(312 pp. tpb/MG)

Ambassador X, ABOVE THE LAW: THE COMPLETE GUIDE 
TO OBTAINING DIPLOMATIC IMMUNITY ($9.95 from GRF Press, 
2050 Idle Hour Ctr. #108, Lexington, KY 40502): As it says, this 
book will tell you how to go about getting diplomatic immunity—for 
a price, of course. It leads off with some basic notes on what this 
is good for, and closes with the text of the governing treaty. In 
between, there are addresses for outfits ranging from shady to 
(apparently) legitimate, all of whom can help you become a consul 
or ambassador. The tariff is fairly steep, but then the potential 
rewards are high. (S-32/MG)

Jim Broadstreet, BUILDING WITH JUNK ($17.95 & $3 s&h 
from Loompanics Unlimited, PO Box 1197, Port Townsend, WA 
98368): The title should clue you in, but just in case 
you're slow today, this is a book for the builder with 
more imagination than money. In other words, if you 
want to put up a house or refinish a room with 
character, as opposed to tract-house ticky-tack 
monotony, this book will get you started. Subtitled "A 
Guide To Home Building and Remodeling Using 
Recycled Materials", it's not so much a set of detailed 
instructions as a series of pointers—to sources for used 


materials, ideas on what can be used 
in which application, tools that the 
tinkerer should have, and so on. 
Broadstreet discusses everything from 
salvaged wooden bams to industrial 
lighting fixtures to styrofoam peanuts 
as insulating materials. He gives you 
the benefit of a long career of playing 
around with stuff, and has sage 
advice on what's worth the trouble 
to haul away and what isn't, as well 
as which great ideas are not so hot 
(PVC pipe as roofing tile proved to 
fall into this latter category). As an 
idea repository, this book, with its 
photos and lists and tales of past 
salvage projects, is a great thing. 
Makes me want to start designing a 
new room for this place. (162 pp. 
hc/MG)

John Bryant (ed.), THE MORTAL WORDS OF J.B.R. YANT 
AND OTHER IRRITATIONS ($12.95 & $2 shipping from Socratic 
Press, PO Box 66683, St. Petersburg Beach, FL 33736-6683): Though 
Bryant wrote this outrageous book, he uses the Yant name to indicate 
that "Mr. Bryant considers Yant to be a facet of his personality—but 
a facet which is too full of hyperbole and excess to permit Mr. 
Bryant to claim that he and Yant are one and the same." That's 
just as well, because the one-liners and jokes and thoughts in this 
collection run from curmudgeonly to crotchety to disgustingly sexist 
and racist. Yant is not afraid to say unpopular things, to enunciate 
stuff which many people view as the truth—liberal establishment be 
damned. — 

Hew you view this book will depend on whether you se*6 a 
glass as half empty or half full. On the plus side, I found many 
chuckles and things to go along with—such as "The best way to 
deal with trick-or-treaters at Halloween is to put a sign on one's 
door which reads 'Free razor blade with apple.'" (OK, OK, / never 
claimed to be perfectly politically correct either!) Then there's the 
definition of a Big Mac attack as "What you get after eating a Big 
Mac" or "It is always possible to find an expert whose advice is 
contradictory to that of another expert." 

On the other side of the coin, you can choose from various 
statements about Blacks and Jews, or a defense of anal sex as a 
way to demonstrate the proper power relations in marriage, or "A 
man does not want a doormat for a 
woman, but neither does he want -an 
Amazon. What he wants is a woman 
who is not so strong that he 
cannot be her master, but who 
is strong enuf so that other 
men respect him for that 
mastery." 

You pays your

I guess. One way 
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to judge a book is by whether it provokes a reaction; this one passes 
that test with flying colors. (247pp. tpb/MG)

HAWAII: A TRAVEL SURVIVAL KIT ($15.95 from Lonely Planet, 
Embarcadero West, 112 Linden St., Oakland, CA 94607): This book 
contains much more detail than other tourist guides to Hawaii. It 
is also more likely to lead you away from the tourist hordes, 
particularly if that is where you want to go. Even so, it contains 
extensive information on the usual tourist fare: accommodations (both 
cheap and expensive, as with all Lonely Planet guides), transporta¬ 
tion, shopping dining, museums, night-life and recreation of all sorts 
(all with prices, times and directions). There are many attractive 
color photos of island life, as well as 60 maps. There is hiking 
information throughout HAWAII, including several crude travel 
maps, but there is less detail than I would like for starting out on 
a long hike. The authors do however recommend some good hiking 
books that would make useful supplementary reading. HAWAII 
contains extensive summaries of Hawaiian history, politics, and 
culture (both popular and traditional), something that would probably 
be lacking in more common, superficial guidebooks. 

Some of the information in HAWAII amuses me, probably 
unintentionally. For instance, there is a photo of what money looks 
like (U.S. currency is probably the most widely recognized currency 
in the world). There are mundane descriptions of things that are so 
American (as much of Hawaii is). For instance, "The cheese pizza 
[at Brick Oven in Kalaheo] is $6 for a small one and $12 for a 
large." Would someone writing about Geveland tell you about Pizza 
Hut prices? I think not. But this also reflects both Hawaii's 
expensiveness relative to the mainland, and the thoroughness of the 
authors. 

Other useful information contained in HAWAII are a calendar of 
events, a Hawaiian language glossary, and a bibiography. HAWAII, 
as with other Lonely Planet books only indexes locations and maps. 
It is particularly burdensome not to have general subjects indexed 
for a book of this size. HAWAII contains much useful information 


for the traveler, and is an excellent guidebook. (535 pp. tpb) (Guest

NEW CALEDONIA: A TRAVEL SURVIVAL KIT ($10.95 from 
Lonely Planet, Embarcadero West, 112 Linden St., Oakland, CA 
94607): This book is yet another addition to Lonely Planet's coverage 
of the globe. New Caledonia is a beautiful tropical archipelago with 
both rugged mountains and coral reefs. It is a multicultural land of 
Melanesians, French, Polynesians and Asians. For the English-speak¬ 
ing traveler to New Caledonia (mostly Australians), this book is 
essential, as no other book gives such detailed travel information 
about this French Colony. David Stanley's SOUTH PACIFIC 
HANDBOOK (Moon Publications, 1989) also covers New Caledonia, 
but with necessarily fewer details. If you are planning to travel 
extensively in the Pacific and your luggage space is at a premium, 
Stanley's book might be a better buy. Fullerton describes a number 
of English language books that cover other aspects of New Caledonia 
in greater detail (e.g. history, politics and anthropology). It would 
have been useful for her to have included French language books 
for those whose first language is English but who have a reading 
knowledge of French, as the majority of books on New Caledonia 
are in French. 

Lonely Planet's publications have substantially improved their 
format over the years. This book is a reflection of these 
improvements, which include: a map legend, standardized and more 
attractive maps, glossy photos, a separate map index (very handy), 
and an improved general index. While Lonely Planet has boldfaced 
the main entries in the general index, I still fault them for restricting 
the index tb locations, rather than including general subjects. As 
compensations, however. Lonely Planet has added greater detail to 
their table of contents. So, overall, accessibility of Lonely Planet 
books has improved. — 

Lonely Planet always includes a brief summary of the most 
common language of a region within its guidebooks. I find this 
commendable, since too many (American, at least) tourists travel to 
countries knowing little or none of the local language. This is

technologies, such as fax, VCR, computer, audio 
cassette, etc. We will focus on these technologies and 
their uses within "oppositional," "alternative," or “un¬ 
derground" cultural practices. The quality of these 
technologies that most interests us is their inherent 
ability to duplicate, store, and transmit information; 
and the social and cultural impact of these 
capabilities. 

Copy Culture is a collaborative project between 
Stephen Perkins, former editor of Box of Water, and 
Lloyd Dunn, editor of PhotoStatlc Magazine and 
YAWN.

The nature of the material so far received, 
as well as our own research, has led us to broaden our 
original emphasis (which focused only on xerography) 
to include the full range of duplicative technologies.

If we have to self- 
publish it, the edition will probably besmaller, though 
we think the finished product will be of the same 
quality.

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particularly useful when the primary language is one for which 
books are hard to find. In the case of New Caledonia, however, 
97% of the colony understands French, but not in standard French. 
To Fullerton's credit, however, she does describe New Caledonian 
words at various points in her text. It is not clear however whether 
this is a complete list of regionalisms or not. NEW CALEDONIA 
generally lives up to Lonely Planet's standards, it includes detailed 
descriptions of history, politics and culture, as well as travel and 
accommodation details (both cheap and expensive). In particular, 
Fullerton gives a good general introduction to this multicultural 
(primarily Melanesian and European) territory, including a summary 
of the recent confrontations between the French government and 
F.L.N.K.S., the Melanesian liberation movement of New Caledonia. 
Included in the book is an extensive section on staying healthy, 
including information on sexuallly transmitted diseases, and how to 
avoid potential gynecological problems. Fullerton gives detailed 
information about all regions of New Caledonia, including those 
regions that receive few visitors. This is the best English language 
travel guide for New Caledonia. (140 pp. tpb)(Guest review by 
Thomas H. Slone)

ISLANDS OF AUSTRALIA'S GREAT BARRIER REEF ($12.95 
from Lonely Planet, Embarcadero West, 112 Linden St., Oakland, 
CA 94607): This is a stunningly beautiful book of a stunningly 
beautiful place. The book is printed on semi-glossy paper and it has 
numerous full color photos throughout it. Consequently, it is more 
than just a detailed travel guide, it is a book that compels one to 
visit. ISLANDS nicely complements Lonely Planet's other book on 
Australia, AUSTRALIA: A TRAVEL SURVIVAL KIT, which gave 


scant coverage of the Great Barrier Reef. This is Lonely Planet's 
finest book, both because of its numerous photos, and its improved 
format (see my review of NEW CALEDONIA above). 

Unlike other Lonely Planet books, ISLANDS has extensive 
information on ecology throughout it. Supplementing this are color 
photos and illustrations of marine and terrestrial animals that live 
in and around the reef. In addition to Wheeler's descriptions of the 
region's ecology, islands, and reefs, he gives general tourist 
information, information about transportation, health (with particular 
note of that which relates to the reef), tour groups, camping, and 
(most importantly) snorkeling and scuba diving. I noticed a couple 
of omissions in this otherwise extensive book. Wheeler neglected to 
note that bus service exists north of Cairns to Cape Tribulation. 
Besides being widely regarded as the world's most beautiful reef, 
the Great Barrier Reef is also the only reef that is adjacent to 
rainforest, and Wheeler neglected to note this. At Cape Tribulation, 
I was able to walk from a coralline shore over a narrow beach, 
directly to rainforest. Rainforests generally preclude the existence of 
coral reefs, since heavy siltation destroys coral. In Australia, however, 
the rainforest is a narrow, coastal strip, and hence it is unable to 
gather much silt. There is a nice coffee-table style book on this 
subject called, DAINTREE: WHERE THE RAINFOREST MEETS THE 
REEF (Australian Conservation Foundation, 1985). Overall, ISLANDS 
is a well-designed book and a bargain: it combines the formats of 
guidebook, photographic survey, and ecological survey. (279 pp. 
tpb) (Guest review by Thomas H. Slone)

Joe Longone, THE GREAT ROCK AND ROLL SURVEY (1980s) 
($5.95 from Joe Longone, PO Box 2436, Worcester, MA 01613): Joe 
spent most of the eighties years publishing the late great 
FUZBRAINS. Now he's taken one more step to preserve the music 
he loved from that decade, by surveying others knowledgeable about 
rock and printing comments on the results. This has some amusing 
side effects when he disagrees with his own panel of experts. There 
are separate surveys on songs, albums and groups. You can get a 
good handle for the tenor of the results by knowing that the top 
five bands (from #5 up) are The Cynics, The Fleshtones, The 
Ramones, The Lyres and The Cramps. (81 pp. tpb/MG)

John Marriott (ed.), SENSORIA FROM CENSORIUM ($$17 from 
Mangajin Books, PO Box 147, Stn. J, Toronto, ONT M4J 4X8, 
CANADA): A fat perfect-bound book, somewhat reminiscent in 
design of various RE/SEARCH volumes, which explores the Network 
of strange and wonderful media which you see parts of here in 
FACTSHEET FIVE. The book opens with essays on networking and 
associated topics from a number of people who've been at it for 
years: Vittore Baroni, John Held, Lloyd Dunn, Serge Segay, Ruggero 
Maggi, Daniel Plunkett, myself, and others. There are interviews 
with Hal McGee and Francoise Duvivier, as well as the band Mr. 
Science (a hard-vinyl 45 from this experimental outfit is included). 
Marriott then turns the book over to the artists themselves, with 
poetry, prose, comics and more turned up in trolling the mail art 
and comics arenas. Some fine work is here, with everyone from 
Gary Roscoe to John Bennett getting a few licks in. A fine book, 
and hopefully the beginning of a series of anthologies of work which 
otherwise vanishes all too quickly. (180 pp. tpb/MG)

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Rory O'Meery, MV WIFE IN BANGKOK (Asia Press, PO Box 
5446, Berkeley, CA 94705): Rory spent six months living in Thailand, 
sex capital of the world, and this is a report on his impressions. 
While it's mainly about prostitution he avoids printing and 
pornography. Rather it's a blunt look at the lives of the women, 
why they work as prostitutes (500 baht and hour versus 70 baht a 
day hauling concrete on construction jobs) and so on. Throughout 
there is also lots of practical advice for the male traveler on what 
to pay and what to avoid doing. The final picture that emerges is 
one of women with no other options, engaged in putting on false 
faces for visiting Westerners. There are moments of joy and pleasure 
here, but they lurk in a larger matrix of bald exploitation. (184 pp. 
tpb)

Thom Metzger, SHOCK TOTEM ($5.50 from Ziggurat, PO Box 
25193, Rochester, NY 14625): Evil bureaucrats sterilised by dreams 
of power, corporate conspiracy, cops and mental institution staff, 
populate Shock Totem's fallen world oozing chemical waste and 
humming with power lines, a cosmic-scale ant-farm built by a 
dyspeptic demiurge. The hero is an epileptic and psychotic teenager 
named Brian haunted by the titan ghosts of Edison and Tesla. Brian's 
got a neural implant which enables him to tap electricity raw from 
the outlet and so empowered fly out of his flesh into a Negro 
eternity presided over by the funky Godfather of Souls. 

The novel is splendidly well plotted—I lost sleep reading it—and 
the scenes where the hero "goes through the wall" into the Black 
Soul afterworld are spaced throughout at enticing intervals. In these 
the writing achieves that rythmic poetic fury which is Metzger's 
trademark. 

Some excellent comic tension develops between Brian and those 
who don't know with whom they have to do, as the hero often 
takes their casual phrases at appallingly face value. In a sense this 
is Christian fiction: in Protestant countries SF has had to fill the 
imaginative gap left when the Reformation stripped its myths. 
Paralleling the earth-bound "Magic Realism" of Catholic countries, 
SF often presents a materialised vision of the Christian Cosmos, eg. 
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Eternity translates into an endless future and an infinite space still 
very much "the heavens." Transcendance is achieved by computer- 
linkup to the "World of Forms" as in Gibson's Neuromancer—or 
here via skin-sizzling blue volts. It's no coincidence PKD's last novels 
were outright Christian-Gnostic myth. With Metzger a corporate- 
poisoned planet is the sinful world of (in his book explicitly) 
matter-trapped souls, with a wall, so named, separating this realm 
from the Real. Electricity serves the turn of what St. Matthew calls 
"psychic wind and fire." Not by chance Christian imagery abounds: 
the mental institution where much of the action takes place is replete 
with stained glass and gothic arches, and the tale approaches its 
conclusion near a shrine of Fatima where one of the heros hacks 
himself with a scalpel among statues of similarly engaged saints. 

Metzger is helping to carry out the needful Dreamwork of the 
Christian West: to re-imagine the Sacred World, the Kosmos , in 
modem terms. His novel is a particularly compelling contribution to 
the genre as he accesses not only the drama and gore of Christian 
myth, but also some of the compassionate values that have at times 
been associated with the creed. 

This is the second novel by Thom "Big Gurl" Metzger, best 
known to FS5's readers through the strange poetic mini's his Ziggurat 
Press puts out, which a donation will get you from the above 
address. Shock Totem is a real developoment in the author's own 
work: his artistic control and depth of characterisation far surpasses 
that in the more hectic, shocking, and rather nihilistic Big Gurl, 
while the humor and the poetry in no wise belie the promise of 
his broadsheets such as "Olds-Mo-Turd" and "Let's Gibber." (PB/JR)

Rich Richardson, THE COPPER SPIDER($5.00 ppd from Rich 
Richardson, HC 62, Box 4433, Cam Verde, AZ): Because he says 
that his children are scattered and he probably won't get the chance 
to sit around and tell stories about his- life, Richardson decided to 
put them on paper. And after reading them you begin to feel sad 
that he won't be able to undertake the task of verbally telling the 
stories, because they are the kind that make you want to curl up 
by his feet with an afghan around your own. You can almost smell 
the pipe, too. Unpretentious, gentle, reminiscent tales about growing 
up in Colorado in the 30's and on. His first loves, dreams and 
aspirations are told with relish and anecdote. Richardson never 
worries about getting off the subject—it's his book! He can do what 
he likes. And eventually he'll get back to the story at hand, whether 
it's about his grandparents eccentricities, a cold log cabin in the 
hills, or fighting off a bad guy for the affections of a young woman. 
I'd like to hear them being read sometime. (120pp. tpb/CG)

Situationist International, THE VERITABLE SPLIT IN THE 
INTERNATIONAL: PUBLIC CIRCULAR OF THE SITUATIONIST 
INTERNATIONAL ($16.95 from A Distribution, 339 Lafayette St. 
#202, New York, NY 10012): Early on in this collection of Situationist 
texts, Guy Debord and Gianfranco Sanquinetti quote from Le Nouvel 
Observateur: "The Society of teh Spectacle...is considered by some as 
the Capital of the new generation." The comparison is apt, for like 
Marx the Sits have garnered a lot of true believers over the years, 
and their promise of sweeping revolution recedes into the future as 
time passes. (To be fair, the Situationists are openly and utterly 
contemptuous of their "pro-situ" followers, apparently not wanting 
such obvious dupes, at the least). Mostly this work concerns the 
history of the SI from around 1969 to 71, analysed in some detail 
and presented with a plethora of big words. Everyone from 
revolutionaries on down gets dumped on at some point, and in the 
end not much sticks beyond a feeling that these guys just don't 
like people very much. Bedtime reading for intellectuals with 
overactive imaginations. (138 pp. tpb/MG) 
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★ ★★★★ 

Nico Vassilakis, THE GERM and Spryszak, THE MOVE ($5 from 
Bomb Shelter Props, PO Box 17686, Phoenix, AZ 85011): A perfect 
bound minibook with a pair of stories, separated by some art from 
Guy R. Beining. Vassilakis tells the story of a strange disjointed trip, 
sprouting trees, dreams. Significant Trivia, all held together by a 
travel metaphor. Spryszak's piece was less successful with me, a 
combination of basketball and sex that may have been intended to 
make some statement about the American Life but missed the mark. 
Experimental writing that takes plenty of chances in both cases. 
(M-80t/MG)

Colin Ward, TALKING HOUSES ($12.50 from A Distribution, 
339 Lafayette St. #202, New York, NY 10012): By dint of being 
willing to think about a real down to earth problem instead of just 
abstract political theory, Colin has become something of the anarchist 
expert on housing and housing policy. This book is a collection of 
his lectures on the subject, ten of them spread over the past fifteen 
years. The basic core of his ideas may be found int he final one: 

"What I want to see is not a mass solution, but a mass of small, 
local, small-scale solutions that draw upon the involvement, the 
ability and the ingenuity of people themselves. There will be muddle 
and confusion, duplication of effort, wasted cash and misappropria¬ 
tion of funds. But what makes you think this hasn't happened in 
the days of big, public solutions? It will be nothing compared with 
the enormous waste of money and resources in the mass housing 
drives of the 50s and 60s, and the residue of misery and disillusion 
that they have left behind. This is one of the hard-won lessons of 
a century of housing history." 

Indeed, it is Ward's utter faith in the ability of the common 
person to design and implement their own housing solutions that 
is the keystone of Ward's approach. This optimism comes across 
clearly here, and may well be heard more strongly at a time when 


notions of intentional community are on the rise. Although frequent 
references to council housing and other artifacts of British governmen¬ 
tal policy may confuse American readers, this is an inspirational 
resource for those thinking along cooperative and self-help lines. 
(142 pp. tpb/MG)

Tony Wheeler and Richard Everist, NEPAL: A TRAVEL SUR¬ 
VIVAL KIT ($12.95 from Lonely Planet Publications, P.O. Box 2001A, 
Berkeley, CA, 94702): Every journey has three parts; the preparation 
and anticipation that goes before, the experience and anxiety of 
being there, and the remembrance and reflection that gives it 
meaning. A travel guide should inspire us through the first part 
and lead us through the second, so that we have a chance to return 
with the experience of a valid insight into a living culture. This 
applies especially to the Lonely Planet TSK series which seeks to 
appeal to the "adventure traveller" rather than the superficial tourist. 
This book ultimately achieves that goal; although I was bemused to 
see Nepal referred to as a "shoppers paradise" - a cliche more 
appropriate to the reality tunnel of FODOR guides. 

The preface to this book states that the authors intended it to 
be the "most thoroughly researched guidebook to Nepal available." 
They seem to have succeeded as the book is almost encyclopedic 
in scope. On the other hand certain sections of the book are 
repetitious, although if one is consulting it as a reference instead of 
reading cover to cover this may actually be helpful. The guide would 
also profit from a complete index, as the index it does have consists 
entirely of place names. This is particularly frustrating when the 
book refers you to another section by name, which is listed neither 
in the index or table of contents. 

The basic survival information; visas, getting there, health, 
changing money, etc. is both entirely complete and concise, leaving 
most of 347 pages devoted to the "good stuff" about Nepal. The 
obligatory thumbnail sketch of the country's history, culture, and 
climate is provided to whet our appetite. A series of lovely photos 
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are included to give you a clue that 
"colorful" is no mere travel cliche in this 
country. 

Nepal is officially a Hindu kingdom 
presided over by a monarch who is an 
incarnation of Vishnu and a living goddess, 
the Kumari. But it is actually a unique 
merger of Hindu, Tantric Buddhist and Bon 
beliefs mirroring the intermingling of Indo- 
Aryan and Tibeto-Burman peoples. This 
uniqueness is nowhere better illustrated than 
with Kathmandu's "native" inhabitants, the 
Newari who speak a Tibeto-Burman lan¬ 
guage but are mostly Hindus. To their credit 
the authors provide a very good introduc¬ 
tion to the political and cultural impact of 
this merger is several areas of the book. 

The book also does a very good job of 
introducing one of the primary joys of 
Nepal, its many and varied festivals. From 
mass celebrations in the streets to more 
intimate family observations these are an 
essential element of a journey to Nepal. It 
is not unknown for visitors to plan their 
travel in Nepal to include a specific festival. 

The extended calendar of these events (thru 
1993) is especially helpful, as most festivals 
are based on a variable lunar timetable. 

Beyond background information nearly 
60% of the book is devoted to the environs of the Kathmandu valley; 
not surprising since it is the historical/cultural center of Nepal. It is 
also the entry point for most visitors, and unfortunately the only 
place most of them ever see. But the authors almost make a virtue 
of such by presenting truly exhaustive information on this most 
accessible area of the kingdom. So much so that one could profitably 
spend two weeks exploring the various cultural sights, Hindu temples 
and Buddhist shrines they describe. Even on the more mundane 
subject of where to stay and eat a truly amazing number of options 
in all price ranges are presented. Interesting information is also

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provided on the varied meditation/yoga/east- 
em philosophy classes offered, many of 
which are geared to the Western traveller 
but are quite serious (not New Age fluff). 
Language classes are also available, and a 
day or two spent learning some basics can 
really enhance your visit, particularly if you 
venture outside the valley. 

To the west of Kathmandu is the city of 
Pokhara, a distant second in terms of tourist 
development. Primarily a jumping off point 
for treks in the Annapurna Circuit, but noted 
for its close up views of Macchapuchhare 
and other nearby Himals. Here once again 
the local scene is covered in remarkable 
detail, and the few unique points of the city 
are disclosed for your enjoyment. It is also 
worth noting that the book does a very 
good job of covering some of the less visited 
intermediate points on the popular trips, 
such as Gorkah on the Kathmandu-Pokhara 
route. This is a nice touch for those who 
like to sometimes leave the "beaten path." 

A interesting surprise was a very com¬ 
plete section on the Terai, Nepal's lowlands 
which most travellers pass through rather 
than visit. All the major cities are covered 
in some detail, but the authors note one of 
the few gems of this area, Janakpur a city 
of pools and temples, birthplace of the goddess Sita and center of 
the unique Maithili culture. The Terai section also provides 
information on the popular Royal Chitwan National Park, stronghold 
of the Royal Bengal tiger, Indian rhino and Gangetic dolphin. A 
visit to the Chitwan Park is a fascinating journey into the past when 
most of the Terai was covered with the same lush rainforest. That 
is until 1951 when Nepal's borders were opened to the outside world 
and they began to reap the benefits of "foreign aid". In the quarter 
century that followed three quarters of Nepal's tre<es were cut down. 

A caveat, this book touches only briefly on the subject of trekking, 
one of the premier attractions in Nepal. Anyone seriously interested 
in trekking, especially on their own, would be well advised to obtain 
a copy of Lonely Planet's companion guide TREKKING IN THE 
NEPAL HIMALAYA, by Stan Armington. However if you plan to 
go with one of the many trek organizers the present book will 
probably suffice, as basic information is provided on most of the 
major treks. In line with Lonely Planet's socially conscious approach 
the trekking section includes instructions on "Minimizing Your 
Impact" which are absolutely essential if anything of this precious 
gem of a country is to be left for the future, even the near future. 

As always Lonely Planet donates a percentage of the price of 
each book to organizations such as Amnesty International, Green¬ 
peace and those doing famine relief in Africa; in 1990 about $60,000. 
was donated. 

By way of recommendation I can only say that if I were heading 
back to Nepal, this book would be well worth its weight in my 
backpack. But pick up something else to read for entertainment.

Pat Zalewski, GOLDEN DAWN ENOCHIAN MAGIC ($14.95 
from llewellyn Publications, PO Box 64383, St. Paul, MN 55164-0383): 
A solid book from a scholar of Golden Dawn history. The Enochian 
magic here of course is based on the works of John Dee; this is 
basically an explanation and interpretation of the various sigils, seals 
and Angelic names which Dee left behind, and which were later 
built on by the Golden Dawn. Rather completely confusing to the 
novice, but on the whole a fine reference book that vibrates with 
rich connections to all manner of magickal workings. (190pp. tpb/MG)
